Rosert P. ALLEN, wildlife biologist with the National Audubon 
Society, for his work in helping to preserve bird species in danger 
of extinction. 

Dr. GeorGe W. BENNETT, aquatic biologist of the Illinois Nat- 
ural History Survey, for his research on fish-pond management. 
Cuares W. Boscu, JR., executive secretary of the Louisiana 
Wildlife Federation, for his efforts in behalf of protecting Louisi- 
ana’s wetlands. 

Dr. E. L. CHEatuM, wildlife biologist with the New York State 
Conservation Department, for his development of important re- 
search techniques, especially in relation to deer-herd management. 
JOHN S. GOTTSCHALK, of the U. S. Fish & Wildlife Service, for 
his work in connection with the Dingell-Johnson program (under 
which funds made available by the 10% excise tax on sport- 
fishing tackle are used by state agencies to finance the improve- 
ment of fishing and other recreational facilities).

Fishy Photography 


A photo in the April “What's on Your 
Mind?” shows Ike Van Someren hold- 
ing a northern pike which broke away 
from the chain stringer he thought he 
had secured it on. He and Lester Rens, 
who took the picture, would like some 
ideas on how much the pike might have 
weighed. 

But I can tell by the devilish grin on 
Ike’s face that he’s up to an old trick 
of mine—he’s holding that pike at 
arm’s length, making it appear much 
larger in the photograph than it really 
was. The fish probably weighed from 
three to four pounds, but the close-up 
camera shot makes it appear to reach 
from above Ike’s head all the way down 
to his waist. 

To show you what I mean, here’s a 
picture of myself holding a striped bass 
that weighed 15 pounds. Because I held 
it at arm’s length when having the pic- 
ture taken, it appears to reach from my 
shoulders to below my knees. Actually,

Stratogeese 


Rip Nelms, who is with Delta C. & S. 
Airlines here, told me that one of his 
pilots, on the Chicago-Miami run, once 
passed a flock of migrating geese flying 
at more than 20,000 feet.

Pakistan Gazelle Hunt 


I cannot forget this chinkara (see 
photo), as it took me a full day in fol- 
lowing it in the burning sand of the 
West Pakistan desert. 

Early in the morning I left camp with 
my guide, who was also my camel 
driver. After a little ride we saw chin- 
kara grazing in a valley. We removed 
the saddle and took cover behind the 
camel (an old trick in desert deer shoot- 
ing). In this way I was able to use my 
gun from 20 yards. 

I fired and the deer was on the 
ground. I left my gun near the camel 
and ran to the fallen deer with open 
knife in my hand for cutting its throat, 
as we Moslems do for sanctification. 





But when I was within two paces, to my 
great surprise I saw it on its feet and 
jumping away. I rushed back for my 
gun, but it was too late. 

My guide and I began tracking the 
footprints and clear blood spots, and 
we were sure that soon we would over- 
take the chinkara. But when the sun 
was right overhead and pinching our 
bodies we drank the last drops from our 
water bag. The guide advised me to 


stay in the shade while he fetched water 
from a well he knew about five miles 
distant. 

During the two hours he was gone I 
fired my rifle three times, just in case 
he had lost his way. Those two hours 
were like two years without water. If 
the guide had been five minutes longer 
I am sure I would have fainted. 

Again we began following the foot- 
prints, which were as fresh as before. 
When the sun was nearly setting, I 
thought to give up the chase when my 
guide pointed to my chinkara bounding 
away at full speed. I was sure that it 
was a very difficult shot, but I had to 
gamble as there was no other chance. 
I fired and saw the chinkara giving five 
to seven leaps and then touching the 
ground. When I reached it it was stone 
dead.» My first shot had broken its low- 
er jaw and cut the tongue in half. 

At last I was paid for all my trouble, 
and I gained a very good lesson never 
to leave gun when approaching a fallen 
game.

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baits bear this out: young eels, a bunch 
of worms, prawns, shrimps, and min- 
nows are some of the natural baits on 
which we get our salmon. 

We also get them on natural flies 
(like the May fly and daddy longlegs) 
as well as on artificial patterns that 
masquerade as salmon flies. And of 
course we get them on artificial plugs 
and minnows. We rarely see salmon or 
grilse rise to a hatch of flies, as is the 
case with trout. If Atlantic salmon 
didn’t feed in fresh water, how could so 
many thousands of them be caught 
every year on such a wide variety of 
offerings ? 

I’ve caught salmon—so fresh-run that 
there were still sea lice on their bodies 
—with the remnants of prawns still in 
their innards. A Scottish gamekeeper, 
who has published two books on his 
experiences, records that he found a 
thistle in the stomach of one salmon, 
and a %-pound trout in another. I’ve 
caught scores of them on worms, and in 
many instances the worms had been 
completely swallowed. If that isn’t eat- 
ing, I don’t know what it is.—Daniel F. 
McCrea, Belfast, Northern Ireland.

We had picked 
a bad time, for the bassing was at its 
worst. Laura bore up as my companion 
through a succession of empty tides 
until the evening of the fifth day. 

“George,” she suggested as she served 
up a second lamb chop at dinner, “don’t 
you think we ought to take a breather 
from this struggle? There’s a swell 
movie playing in the village this evening 

and it so happens that the early show 
is playing during low tide.” 

What could I say? 

The stuffy little movie house was 
packed. About halfway through the 
feature, patrons began to sniff, cough, 
and look at one another suspiciously. 

“What is that horrible smell?” Laura 
whispered, holding a handkerchief to 
her nose. “Did some maniac heave a 
dead fish in here?” 

Suddenly I recognized the odor. 
Someone in the audience had been 
handling menhaden, a fish that pro- 
duces a most odoriferous oil. Menhaden 
oil has a way of penetrating into the 
pores of the hands. It takes several 
days to throw it off, no matter how 
faithfully the scrubbing brush is used. 

My hunch was that someone in the 
audience was a smart basser, someone, 
for instance, who, unable to catch 
stripers by ordinary means, had been 
cutting up menhaden to create a 
chumslick. 


) sen seasons ago, my wife and I 


ust before the end of the picture, we 
J) Went outside and stood near the door 
to look the people over. Finally a lean, 
hard-muscled man whose clean khakis 
and necktie failed to conceal his salty 
look came out and walked toward an 
old sedan with rod-carriers full of surf 
tips. I followed. 

“Excuse me,” I said, introducing my- 
self, “are you chumming for stripers 
these days?” 

“How'd you know?” he demanded. 

The man’s name was John Hendricks. 
His eyes twinkled after I explained how 
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I'd identified him as a chummer. We 
swapped fishing experiences for over 
an hour. 

“Don't forget to meet me at the 
diner tomorrow,” John said before we 
parted. “I'll show you bass chumming 
such as you've never seen. There’s a 
school lying off one of my favorite 
chumming rocks.” 


gee breakfast next morning, John 
and I drove to the rocky coastline 
and walked out to the end of a ledge 
that protruded seaward. It was a 
natural spot for chumming. The 
beaches around us curved out to sea, 
forming a sort of bay in which currents 
and tides would run the slick out to 
sea gradually and with- 
out dispersing it too 
widely. 

“Everything’s O.K.,” 
smiled John, after 
studying the line of 
white water stirred up 
by the-flooding tide and 
the hissing backwash 
of broken waves. ‘Let's 
get busy.” 

A busy chummer 
needs a sharp knife, a 
cleaver, a board about 
a foot wide, a bucket, 
and a dipper. Menhaden 
are chopped up on the 
board with the cleaver, 
emptied into the bucket, 
and mixed with small 
quantities of sea water. 
Then, dipper by dipper, 
the hash is thrown over- 
board, slowly and 
steadily, until it forms 
a path of slick extend- 
ing out to sea. The oil 
slick attracts the bass, 
but it’s the particles of 
chopped fish under- 
neath that holds them. 

“You dipper out 
chum while I get some 
baits ready,” said John. 

He scaled a dozen or 


so menhaden and then, ak: < halfway 
down the sides of these fish, cut slits 
from dorsal fin to belly. He worked 
his knife under the slits, drew it along 
the backbone, and ended by producing a 
supply of triangle-shaped filets. 

Our chumming efforts turned out fine. 
The slick worked seaward from the 
foot of the ledge in a twisty path. The 
backwash, hurling it toward the sea, 
delivered it to currents, and these 
floated it back and forth. It built up 
slowly but consistently. Water condi- 
tions have to be right when you're 
laying out chum for bass. 

“We'd better bait up and be ready,” 
said John. “I’ve an idea it’s time for the 
school.”’ 

We baited the menhaden filets on 5/0

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O’Shaughnessy hooks. Since we wanted 
the filets to look natural we didn’t use 
sinkers or leaders. We were using con- 
ventional surf outfits of medium weight. 

I was watching the gulls that were 
raiding our chum when, suddenly, I 
saw a silvery form come to the surface, 
roll, and lunge for a shred of menhaden. 
Then it submerged with the crack of a 
slapping tail. It was a bass, and it had 
appeared less than 30 ft. from where 
we stood. 

“There’s your first fish,’ John cried. 
“Float your hook out as far as you can 
and be ready for action.” 


[I isn’t easy to float an unweighted 
piece of filet into the sea for any 
great distance. But, after some trial 
and error, the bait finally found the right 
set of current and, under my manipula- 
tions, drifted out half a dozen yards. 

“O.K., hold it there,’”’ said John. “I’m 
going to bring that bass to yc ur hook.” 

He took a dipper of chum and heaved 
it toward my bait, splattering it in the 
target zone. Again there was a swirl 
as the striper surfaced. He was slash- 
ing through the chum like an angry bull 
when he spotted my piece of filet. 

It was more an explosion than a 
strike. Spray flew in all directions. My 
line tightened, slackened momentarily, 
then drew taut as wire. The rod bowed, 
its butt rest whacking my thighs, and 
the reel cried in protest as line was 
yanked off it. 

In seconds that striper was in com- 
mand of 125 yd. of line and was fight- 
ing like a savage. There was no plug, 
jig, or spoon to hamper him. 

“O.K.,” said John, ‘“‘you’ve hooked 
your fish. Now give me elbow room. 
There’s one out there for me.” 

Out of the corner of my eye I saw 
John connect with a striper even larger 
than mine. 

My bout was far from over after I’d 
stopped the bass’ first run. He bolted 
from side to side, flashing silver as he 
went. It took me a full quarter of an 
hour to get command of the situation 
and to start the striper coming toward 
me. I bore down on the rod-pumping 
when he lay on his side, and gradually 
eased him to me by reeling as fast as 
I could as he was lifted by the crest of 
each wave. Then, as the wave receded, 
I held him in the trough with a tight 
line. Finally I had him at my feet—an 
18-pounder. 

After I’d landed my fish, I turned to 
watch John. But my interest was 
greeted with, “What are you loafing 
for? Bait up again. There are more 
fish around.” 

I was tussling with my second striper 
almost as soon as I got my filet back in 
the slick. 

Chumming for stripers is a technique 
as old as catching them on hook and 
line. You can still see the remains of 
old “bassing stands” of the 1800’s along 
the coasts of Rhode Island and Massa- 
chusetts. These stands, incidentally, 
were built over some of the best bassing 
holes along the coast. Fish around 
them whenever you can. 

I consider chumming a last-resort 
technique. When all other methods fail, 
then it’s time to mess up your hands 


with menhaden. Though to some it’s a 
disagreeable way of fishing, chumming 
has its points. It provides fast action, 
for a bass with a single hook in his 
mouth can put up a better show than 
one hampered by the weight and re- 
straint of a large plug, spoon, or jig. 

Menhaden are cheap. For only a 
dollar or two, a group of anglers can 
enjoy some fast fishing during those 
periods when the bass are reluctant to 
accept other lures. Chumming con- 
tributes its share to the variety which 
makes angling an interesting sport. 
You can also chum for bass with 
mackerel, herrings, shrimps and sar- 
dines. 

A can of sardines, in fact, once pro- 
vided me with sport that an expensive 
charter boat would have trouble match- 
ing. At the time, Ted Barnes, an old 
friend, and I were fishing from a skiff 
off the Connecticut shore on a day when 
the stripers were about as stand-offish 
as they can be. We tried everything— 
flies, bucktails, plugs, spoons, and spin- 
ning lures. Even trolling with natural 
baits failed. ~ 

Finally it came time for lunch. We 
anchored the skiff about 50 yd. from 
shore and opened up our lunch boxes. A 
light breeze had developed, and the 
small whitecaps it kicked up were roll- 
ing into a cove that Ted kept watching 
intently. It looked like good striper 
water, though there was no sign of fish 
to verify it. 

I like sardines and often carry a can 
with me when I’m fishing. I opened a 
tin and was about to dig into them 
when Ted said, ‘How about swapping 
you a couple of my sandwiches for 
those sardines?” 

“Why?” I asked. 

“I want to try chumming them into 
that cove. They might raise a bass or 
two.” 


gee took the sardines, mashed them 
up, and dribbled them overboard. 
Conditions were just right for what he 
had in mind. The shorebound tide car- 
ried the hash directly into the cove. A 
few moments later I almost choked on 
one of Ted’s sandwiches when I saw the 
swirl of a striper. 

“T was right,’ Ted yelped. ‘Pull up 
the anchor and let’s move the boat in 
closer. I want to try spinning lures.” 

Ted flipped a small darting spoon into 
the bay, almost reaching the shore. As 
it settled, he began to reel, but the 
spoon didn’t travel far. The striper hit 
it with a wallop, and for the next 25 
minutes Ted was one of the busiest fish- 
ermen I’ve ever seen as he fought that 
10-pound bass with his one-handed spin- 
ning rod. It was the only fish we raised, 
but after all one can of sardines pro- 
duces only a small amount of chum. 

“I wish you had a bigger appetite,” 
Ted said afterward. “If we’d had an- 
other can of sardines we might have 
brought up more fish. You can’t beat 
chumming when everything else fails.” 

Ted was right. When bassing is in 
the doldrums, you might try pepping it 
up with chum. It doesn’t always work, 
but you’ve got little to lose when time 
is short and bass aren’t co-operative.— 
George Heinold.

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Dr. Mafit’s topsy-turvy creation has wings and hackle on pedestal 


by WILLIAM W. MICHAEL 


Dr. Trowbridge R. Mafit and I 

picked the same time to fish the 
Eel River near Garberville, in 
northern California, and that we 
stayed at the same lodge. But it 
was no accident that we got ac- 
quainted—not after he demonstrat- 
ed that he could catch steelheads 
when the rest of us couldn’t. 

I had a seat before the fireplace 
with Dr. Mafit that evening, and 
the subject of our conversation was 
fishing. The doctor, who lives in 
Roseburg, Oregon, was an ardent 
dry-fly man, I learned, and he 
fished for trout and _ steelheads 
(rainbow trout that spend part of 
their time in salt water). 

When we had become _ good 
friends, a few days later, he con- 
fided that he had developed a radi- 
cally different dry fly. It was 
essentially a trout fly, he said, and 
though I’d experimented with dry 
flies for 40 years and written a 
book on the subject, he assured me 
that his creation would surprise me. 
He promised to mail some samples 
to my office at California Institute 
of Technology, where I am a pro- 
fessor of civil engineering. 


l was just by coincidence that 


Back on the job, I waited for the 
arrival of the doctor’s creations, 
curious but skeptical. I’d seen too 
many new flies that were supposed 
to be sure-fire for selective trout to 
hold my breath over another. On 
the other hand, the doctor had 
proved his angling know-how on 
the Eel River, and his modest man- 
ner gave weight to his claims. 


hen the package finally ar- 
rived, I was astonished at the 
creations that fell out as I opened 
it. Everything about the flies 
seemed to be reversed. The tail 
was tied at the eye of the hook. 
The hook itself was positioned so 
that the bend would lie flat on the 
water instead of submerging the 
point and barb. The wings were on 
the wrong end—near the bend of 
the hook rather than the eye—and 
the hackles, instead of standing out 
around the shank of the hook, were 
on a tiny pedestal pointing straight 
up from the shank. Both hackles 
and wings hovered above the shank 
like a short-handled umbrella. 
It took me some time to see what 
the doctor had done. Then I leaned 
(continued on page 22)

back wondering what fishermen would 
think of next. This, if not the craziest 
| fly ever offered a trout, was one that 
| just would not work. 

| Anyway, it. was early spring now, 
j}and the doctor prescribed these re- 
| versed flies for the wary, selective trout 
|commonly found in low, clear waters. 
Those conditions—the low water, at 
least—wouldn’t exist in the areas I 
| usually fish until after July 1. 


forgot about the doctor’s distorted 

artificials until August. I was fishing 
Hot Creek then, a trout stream in the 
Sierras of California, and the fish were 
hard to please after having been har- 
assed by anglers for three months. 

I won't dwell on the frustrations of 
my first two days there. Perhaps it will 
suffice to say that my luck with ordi- 


nary dry flies was bad enough to send 


me back to the cabin in search of Dr. 
Mafit’s backward bugs. 

The result was one of those strange 
things that happen in trout fishing: On 
my first cast with one of the doctor’s 
it parachuted down gently, more 
delicately than any of my standard flies 
had, and a 16-inch trout sucked it under 
immediately. 

This abruptly boosted my interest in 
the new fly, but I was still unwilling to 
credit the catch to the allure of Mafit’s 
pattern. I'd rested the stream for some 
time, and in my absence that 16-incher 
might have worked himself into a mood 
to take anything. 

As it developed, I fished the new fly 
for the next 30 minutes without raising 
another fish. Then, without explana- 
tion, five good ones took it with slash- 
ing strikes. I quickly switched back to 
my orthodox dry dies, hoping to find 
out just how much this flurry was due 
to the kind of fly I was using. Using a 
series of conventional patterns, I got 
only two rises during the next hour. 


| Returning to the doctor’s fly, I started 
| catching fish at once. 


I left for Idaho shortly after this 
Sierra trip, planning to fish for the big 
rainbows in Silver Creek, in southern 
Idaho. Here, if anywhere, are discrimi- 
nating trout. 

Fish were rising when I got there, 
but my casts with ordinary patterns 
only put them down into the moss that 
waves on the bottom of this crystal- 
clear stream. Then I tied on the ex- 
perimental fly and took four good fish 
within an hour. It wasn’t a phenomenal 
performance. Sometimes trout rose to 
the topsy-turvy dry fly and ducked 





| ets for the doctor’s flies. 
| handy. They more than doubled my 


under without taking it. But it was a 
decided improvement. The next day 
brought more of the same—my ordi- 


| nary flies didn’t interest the fish; Mafit’s 
| gift flies took some nice ones. 


During the same Idaho trip I fished 


Henry’s Fork of the Snake River near 
| Last Chance Inn. When I arrived the 


word was that fishing wasn’t up to par, 
and a couple of hours of casting ortho- 
dox patterns amply demonstrated that 
this was true. I took only two 12-inch 
rainbows. 

But this time there was no walking 
back to camp or fumbling through pock- 
I had them 


take when I got them into action. As 
a check, I went back to standard pat- 
terns. Results were poor. Returning to 
the new flies, I began taking fish con- 
sistently once more. That, at long last, 
convinced me. 

This new fly doesn’t drive trout crazy, 
make them jump into your creel, but it 
will take fish a lot of times when ordi- 
nary patterns fail. I have mentioned 
only three of many outings on which I 
made thorough tests and had the new 
fly prove its worth. 

I don’t claim to know why it works. 
Perhaps it’s the way it lights on the 
water—-gently and with no splash. May- 
be it’s the way it floats—with the bend 
of the hook flat on the water, the sur- 
face tension keeping the entire hook 
above the surface. Possibly it’s just 
that its general appearance has added 
attraction. 

The unusual angle of the hook makes 
no difference in hooking fish, I learned. 
The one disadvantage the new fly has is 
a tendency to twist long, fine leaders. 
This is definitely troublesome with the 
extra-long 4X tippets I use on very 
choosy fish. The problem doesn’t exist, 
however, with slightly heavier leaders 
or with short lengths of 4X. 

The only radically different step in 
tying this new fly concerns the wings 
and hackles. They’re first tied on a 
length of fine surgical wire (gauge 0, 
00, or 000, depending on the size of the 
finished fly) which is tightly stretched 
between clamps during the tying. Then 
the wire is snipped on either side of the 
hackle-and-wing assembly and_ the 
whole unit is tied onto the hook. It’s 
the wire that holds wings and hackle in 
the umbrella position above the shank 
of the hook. 

As a means of speeding up produc- 
tion, I tie several wing-and-hackle as- 
semblies at once on the same length of 
wire and clip them off as needed. The 
rest of the tying is pretty much stand- 
ard, except that the tail and body taper 
back over the eye of the hook instead of 
toward the bend and barb. 

And now that I’ve adopted Dr. Mafit’s 
creation and become its enthusiastic 
champion, I’m going to propose a name. 
Let’s call it the Dox Fly—an abbrevi- 
ated version of ‘‘doctor’s fly” — in honor 
of the fly-fishing physician who origi- 
nated it and has consented to present 
it to the angling public. THE END 


Bait from Horseweed 


very effective bait for bluegills, 
A crappies, and other panfish can be 
obtained from the common horseweed 
that grows on riverbanks and in old 
fields and pastures. This weed, which 
sometimes reaches a height of 8 ft., 
often contains a white worm about 1 
in. long. Any stalk that has a hole in it 
about the diamete> of a lead pencil is 
the stalk to cut with your pocketknife. 
The stalks are easy to open.. Some 
fishermen cut the stalk about 1 in. 
above and below. the worm hole and ‘put 
the short lengths in the pocket or 
tackle box. The worms won’t come out 
until you cut them out. You can use 
this bait either with or without a spin- 
ner.—Don R. Mell.

Came the calls for help 
and we went for a shark. 
We hooked him, too, but 
something happened 
and another monster 


had the bit in his teeth

of the central Pacific, a perfect tropical atoll. A 

lush jungle of coconut and pandanus trees covers the 
white coral islands. They lie in a sparkling chain that 
encloses a great blue lagoon swarming with an amazing 
variety of tropical fish. 

The only trouble with it for us was that the lagoon be- 
longed to the sharks—and they were possessive about it. 
Blue sharks cruised restlessly in the coral-studded depths 
of the channels. Nurse sharks and mean little black-tip 
sharks patrolled the shallows, prowling right to the edge 
of the white coral beaches. 

Against the shark’s superb natural equipment we could 
match one deep breath of air, a pair of rubber swim fins, 
a camera or spear gun, and a delicate blend of caution 
and bluff. 

We had flown to this exotic fishing hole with an expe- 
dition headed by Dr. Bruce Halstead, a medical ichthyologist 
from the College of Medical Evangelists, at Loma Linda, 
California. He was hot on the trail of an ancient and 


| ex in the Marshall Islands, is one of those rare gems 
& 


mysterious kind of poisoning associated with fish, and some 
cases of it had been reported on Jaluit. We wanted speci- 
mens of every variety of fish we could catch there. In- 
cluded in our. group were Chet Lindt, a young marine 
biologist from Loma Linda; Mack McClintock, a rugged 
skin-diving expert from Riverside, California, and myself, 
from Santa Barbara. My job was to photograph what 
these eager fish researchers did—both above and below 
the water. 

Now, as we explored the depths near one of the channels, 
strong currents tugged at our balance. A brisk wind 
chopped the surface of the lagoon, dimming the light 
underwater so that I had to change from color to black- 
and-white film. 

I climbed onto the ruins of a concrete pier and unfastened 
the brass pressure clips on my watertight camera case. 
Out in the lagoon Chet, Mack, and Halstead continued 
spearfishing. They were filling our black rubber raft with 
reef fish. These would be frozen in our portable freezer 
and shipped back to Loma Linda, where chemical analysis 
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Still mouthing the shark bait, the Jaluit giant casually brushes past the raft, taking out steel line at will 


would determine whether or not any contained the mys- 
terious poison. 

As I reloaded the camera, Chet bobbed up and slapped 
a bloody, two-foot-long red snapper into the raft. ‘There 
are exactly 21 sharks too many down there,” he yelled. 
‘Let’s call it quits.”’ 

Just then Mack boiled to the surface. ‘Hey, Ollis,” he 
shouted to me. “There’s a monster fish down here!”’ 

“Then get out of the water,’ I urged. 

“It’s a grouper or something—bigger than I am. Come 
on. Halstead’s watching it.” 
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I looked at Chet. “O.K.,” he agreed. I double-checked 
the camera case and we dived in again. 

Chet hadn’t been kidding about the sharks. The little 
three and four-foot black-tips were showing off in front 
of a big bruiser, a blue. A lean-looking black-tip swung 
toward us, coming steadily, scarcely moving its sleek cres- 
cent tail. I gave a water-garbled shout and it flashed 
away. But gurgled yells, we knew, wouldn’t work on the 
deadly blue sharks. 

Mack pointed to a coral head and motioned me over it. 
Shoving the camera case in front of me, I coasted over the 














top. For a minute I saw nothing but the mottled coral 
bottom. Then suddenly I was aware of the outline of a 
giant sea bass, beautifully camouflaged with the coral. It 
was nearly seven feet long and I doubted if my arms 
could span its barrel body. 

A commotion on the surface indicated that Halstead had 
gone up for air. I swam within 15 feet of the monster and 
clicked the shutter just as it fluttered its fins and moved 
sluggishly toward deeper water. 

Mack charged past me brandishing his spear gun. I 
grabbed one of his swim fins. As he swung around I shook 


my head and signaled I was going up. With these sharks 
around us, I wanted no part in starting a bloody ruckus 
with that bass. 

As I swam for the surface I saw three big blue sharks 
circling the ranks of little black-tips, and a second later my 
shoulder blades tickled a vague ‘warning. I twisted about 
and shoved my camera blindly in front of me. A dark, 
torpedo shape whirled abruptly, flashing its grayish under- 
belly. It wouldn’t be long before the blues called our bluff. 

I surfaced and saw the raft floating lazily 20 feet away. 
Just as I rolled over its low cushioned side, Mack came 
racing for the raft. The sharks, I knew, would likely be 
attracted by a swimmer splashing on the surface, so I 
paddled to meet him. Mack clambered in. Suddenly Hal- 
stead and Chet popped waist-high out of the water, yelling. 
Not bold cries to bluff sharks—frantic calls for help. 


\ 7 e paddled toward them like egg beaters. The triangular 

fin of the biggest blue shark zigzagged behind them. 
then cut straight for the swimmers. Halstead hesitated, 
then ducked under and met the rush with a shot from fis 
spear gun. The sharp spear bounved off the tough hide 
like a soda straw, but the shark veered away. 

Perhaps sharks sense that precise instant when the 
hunter can be hunted. At least an agitated swimmer’s mo- 
tions make them bolder and Chet and Halstead were 
practically tailwalking on the surface. 

Just as they reached for the raft the shark closed in 
again. We started to pull them in but Halstead whirled 
abruptly and jabbed his empty arbalete gun against the 
big blue shark’s nose. He didn’t stop to look at the results 

just heaved himself into the life raft. ‘My feet felt like 
they were 20 yards behind me,”’ he gasped. 

The loaded raft wallowed low in the water as we headed 
for the pier. Sharks accompanied us all the way. We tied 
the raft and watched them from the safety of the pier. One 
big blue cruised by directly below us. I hurled a heavy 
block of wood at its exposed fin. The shark whirled, 
doubling itself in the water, and snapped viciously at the 
block. In a few moments the splintered kindling floated 
idly to the surface. 

Mack turned to Halstead. ‘Well, Doc, what do we do 
now ?” 

“You three stay here and try to clear out some of the 
sharks,” said Halstead. “I’m going to take a couple of 
natives in the motorboat to the end of the island and collect 
reef fish.”’ 

Using hand lines and chunks of red snapper for bait, the 
three of us stood on the pier and spent the next hour hauling 
in black-tip sharks, all three to four feet long. 


| Menve the seven-foot blue that had nuzzled Halstead 
cruised by in the shallow water. If we could get him 
and the other big ones out of the way we might be able to 
go underwater again before dark. So Mack unrolled some 
1/16-inch steel cable for a line and baited a big 14/0 hook 
with a bioody chunk cut from one of the black-tips. We 
tied an air-tight metal tank to the end of the wire line and 
threw the bait into the water, then hooked the tank to a 
rusty spike on the pier. We hoped it would give just enough 
resistance to set the hook. 

We were in no mood to play with that blue. If he bit, 
he’d either have to break the 1,000-pound-test cable or tow 
that float until he collapsed. 

By now there were two more blue sharks and about 
seven little black-tips taking a morbid interest in the pro- 
ceedings. Mack started off for more hooks. Just then the 
big blue came in like a rocket. It snatched the bait and 
turned with a splash that threw water higher than our 
heads. The yellow float sailed off the pier and bobbed 
after the shark, leaving a foaming wake behind it. Then 
down it went below the surface—a yellow blob marking the 
shark’s course. 

Soon it popped to the top of the water and lay quietly. 
We figured what had happened was that the hook hadn't 
been set firmly and the shark had jerked free. 

In the distance we heard a muffled explosion. Halstead, 
out on the reef beyond the island, had set off a half-pound 
TNT charge to stun little reef fish too small to spear.

That’s what I called the massive, truculent 
beast the first time I saw it on our African 
trophy hunt. I was nearer right than I knew 
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and bloody. We'd set up camp at a water hole on the 

dry, brushy plains just south of Addis Ababa, the 
capital of Ethiopia. Shortly after dark a big mule we 
called the White Onion, a gift from Emperor Haile Selassie 
to Capt. Harold White of our party, untied its picket rope 
and strayed. A native boy, discovering that it was missing, 
aroused us. As I crawled out of my bag, still doped with 
sleep, I heard the clatter of an animal near me and felt 
something soft, wet, and sticky drag across my face. 

It was a sheep, ripped open by hyenas, trailing its in- 
nards over me as it ran. I bolted out of the sack, wide 
awake now, and joined the search for the mule, knowing 
that if we didn’t find it before the hyenas did, “Babe’’ White 
would have nothing to ride. 

That episode rang up the curtain vii the most adventure- 
some year of my life. 

In the Chicago Museum of Natural History, where for 
19 years I was staff taxidermist, there’s an unusual African 
habitat group showing 23 animals gathered around a water 


M introduction to African nights was sudden, savage, 








hole. The central figures are a cow rhino and her calf, 
wallowing in muddy seepage that trickles from beneath the 
roots of a fig tree. Behind them, waiting their turn, is a 
little band of zebras, and across the hole five giraffes, 
goaded by thirst, are edging in. Their leader is a mag- 
nificent bull 17 feet tall. Eight Grant’s gazelles and a lone 
oryx look on. Two elands loaf in the shade under the tree. 
It’s a scene that’s enacted every day during the dry 
season around 10,000 shrinking water holes on Africa’s vast 
plains. The habitat group, I’m told, is the biggest ever put 
together in any museum, and is a favorite with visitors. 
I’ve seen people look at it for as long as an hour at a time. 
I like to look at it myself, for I designed it, modeled the 
fig tree in clay, mounted the animals, and assembled the 
group. It took me three years, but before that I lived a 
hunter’s dream helping to collect and prepare those speci- 
mens and others the museum wanted. We broug 
some 80 in all, including antelope, buffaloes, lions, wart 
hogs, wildebeests, aardvarks, and a few others. In the 
38 years I did museum work I went on 31 expeditions col-

lecting trophy game, but this African trip was by far the 
most exciting. 

For me the exhibit recalls heat, sweat, and thirst, weari- 
ness and dust, flies, narrow game trails and stinking water 
holes, primitive villages, mountains and jungles, danger, 
hardship, good companions, and the dead campfires we left 
across hundreds of lonely miles. 


here were four in the party: the late Major John Coats, 

a London sportsman whose family had been thread 
manufacturers for generations, and who was cosponsor of 
the expedition; Captain White, who was from New York; 
George Carey of Baltimore, and myself. White stood six 
feet seven without shoes, so naturally we called him Babe 
Since I was along as taxidermist, it was my job to make 
plaster masks of the animals we killed, measure the car- 
casses, supervise the skinning and preparation of pelts, clean 
the skulls and bones, collect plants, and photograph scenes

LUNKERS AREN’T LUCK

hat stump there .. .” Ed said 
quietly. He lifted a big-knuckled 
hand from the oar and gestured 
toward a rotting elm stump which 
stood in two feet of water at the end 
of a short mud bar. 
The spot had that big-bass look. You 





Sometimes a casual angler gets 
a whopper bass, but a few men 


clean up on them. Here’s how 


I eased it into the water and brought it 
slowly past the stump, bumping along 
the bottom. Fhe shoreline erupted and 
I was tied to five pounds of pinwheeling 
fury. 

Five minutes later, Ed slipped the 
net under the lunker largemouth bass. 








could almost feel a lantern-jawed old 
pirate lying there, waiting. I shot two 
casts to the right of the stump, two more to the left of it, 
and then two or three at the base. Nothing happened. I 
looked at Ed, shrugged, and tossed the pork chunk toward 
a bed of lilies some distance out from shore. 

We were on a little Wisconsin backwater lake known 
locally as Fulsom Bay. It’s about a mile downriver from 
the public boat landing on Ambro Island. 

Ed worked carefully around the stump with his fly rod, 
changing patterns three or four times. He switched to his 
casting rod with a surface plunker, then tried half a dozen 
more casts with a fly. Finally he sat glaring at the stump. 

“Tl give him one more chance,” I said, snapping on a red, 
yellow, and black spinner. I dropped it on shore behind the 
stump and let it sit there while I smoked a cigarette. Then 
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“There’s one you’d never have caught 
by accident,” he said softly. 

Ed always makes that comment when he nets a big one 
while fishing with me. That’s because I once made the 
mistake of voicing the opinion of the great majority of bass 
fishermen. They believe that, although a good bass fisher- 
man will catch bass more consistently than one who’s not 
so good, catching a lunker is mostly a matter of luck. 

Ed Gertz is the best bass fisherman I have ever met. 
Prowling the Mississippi River for 50 years with sharp 
eyes and an open mind, he’s discovered more about the 
habits and quirks of this explosive mauler than many pro- 
fessional biologists. Since his retirement from business in 
Davenport, Iowa, five years ago, he’s spent all his time 
fishing for bass, and you couldn’t begin to count the number 
of times he has caught and released 50 bass in one day. 





When I first philosophized that a good bass fisherman 
would take more bass than a not-so-good one, Ed nodded 
agreement, but when I added that catching lunkers was a 
matter of luck, he smiled slowly and shook his head. 

“I’ve been hearing that for the last 50 years, and it’s 
music to my ears,” he said. ‘So long as you and 99 percent 
of the other bass fishermen keep thinking that, there’ll al- 
ways be more than enough lunkers for us few who know 
it isn’t true.” 


ime and again since then, Ed and other veteran bass 

fishermen have demonstrated to me that this lunker 
theory, while it serves the ego of the ordinary bass fisher- 
man, simply isn’t realistic. 

Last summer I fished a carpet of drifting aquatic growth 
with George Miller and Loren Griffith. We call this stuff 
“marl,”’ or “duck-wart.’”’ It’s composed of a great quantity 
of tiny, floating plants with round leaves the size of a 
match head. Late in August it forms on the surface of 
Wisconsin’s backwater slougns. Pushed into the ends of a 
slough by wind, the marl forms a carpet an inch or more 
thick. When one of these carpets covers a bay full of 
stumps, snags, or lotus beds, you have a natural lunker- 
bass hangout. 

The accepted method of catching the bass is to drag either 
a weedless spoon or a hookless spoon and pork chunk over 
the top of the carpet. The movement brings the bass ex- 
ploding up through the carpet. More often than not, he 
misses. But you know exactly where he is then, so you 
switch to a fly rod and drop an oversize popper into the 
exact spot where he struck. Annoy him a bit and he'll 
usually hit again. Once I had a bass strike seven times 
before he connected with the hook. 

I fished a number of mar! carpets and selected one as 
the best. George and I pushed a flatboat up against the 
shore at a spot from which we could cover most of a bed 
of lotus without moving. Loren joined us early in the after- 
noon. He works as a public accountant in Cedar Rapids, 
Iowa, but for the last seven or eight years he has fished the 
bottoms around my home town, Prairie du Chien. He's 
one of the few fishermen I’ve met who can plunk a heavy 
bass popper into a six-inch circle time after time. 

Loren started getting strikes immediately. He caught 
seven bass, but all of them were under two pounds. Then, 
when he was about 40 feet offshore from us, fishing the 
carpet between the two boats, a big fellow came out after 
the pork chunk, and I knew we were in business. 

The bass swirled within a foot of a lotus flower. The 
lotus flowers here, by the way, are tremendous. When open 
all the way, they measure 12 to 14 inches in diameter. 
Loren cast back to that floral target for 10 minutes before 
the bass hit again. Then it socked the popper with a rush 
and came completely out of water. Loren landed him, and 
we weighed him in at five pounds and one ounce. 


/ nyone can catch ordinary largemouth bass. They are the 
L most popular gamefish in the country because most 
of them combine a tremendous appetite with a nasty 
disposition. They have been known to strike at anything 
from a mallard duckling to a beer-can opener. Regardless 
of the bait or the time of day, you stand a pretty good 
chance of tangling with a bass if you cover the shoreline, 
the edges of the weed beds, the inlets, and the mud or 
gravel points that extend into the lake or river. 

But fishing for the really big black bass is a totally differ- 
ent story. Whether you're fishing a reservoir in Indiana, 
a backwater slough of the Mississippi, or a warm-water 
swamp lake in Florida, to take the big ones consistently 
you've got to change your attitude and most of your ideas. 

A black bass is three different fish during his lifetime. 
He starts out as a “school’’ fish when he and some 2,000 
brothers and sisters come out of the eggs. Working in a 
gang, he stuffs himself with tiny microorganisms, insects, 
worms. By the time he’s two inches long he stops working 
with the gang and goes off on his own, competing for every 
mouthful he gets. 

If he survives without getting gulped himself, he reaches 
a length of five or six inches at the end of his first year and 
10 or 12 at the end of the second. Now he’s big enough 
to tackle large minnows, crawfish, and frogs. 
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He then begins a two-year period of peak growth and 
development. He is something like a teen-ager. He has 
a tremendous appetite that’s constantly nagged by the de- 
mands of all-around growth. He has limitless energy, a 
devil-may-care attitude, almost no prudence, and certainly 
no fear of anything around him. 

It’s at this stage that the largemouth provides the biggest 
thrills and does the most thorough job ‘of loading the 
stringers of the casual bass fisherman. 

When a black bass reaches the size of about four pounds 
in northern waters and seven or eight pounds in the south, 
he loses a lot of his foolishness. It takes a strategist to 
catch him now. 

It was in a backwater slough of the Mississippi, near 
Prairie du Chien, that I first learned that bass fishing and 
fishing for big bass are worlds apart. I was new to the 
river then, but I had the good fortune to have Warren 
Shawley for a partner. Warren became an authority on 
the ways of the river during the financial depression, when 
river know-hcw meant the difference between making a 
living and starving to death. Although he now buys live- 
stock for a living, the river still speaks much more under- 
standably to him than to anyone who (continued on page 73)

want of modesty, but I hold a colonel’s commission on the staff of 

the Governor of Kentucky. In other words, I’m a full-fledged Ken- 
tucky colonel, which, as my friend Charlie Elliott would say, is a right 
smart accomplishment for a damyankee. And I owe it all to a fish. 

It came about after a rather frustrating experience. A couple of years 
ago, the state of Kentucky decided to entertain a party of outdoor 
writers for a week, show ’em around the big man-made lakes down 
there, treat ’em to a sample of Southern hospitality, and let them see 
what Kentucky fishing is like. 

I was glad I was on the list. The time was late April, when bass 
are at their hungriest in the South and when, in my home state of 
Michigan, winter is hanging on like a weasel to a pullet. 

It was a fine trip. We had breakfast with Governor Lawrence Wetherby 
in Frankfort, visited Kentucky’s great system of parks, gorged ourselves 
on barbecued chicken and spareribs, drank juleps, and fished Lake 
Cumberland and Dale Hollow Reservoir, two of the most productive im- 
poundments in the South. There was just one hitch—the fish weren’t 
biting. 

We were there to catch the bigmouths and the smallmouths and the 
spotted bass of those big lakes, but all the bass were stubborn. Some of 
the Kentuckians claimed it was the weather, but I could see those big 
lunkers down in their lairs under the submerged tree stumps. They were 
putting a fin to their noses and chortling, “The boys should have come 
next week.”’ 

Our hosts did everything they could. They started us fishing at day- 
light and kept us at it till dark. They gave us reams of advice on surface 
plugs and deep plugs, fly-rod lures and spinning gear—and even live 
bait. Governor Wetherby joined the expedition and fished as hard as 
anybody, but the bass remained unimpressed. We took a few fish, of 
course, but none that came near to bragging size. 

We wound up finally on Kentucky Lake, the biggest impoundment in 
the South, 247 square miles of water, deep and shoal, warm and cold, 
with 2,300 miles of cove-indented, brush-fringed shore—a place that 
crawls with gamefish. 

The next morning was cheerless with wind and rain, and some of us 
slept late. When I went down to the dock with Frank Phipps, law- 
enforcement. director of the Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources, some strangers were holding up a string of crappies four arms 
long. There were close to 70 fish on that string, big, silvery, and slab-

THE CRAPPIE—Now widely distributed in 
most every state, this member of the sunfish 
family is everybody's fish—taken most often 
by stillfishing with minnows, and eaten with 
relish after it's reached the pan.

Fish for both among weeds, around 
stumps and sunken logs, and under over- 
hanging trees. They travel in schools, so 
stick around after you hook one. They may 
seem to be turning up their noses at your 
offerings, but you'll likely catch a mess.

sides of our boat in a most alarming manner. One 

moment short stretches of open water appeared in 
front of us; two minutes later the channel would again be 
choked with ice. We still had 100 yards to go before we'd 
be safe in the ice-free water where my four Eskimo com- 
panions were enthusiastically certain seals would appear. 
If the boat held together, we’d make it. I peered anxiously 
ahead as the bowman, Seganna, reached out with his seven- 
foot spear and warded off an ominous chunk. 

Winter was on in full force up here in the Bering Sea. 
The mercury had fallen well below zero and stayed there. 
North winds had blown continuously for several weeks, and 
a face turned into that blast for more than a few minutes 
would be frostbitten. Our winter home on tiny King Island 

two square miles of rock rearing 1,000 feet out of the 
ice-choked sea—was completely cut off from the rest of the 
world and would remain so for another six months. Nome, 
Alaska, 90 miles southeast of us, and the bleak Siberian 
mainland 100 miles westward, were worlds away until the 
cold broke. 

My wife, Rie, and I lived in the island’s all-Eskimo village, 
Ukivok, where we taught the children their three R’s, tended 
to the medical needs of the population, and in general did 
what we could to help them. To know the people and get 
along with them, we tried to engage in as many village 
activities as our other duties permitted. 

The big event in the life of an Eskimo youth is when he 
shoots his first seal. That’s when he officially becomes a 
hunter. The men in the village had been kidding me about 
going out and getting mine. They threatened to observe the 
ancient customs of shaving my hair off, making me sleep 
naked in one of the underground clubhouses on the first 
night after the hunt, and other unappealing traditions. In 
short, the villagers wanted to see Teacher get his first seal. 

I'd been an ardent hunter since my early boyhood in

In Arizona, where I studied geology, and 
working in Canada later, I always found time for this 
hobby. Actually, I already had a few seals to my credit, 
having shot them on earlier hunts around Alaska. There’s 
a bounty on them there, as they attack the spawning salmon 
so vital to the Territory’s economy. But I hadn’t produced 
here at Ukivok, so the joking continued. 

Ocean currents had separated the ice in front of the 
village that morning, and we had rushed this small, skin- 
covered boat into the opening, heading toward the favored 
seal-hunting grounds. 

Of my four Eskimo companions, I was best acquainted 
with Peter Adsuna, the motorman. He spent many an eve- 
ning and Sunday at the big schoolhouse, helping me repait 
the gasoline engines that generated our electricity, or fixing 
the radio. He frequently came just to visit, too, and told 
us a great deal about the island and its people. Peter had 
persuaded Kokoluk, the owner-captain of our iittle boat, to 
take me on this hunt. Kokoluk was a most serious hunter, 
what with a wife and six children to feed, yet he was always 
in high good humor. He graciously welcomed me on the 
boat, perhaps thinking that Teacher would add to the 
joviality of the trip. 

The other two, Pikonganna and Seganna, were equally 
jocular and full of tongue-in-cheek suggestions as to what 
I should do when and if a seal popped up out of the water. 
Their light-hearted banter helped keep my mind off the 
cold that was seeping under my reindeer-skin parka, and I 
think that’s partly what they had in mind. 

It was clear going until we got around to the side of the 
island where the south-moving chunks were grinding and 
smashing against the anchored shore ice. There Peter 
killed the motor and we climbed out, pulled up the boat, 
and paced up and down in the snow to keep warm. 

“What do we do now?” I asked Peter.

landing at Blue Sheep Lake. From there we hiked five miles 
with packboards and set up a spike camp.

Instead of taking the tiail the rest of us followed to spike 
camp after being flown in, Doc Jacobs chose a cut-off that 
would put him on a craggy top where he could have a good 
look at the country. He carried his rifle cased, because he 
was alone and British Columbia requires a guide for hunting. 


‘d made it to timberline,’ Doc told us after he finally 

reached camp. ‘There wasn’t a tree within 50 yards— 
just arctic birch and thick brush about 30 inches high.

Later Dalziel, whose vast experience has covered nearly

they rarely stop.”

meat, and was coming back to get a load of bones for the 
dogs. Meantime this grizzly had found the kill and made 
himself a cache. 

“As I set down and taxied up the shoreline toward the 
kill, he spotted me. Near as I could tell, he thought my 
plane was some kind of great bird threatening his cache. 
And blundering into a grizzly’s pantry is one sure way to 
bring him out fighting. 

“Anyway, here he came. He didn’t stop at the water, but 
splashed and roared out at the plane. He tried his best to 
climb up a ‘pontoon and get at me. He would have, too. I 
had to shoot him from the cockpit.” 


: oc had just run into a grizzly where there shouldn’t 
have been cne. And curiously enough, we’d come from 
an area where the situation was reversed. 

Dalziel had first met us at the Watson Lake airstrip. His 
outfitting operations cover a vast section of northern British 
Columbia, much of which is seldom hunted by white men. 
He had scouted several promising big-game ranges just 
before we arrived, hoping to spot us where we'd get the 
trophies we wanted. When we met him, Dal talked casually 
of the big rams we'd take, the unexcelled fishing, the possi- 
bility of near-record goats and caribou. As he finished, a 
grin broke full over his face. 

“One more thing. Who in the bunch has never killed a 
grizzly?” 

‘‘Weldon hasn’t,” someone said. 

“Last week,’’ Dal continued, obliquely, ‘I ran into a fresh 
moose kill at the lower end of Rainbow Lake. Some kind 
of beast is coming to the kill every night. He will till it’s 
gone.” 

“Grizzly ?’’ Jacobs asked. 

“Let’s just say his tracks measure 11 inches, with claws 
way out in front,” Dal said. “If you other chaps can be 
content with catching four-pound rainbows as fast as you 
can cast, we could lay over long enough for your boy here 
to collect him.” 
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If anyone could predict a grizzly, Dal could. So we 
pitched a temporary camp at Rainbow Lake. Fresh grizzly 
spoor was everywhere. Our shelter was erected on the very 
spot where a prowling grizzly had ripped into a tent during 
one of Dal’s scouting trips. The metal canoe Dal had flown 
in along with the tent was damaged by another curious 
grizzly’s teeth. On a hunt here four years before, two mem- 
bers of our party had killed their grizzlies within half a 
mile of the present moose kill. 

So every morning at daylight Dal and Weldon paddled 
noiselessly down Rainbow Lake to watch over the moose 
kill. The rest of us killed time—if you can call catching 
three-pound rainbows virtually every cast killing time. 


Sy the big bruin that had been feeding at the lake’s end 
never came back to the kill. “‘Those babies are unpre- 
dictable,” Dale concluded.’ “Something’s gone wrong. I 
can’t figure just what.” 

Not finding this bear where it should have been, then hav- 
ing Jacobs run full into one where it had no business being, 
more or less unnerved us all. But the climax was yet to 
come. 

Every evening for a week, while setting up the sheep- 
hunting camp near Blue Sheep Lake, the two guides, Amos 
Allick and Gordon Toole, had seen two big goats stroll out 
to feed on the alpine saddle that angled up above timber- 
line from behind the tent. Gordy had lived all his 28 years 
in the bush, and knew his game. After a repeated study of 
the goats through a 40X spotting scope, he decided that one 
of the billies had horns close to 15 inches. If so, he was a 
world-record trophy. 

So while Jacobs, Weldon, and Doc Wygant hunted with 
Amos and Dal for Stone rams, Gordy and I spent the better 
part of a day climbing up to search for that foot-loose world- 
beater. In late afternoon we paused for breath before peep- 
ing over the rim of the saddle. We shook with exhaustion, 
the cold air of early September biting us through our 
sweat-soaked clothes. Patches of last year’s snow, easily 
mistaken for the quarry, dotted the basin. Except for some 
gnarled, wind-twisted spruce, all timber lay below. 

The guide, still puffing, looked around at me. ‘You ready 
to shoot?” 

“All set.” 

By now, Gordy’s game sense and stalking ability had me 
amazed. Conditioned by years of trapping, prospecting, and 
hunting, every move he made indicated a knowledge of 
game. As surely as we were there, I'd have a record billy 
within a matter of minutes. 

Cautiously we crept to the crest and peered over. The 
goats were not there! Only the whcee-uk-uk of half a dozen 
ptarmigan, molested as we moved, gave any sign of life 
among the peaks that stretched as far as one could see in 
every direction. 

Gordy studied the country, slowly shaking his head. “I 
can’t understand it. They’ve come out onto.that slope every 
evening for a week. Where are they now?” 

At first we blamed ourselves. Maybe we'd let the animals 
get our wind somehow. Or perhaps it was just the luck of 
the chase—-we’d waited one evening too long and they’d 
moved to another area. 

Suddenly the real reason appeared without warning. As 
Gordy turned to scrutinize the head of the basin his eyes 
popped. He grabbed my arm, pulling me down into the 
sparse arctic birch, the only cover above timberline. 

“There’s a grizzly!” 

He pointed 100 yards ahead into the V of the basin. But 
I couldn’t see through the birch. “Where?” 

“Coming our way. He’ll cross the rim just ahead of us 
—if he doesn’t get our wind.” 

This, then, was the reason the goats had left. The big 
bruin had spooked them. But abruptly the goats didn’t 
matter. We'd come 1,000 miles for a mixed bag, and I want- 
ed a grizzly far worse than a billy. Luck, in a left-handed 
way, was with me. 

A few huge boulders lay scattered among the thick, short 
birches. Gordy moved quickly toward one, slightly uphill, 
motioning me to follow. From behind the rock I eased up 
my Weatherby .300 Magnum. Gordy licked a finger and 
tested the wind. It was still in our favor, but tricky with 
elevation. If our luck heldi—— 

Then I saw the beast. Grizzled black hide rippling with

movement, the animal moved in a slow, shambling gait up 
the basin-head and partly into the open. Its great shaggy 
head constantly swayed to catch the vagaries of the breeze.

that hung over the still river water and lit it with a 
diffused glow. Somewhere in the misty distance a fish 
splashed—at least it sounded like a fish. I couldn't see it. 
I thumbed back the bail on the spinning reel and sent the 
bait-loaded hook into the fog. I heard it hit, waited a few 
moments for it to settle, then tightened the line. 

This is silly, I thought. How can anyone expect to catch 
fish this way? The line moved to a faint but insistent tug. 
I set the hook automatically, and a powerful surge bent my 
seven-foot glass rod into a half-circle. Somewhere in the 
fog, as line zinged off against the lightly set drag, a big 
fish splashed frantically. 

It made several wild runs up and downstream before I 
could begin to work it in, guessing all the while how big it 
might be and—even more of a mystery—what kind of fish 
it was. 

It fought doggedly but kept coming. Finally its dark, 
chunky body appeared splashing on the foggy surface of the 
pool. I back-pedaled to a gravel bar and a few moments 
later beached the beaten fish. I’d been told what to expect, 
but it was still a surprise—a fat, well-marked brown trout 
that sent the scales to just a touch below the three-pound 
mark. 

That’s not a record, by any means, nor is it the biggest 
brown I’ve taken. I live in central Oregon, where brown 
trout sometimes grow to a monstrous size. But I wasn’t in 
Oregon. In fact, I hadn’t known I was in trout country. 
This was northern Arkansas, where it didn’t make sense 
for a trout to be—-the North Fork of White River. 

To make the situation even goofier, it was the middle of 
summer and temperatures had been hitting the 100° mark 
with uncomfortable regularity. Bass had apparently left 
the country. We'd been having trouble just getting a mess 
of bluegills. The fishing was definitely off—yet here were 
big browns, the wariest of all] trout, hitting as if they’d just 
called off a three-month hunger strike. 

This trip into the White River region was a sort of pil- 
grimage to the old home country to fish spots where I'd

caught my first fish, a goggle-eye, on a worm. And where, 
years later, I discovered the fine sport of taking Missouri's 
smallmouth bass on a light fly rod. 

The nearly 20 years since I left have brought both minor 
and major changes in the fishing waters of the area. Most 
important, I suspect, was the construction of Norfork Dam 
on the North Fork and Bull Shoals Dam on the main White 
River. The resulting lakes stretch for miles through the 
rocky, scrub-oak-covered Ozark Mountains and back up into 
Missouri, where I grew up. They provide unbelievably good 
fishing in both states. Mostly, this fishing is for crappie, 
white bass, and largemouth bass, which are called line- 
sides thereabouts. Catfish fishermen do real good on trot- 
lines, and anytime you just want to have fun, you can fish 
for half a mile along one of the lake’s shaded bluff banks 
and fill the boat with assorted panfish. 

At least the fishing had been like that until last summer. 


he reports we'd received that spring were good, except 

for one disturbing element: For a couple of years, rain- 
fall had been way below normal. The pessimists came right 
out and called it drought. 

Our trip was timed to cover the last half of June, early 
enough, we hoped, to avoid the hot, humid weather we re- 
membered from other summers in southern Missouri. But 
the hot weather got there the day before we did: The tem- 
perature climbed to 90, rested there for two days, and then 
soared to 100 and stayed. 

On our first fishing trip, to Norfork Lake, we fished for a 
couple of hours without a strike. The water was hot to 
touch and seemed more suitable for dirty dishes. We gave 
it up in favor of shade and cold drinks. There we sat, com- 
plaining about the weather in general, the drought in par- 
ticular, and the lack of fishing continually. 

Then along came Sam Freel. 

Sam is a sort of celebrity around West Plains, Missouri, 
where he teaches school during the winter months and 
fishes all year long.

y friend, Armand Ortins, wasn’t ruffled a bit by my 
M jibes about ‘“‘Cape Cod Chamber of Commerce quail.” 

Years of wildlife photography combined with nursing 
a camera business. from scratch to a very tidy proposition 
have given him the patience of Job. 

We wandered out from his studio to discuss the next 
morning’s quail hunt over a cup of coffee. ‘Quail you will 
indeed see,’”’ Armand announced blandly. ‘‘But dosing them 
with shot is something else. Cape gunning is no Dixie dog- 
wagon-and-mint-julep affair.” 

So I discovered. 

Falmouth faded behind and we rolled across the sparkling, 
autumn country of the Massachusetts coast. Magenta 
cranberry bogs contrasted with copper-bright grain fields 
and the riotous November hues of woodland and scrub. 
Smoke curling from weather-worn shacks on the bog laced 
the air with an acrid tang. Vineyard Sound in the distance 
glinted with a rich blue. It was a day that city folks ache 
for and Cape Codders take for granted. 

Ten minutes from the village we pulled up by a field 
scattered with the remnants of a rye crop. Maximillian Von 
Schlossgarten, the German shorthair, whined impatience as 
Armand snapped a small bell on his collar. I vaguely re- 
membered something about “‘bell cover,” and the aptness of 
the term soon became obvious. 

Max exploded from the car. He steamed across the field 
and jammed on point in a far corner. We moved in to start 
the covey. Nothing happened. If dogs could talk, Max 
would have scorched the atmosphere. 


hey’re legging it for cover,” Armand said. “These birds 
will hold in the open about the same time billiard balls 
sprout whiskers.” 

We trotted toward the edge of the field. The scrub oak 
beyond looked decidedly forbidding, and Armand’s comments 
about Cape Cod quail hunting became clearer. 

I swung around. Fifteen little guided missiles boomed 
skyward.

Armand starched the last 
one and called Max to come back. ‘We've badgered this 
covey enough,” he said. ‘‘There’s no point in bombing it 
out. Too many others around.”

Where’s Max? Dog’s bell guides hunter—until the dog stops 


His last remark was not the result of a booster’s pipe 
dream. Cape Cod is literally overstuffed with native New 
England bobwhites. This situation is unique today, when 
many places that were once rich in quail are crying that 
“you just can’t hardly get ’em no more.” 

The New England bobwhites are slightly larger and more 
rugged than their Southern cousins. They are also distin- 
guished by breast bars that are closer together. Biologists 
noted these differences about 10 years ago. The American 
Ornithological Union has never recognized them officially, 
but their publication, Auk, has included several articles with 
references to the New England bobwhite. 


he quail probably figure they’d be a lot more numerous 

everywhere if only things were done the way our grand- 
fathers did them. And the quail are right. Grandpa was a 
sloppy farmer. With only hand and horse machinery, he 
couldn’t cultivate large areas. Cover crosshatched his land. 
Quail food was plentiful in such rough-farmed country, and 
the birds prospered. The 20th century changed this kind 
of farming and started a trend that still continues, sounding 
the death knell for countless bobwhites. 

Grandpa’s boys headed for the big city. Fields were 
abandoned. Broom sedge choked out the quail’s food plants 
and coveys melted away. Timber growth drove the last 
nail in the coffin. 

World War II speeded the drift. Seventy-five percent of 
the land tilled in 1900 is now deserted. Modern practices on 
the remaining quarter far outproduce the harvest formerly 
taken from the deserted land, but quail don’t increase with 
agricultural progress either. 

Today’s “clean’’ farming demands great tracts of land, 
every inch of which is often put to use. Where Grandpa 
left hedgerows and fringe cover, we plant. Consequently, 
the bobwhite is trapped between uncongenial extremes. 
And, though other factors play a role in his life and death, 
none outranks his need for the good old days of ragged 
farming. A few localities still fill the bill naturally, or by 
habitat control. Many more don’t. Cape Cod does—on its 
own hook and perhaps too well. 

We picked a cornfield near the water. Biting aromas of 
salt water and marsh rose strong. Gulls screeched their 
cry of insatiable hunger. It was a strange quail-hunting 
mixture, but it didn’t faze Max. He crackled through the 
dry stalks at full throttle, suddenly switched ends, and came 
down staunch as steel. The covey held nicely and Armand 
and I each nailed a bird on the rise. 

The cover seemed lighter here, or else I was hardening to 
the brand of shelter that a Yankee quail needs in capricious 
coastal weather. He wants thick, (continued on page 126)

it was also a serious, ingenious struggle for cash 








on the boots of the bigger boys, rose-petal sachet on 

the underwear of the bigger girls, and lamp oi' and 
turpentine on the bosoms of the little kids. But when I 
came in, they all took notice. 

The teacher gasped, “Get out. Take those clothes home 
and bury them.” 

In those days, during the depression, skunk catching 
was the regular winter occupation of most of the men and 
boys where we lived, about 60 miles northeast of Pittsburgh. 
You could pretty well judge a man’s success in life by your 
nose. When business smelled, it was good, and the biggest 
stinkers always had the most money. 

There were trappers, dig-’em-outs, smoke-’em-outs, night 
hunters with dogs, night hunters without dogs, and a few 
professional sneak-’ems, who led an exciting, dangerous 
life stealing from the rest of us. 

Every farm publication carried the advertisements of 
commission houses in New York, St. Louis, San Francisco, 
and points between, begging us to drop a post card for 
their big, free catalogue of trappers’ supplies and promising 
the highest prices for our furs. 

Skunk pelts were divided into four classifications ac- 
cording to color, the blackest being most valuable. If the 
white stripes did not extend back of the shoulders, the 
pelt was graded black. If not beyond the middle of the 
skin, it was a short-stripe pelt. Narrow-stripe pelts could 
have white streaks of any length if they were no wider 
than the buyer’s finger. Otherwise they were broad-stripe.

I reached for my revolver

e were looking for a stream 
full of big, hard-fighting 
brook trout.

money we had already been lost good for quite a while. 

Steinhoff had got me into this with a long-distance tele- 
phone call. “Two fellows put limit catches of native trout 
into my freezer last night,” he said. “Some weigh over 
two pounds, and one’s nearly four. The fellows won't tell 
where they caught them, but from what they said I think 
I can find the place. Want to come up?” 

It had been as easy as that to hook me. It always has 
been, so far as news of good native trout fishing is con- 
cerned. A native brookie was the first trout I ever caught, 
and it was love at first sight. I like the way he rushes a 
lure; I like his looks and the kind of water he thrives in. 
I'll go native anytime I get a chance, and Steinhoff knows 
it. So I deserted New York City that first week in June and 
rushed off to these rugged hills in which we now were 
lost good. 

Mumbling to myself, I sat down to think things over. 
Then we saw something that raised our hopes. Five 
squawking mergansers winged in low over the trees before 
us and disappeared much in the manner of ducks about to 
pitch in water. We decided to investigate. 

Between us and whatever water might be ahead was 
the worst barrier I ever saw. There’s no way to describe 
the tortures of pushing through an Adirondack blow-down. 
Hurricanes had tossed trees in a vast confusion of twisted 
trunks, limbs, and roots, and this, overgrown with needle- 
sharp briers, made a half-mile hazard that would have 
given a weasel a bad time. But we made it. 


W: came to a stream of clear, cold water flowing swiftly 
over large rocks. But it didn’t match our information. 
The stream we sought flowed through a swamp, was slug- 
gish, and the color of tea. We decided we couldn’t be any 
worse off if we explored downstream a bit, and that proved 
to be a wise decision. 

Less than 1,000 yards beyond we came to a swamp cov- 
ered by a sea of tall grass sliced by deep channels of slow 
water the color of tea. Its shores were lined with aspens 
and birches, hundreds of which had been felled by beavers 
and lay scattered on the slopes like kitchen matches dropped 
from a box. Beaver houses marked both sides of the deep 
channels, and smaller muskrat houses were everywhere. 
High on a dead tree an osprey perched beside its great nest 
of sticks, and from somewhere near by came the soft, wild 
call of a bittern. 

There was a big pool where the stream entered the 
swamp, and rimming it were rocks that jutted out over the 
water and formed little cascades. We sneaked up behind 
the rocks. An island of brown foam circled lazily in an 
eddy below, and specks broke away continually to float 
downstream. A cloud of small, brown flies danced in the 
air over the pool, and now and then some touched the water. 
These were females depositing eggs. As we watched, a

fish charged from below and snapped a fly off the water 
with a loud splash. 

“Did you see that?” I stammered. 

“This is it,’”” Steinhoff announced joyfully. 

We put on Polaroid glasses and stared into the water, and 
our eyes popped. In the shade of the rocks lay several 
trout, whose size gave us the shakes. 

Steinhoff made a sudden swoop with his hand and 
scooped up a few flies. He studied them, then said, “I think 
a No. 10 Brown Hackle will take a few of those.” 

We climbed into waders and Steinhoff gently laid a little 
Brown Hackle on the water. I watched it closely as it rode 
the eddy inches from the island of foam. I caught myself 
holding my breath expecting a trout to grab it. Then I 
let out the breath because I couldn’t hold it any longer. 
Nothing even buzzed the fiy. It went around the eddy 
once, then Steinhoff lifted it and cast again. This time the 
fly barely touched the surface before there was a savage 
rush from below. The artificial disappeared. 

Steinhoff’s reel yelped three times and then moaned as 
the fish bored deep and bent the three-ounce fly rod as if it 
were of willow. But Steinhoff has played lots of fish in these 
waters, and he soon had the trout flopping on the grass.

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Carl’s latest catch was still flopping when mine joined it 
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For the first time in years I looked down on an Adiron- 
dack native brook trout over 12 inches long. It was like 
meeting an old friend. His sides matched the blue of the 
sky. They were flecked with gold and spotted from head to 
tail with garnet, and each scarlet fin was heavily under- 
scored with snowy white. 

He was the same regal fish that made the Adirondacks 
famous in the days of Abe Lincoln and Teddy Roosevelt. 
Then it was no trick for a city angler to check in at the 
hotel at Paul Smiths or at some Cranberry Lake camp and 
take 50 or 60 a day, the catches running from two to five 
pounds. He’s the squaretail of Maine, the speckled trout of 
New England, the native brookie of the Adirondacks, the 
Catskills, and the Appalachians, and in my opinion he’s the 
most handsome fish in all our inland waters. 

We measured the trout against the ruled handle of Stein- 
hoff’s net, took his picture, and quickly put him back. 

For the next hour and a half we had trout splashing and 
fighting all over that pool. Then they suddenly stopped 
coming, and we noticed that the dancing flies had van- 
ished. We tried to coax the fish up with Fanwing Royal 
Coachmen, March Browns, spiders, and Wulffs. But the 
big ones weren’t to be fooled, and from then on all we took 
were in the seven-inch class. 

It bothered me that we didn’t know the name of the 
stream that had given us so much pleasure, though I’m 
aware that even veteran Adirondack anglers and guides 
sometimes aren’t sure which is which among the area’s 
many waters. At first we thought it might be Indian Pass 
Brook or Calamity Brook, but it was neither. It wasn’t 
until months later that I confirmed a hunch we'd been fish- 
ing a stretch of the Cold River between the Duck Hole 
and the swamp. 


he swamp looked promising, especially its deep channels, 

so we moved on to it. This necessitated a change in 
our fishing methods. Experience has taught me that flies 
are all but useless in swamps. There are so few natural 
flles and nymphs in them that trout feed right off the 
bottom all season. 

For me, the big trout killer in swamp waters is a bait 
cut from the belly of a trout and fished deep with short 
jerks and pauses. Brookies usually hit this bait during the 
pauses. They’ll come from long distances, even from deep 
hiding places, and smash it hard. 

So we cut two baits from the forward part of the belly 
of a trout we’d kept, leaving a ventral fin at the end of 
each, and a third we took from the anal fin. Then we 
picked out a likely-looking channel and started fishing. 

In seconds Steinhoff’s grunt told me he’d hung a good 
trout, and minutes later I saw a flaSh in the water near my 
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After flying us in to West Canada Lake, 18 miles from the nearest road, bush pilot Herb Helms zooms off like a startled duck 


own lure and felt a heavy jolt.- This was trout fishing you 
dream about. We released every fish we hooked. 

By lunchtirhe we’d worked down to a beaver house on 
hard ground at the swamp’s edge. We cleared a patch of 
earth under a huge hemlock and started a fire so the embers 
would be glowing by the time we’d caught four trout. This 
was something like virgin fishing, and we felt pretty sure 
of ourselves. Besides, nothing tastes better than native 
brookies killed the minute they’re caught and tossed right 
into the frying pan. Few can cook trout better than Carl 
Steinhoff, one-time chef on trans-Atlantic luxury liners, later 
chef at the Lake Placid Club, and now chef at the hotel he 
runs with his wife, Bertha, at the foot of Whiteface 
Mountain. 

On about my fourth cast I hooked and netted a 14-inch 
native. “One for the pan,” I said as I tossed him on the bank. 

“Two for the pan,” Steinhoff cried, heaving his beside 
mine. There was a lull—for five minutes—then Steinhoff 
hung another and went ashore with it and sharpened his 
knife. Steinhoff’s last trout was still flopping when I latched 
onto the fourth and tossed it up. 

After we’d wolfed down the trout, we stretched out under 
some mosquito netting and closed our eyes. We were asleep 
in seconds, and when we awoke the shadows were pointing 
east and growing long. We decided to go upstream for a 
little dry-fly fishing in fast water. 


hatch of May flies was on over a big pool carved from 

solid rock, and trout were splashing and rolling in grand 
style. We started with No. 10 Light Cahills on 12-foot 
leaders tapered to 3X. Then the ordeal began. The fish 
swirled up and snapped naturals off the water alongside our 
artificials, and never give us a tumble. This soon had us 
talking to ourselves and changing flies like fury, but we 
couldn’t fool those foxy natives. 

No hatch lasts forever, and this one ended before we'd 
even felt a trout. We were just about to go upstream when 
I thought of something Herb Welch told me long ago when 
I was fishing Cupsuptic Stream in Maine. Herb, who lives 
on the shores of Mooselookmeguntic Lake and is just about 
the last word on brook-trout fishing, said, ‘“When trout won’t 
take any other fly, they’ll sometimes hit a small dry Black 
Gnat fished just below the surface.” 

I cast a No. 16 Black Gnat into the suds where the stream 
spills into the pool. It submerged and hung in the water 
half an inch below the surface, its hackles spreading like a 
ballooning skirt. The fly floated down past me, and I lifted 
it and cast again. Still no takers. I put it near a huge 
boulder and watched it hang in the clear water, and this 
time a good trout flashed up and walloped it. For an hour 
after that we took trout after trout with those slightly sub- 


merged Black Gnats, and then it was over. No matter what 
we did, we couldn’t get a rise. 

As I took down my rod for the day I figured we'd re- 
leased over 50 trout. All the miserable miles we’d walked, 
all the fly and mosquito bites that now swelled our faces 
and hands, and all the brier scratches and aching muscles 
had been small price to pay for such an adventure. 

I was talking about this to Al Conway in Wilmington the 
next evening. Al is a veteran Adirondack guide, president 
of the Lake Placid Fish and Game Club, an ardent trout 
fisherman, and a general contractor, and he laughed as he 
listened to my account of the trip. He said we’d been foolish 
to beat our way through the wilderness when there was 
some fancy native-trout fishing to be had in the Adirondacks 
in places only a hop, skip, and jump _ (continued on page 82)

WHAT’S THE BIG MYSTERY ?

that gave me the idea big-game 

hunting is easy. The country there 
looked too rugged for a transplanted 
Easterner to tackle alone, so I hired 
John Cuddy to show me around. John 
made deer hunting comfortable and ab- 
surdly simple. 

He put me up at his ranch overnight; 
in the morning he set me on a gentle horse, led me up a 
mountain, pointed out a buck across a canyon, and told me 
to dismount and shoot it. I did. He then dressed out the 
animal, packed it down to the ranch, and helped me load 
it into my truck. The Colorado deer season was less than 
a day old before I was driving home to New Mexico with 
130 pounds of venison and some optimistic notions about 
deer hunting. 

If it hadn’t been for this, I might have had a few qualms 
when, just before our New Mexico season opened a few 
weeks later, our proposed hunting party of four fell apart 
leaving only Lanny Fulmer and myself to carry on. Lanny’s

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I found out. I'd already shot a deer 
so I knew all about it—until this 
outing and the rude awakening 


experience with big game was even 
more limited than mine. Except for a 
fruitless tramp through the woods the 
previous fall, this was to be his first 
deer hunt. That left the leadership of 
the expedition to me. I was older than 
Lanny by 20 years, and I’d shot a deer. 

If anyone had pointed out that my 
brief Colorado experience hardly quali- 
fied me to pose as a seasoned big-game hunter, I would 
have resented it. 

People tried to. make a mystery of hunting, but I knew 
better. You just went where the deer were, picked out a 
good one, and shot it. It was as simple as that. 

The New Mexico season was to open on Saturday. On Fri- 
day I made a few inquiries, loaded up my truck, and told my 
wife I'd be home by Monday. Then Lanny and I headed 
for the Jemez Mountains, about 100 miles northwest of 
Albuquerque and home. We camped on Rio Los Vacas, a 
pleasant mountain stream. We were not alone. The little 
mountain road to camp was crowded with cars filled with 











red-shirted men, and there were 
four other camps within sight of 
ours. This made me a little uneasy. 
After supper I pulled out the big- 
game map of New Mexico and an- 
nounced our strategy to Lanny. 

“The any-deer area starts here, at 
the top of that pass we crossed 
three miles up the road,’ I said. “It 
runs west and south from there. 
Everybody around here is going to 
head that way. We'll just play it 
smart and hunt upriver, in the 
bucks-only area. A fellow told me 

- there’s a lot of big mule-deer in that 
high country. I can’t get excited 
about shooting a doe, anyway.” 

“Well, I’m not proud,” Lanny said 
diffidently. “I'll settle for anything 
bigger than a fawn, for my first 
deer.” 

I was impatient with his attitude. 
“We'll have a couple of nice bucks 
and be out oi here while the open- 
area boys are still ducking each 
others’ bullets,” I snapped. “Now 
let’s turn in; we'll be making an 
early start in the morning.” 

I awoke before daylight. Sleeping 
in the truck, I heard the neighbor- 
ing camps come awake. The yellow 
lights of their fires showed that my 
windows were thickly coated with 
frost crystals. I had to force my- 
self to leave my warm sleeping bag. 
My boots crackled frozenly when I 
pried them open to insert my feet, 
and my fingers were numb before I 
finished with the laces. Shivering, I 
got out of the truck, beat on the side 
of Lanny’s tent to arouse him—the 
canvas was board-stiff with cold— 
and headed for the creek to get some 
coffee water. I had to break ice to 
get it. 

Back at camp again, I lighted the 
stove with clumsy fingers, recalling 
that only a few weeks before I got 
up leisurely in John Cuddy’s warm 
ranch house and sat down to Mrs. 
Cuddy’s excellent cooking. It oc- 

curred to me that this hunt might be different in several 
respects, but I put the disturbing thought away from me. 
I threw a rock at Lanny’s tent to keep him from falling 
asleep again. 

After breakfast, while my companion tackled the dishes, 
I checked over my equipment by the light of the gasoline 
lantern. I’d read a lot about hunting, and I had a pretty 
good idea of what would be required: rifle, scope, plenty 
of extra ammunition, binoculars, lunch, water, matches, 
hunting knife, whetstone, rope to help pack the deer, com- 
pass, camera, exposure meter, film. I stuck in a pair of 
extra socks in case my feet got wet along the creek. 

I also had a deer call an enthusiastic salesman had 
talked me into buying——a little red-plastic gadget with a 
rubber-band reed. I dropped that into the knapsack and 
tossed in a turkey call as well, since the season was open 
on the big birds. I didn’t know much about using either 
call, but that was O.K. There was an instruction book 
with each of them. 

Lanny finished his chore and came over to the light with 
his gun and cartridges. “Are you going to carry all that?” 
he asked, eyeing my pack. “I was just going to stick some 
cord and a handful of spare shells in my pocket. Maybe 
take an apple or two.” 

Just like these young fellows, I thought. Not until a 
man starts crowding 40, like me, does he begin to develop 
any vision and foresight. I let Lanny help me on with the 
knapsack—which weighed more than I had expected—and 
we loaded our guns and crossed the creek as the sky 
became light over the eastern ridges. As we turned up-

The 
water finally crawled into the bottom of a rocky chasm 
that, as Lanny pointed out, wouldn’t attract a deer unless 
it was dying of thirst. We left the stream and clambered 
up a wooded ravine. It opened into a pleasant valley and 
then closed up, forcing us to scramble through pines and 
scrub oaks to a high ridge which turned out to be prac- 
tically the top of the world. I sat down, for the 10th or 
15th time, to catch my breath. My pack was astonishingly 
heavy, considering that it contained bare essentials. 

After a while I broke out the deer call and blew on it 
gently, as the instructions advised. It made an odd, 
fluttering, blatting sound. Lanny said it wasn’t half bad. 
It turned out he once had a pet fawn and was acquainted 
with the noises deer make, which was more than I could 
say. We played around with the call for a while, looking 
expectantly at the surrounding terrain. No deer. I took out 
the turkey call and squawked on it a couple of times. No 
turkey. You can’t be lucky all the time. We got up and 
hiked some more. 

Around 2 o’clock, pretty well played out, we stumbled 
back to camp, having covered about 10 miles of un- 
friendly mountains without seeing (continued on page 109)

grass has dried. A morning fire feels good, and the smell 
of smoke, bacon, and coffee from the campfire before the 
hunt is something to remember forever. 

It was just such a day, a few years back, when I left 
my camp in the heart of the Alaska Range and quietly 
picked my way up a game trail toward the top of a low 
ridge that overlooked a near-by lake. I planned to call up 
a big bull and shoot my winter’s meat.

But it was 


just pure luck that led us to the only kind of a set-up 


that can produce mammoth rainbows in our Southern waters 





places, not in any way connected with slot machines. 
Like in Atlanta, Georgia, the morning Jack Hogg pulled 
me away from the fly trays in the tackle store. 

I followed him through the door and out of earshot of 
fishermen who were hovering around the counters waiting 
for someone to toss them a scrap of information on how, 
what, and where the fish were biting. 

Jack Hogg is the best trout fisherman I know, and I’m 
acquainted with a good many fine anglers scattered around 
America. To Jack, there’s no other fish but trout. He 
wouldn’t walk around a fluorescent fly to tie into a record 
tarpon, or take a 20-pound bonefish on light tackle. Lunker 
bass are O.K.—-for someone else. But for trout he spends an 
average of 100 fishing days a year—all except two week- 
ends he graciously sets aside for his family. 

In summer Jack spends part of his fishing time wading 
a few of his choice trout streams, but he also devotes many 
hours to ferreting out new waters. In fall and winter he 
floats flies where tumbling waters join the power lakes, or 
sinks his offering deep into a spot where his thermometer 
has found a spring hole in the lake bottom. 


ackpots have a curious way of turning up in unexpected 
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When he pulls me aside like he did that morning, I can be 
certain he’s stumbled onto something that will be worth 
listening to. 

“How big was he?” I whispered, when we were out of 
hearing of the expectant Waltons who were peering through 
the door hoping to glean a kernel of information by reading 
our lips. “What did you catch him on?” 

What I really wanted to know was the name of the place 
where he'd hooked his outsized trout. 

“If I tell you,” Jack said, ‘you won’t believe it. Probably 
you won't believe it after you see the fish.”

“T didn’t,” Jack admitted. ‘‘A couple of days ago a moun- 
tain friend of mine by the name of L. E. Gregg was fishing 
for bream a spot that nobody ever linked up with trout. He 
saw a whole school of these rainbows swim by, 10 or 12 feet 
beyond his float. He lifted his gob of worms out of the water 
and threw it in front of them. The baby in that school 
caught it on the way down.” 

“He must have used seagoing tackle,” I said. 

“A No. 14 hook, sewing thread, and a light cane pole,” 
Jack corrected. ‘He ran up and down the bank for 30 min- 
utes playing the fish before he finally got it in. Then he 
went back to bream fishing—just like that.” 

Jack had happened along right then and squatted on his 
heels for a chat. Gregg showed him the trout finning lazily 
in the water at the end of a stringer. 

“What you gonna do with him?” Jack asked, when he 
could speak. 

“Eat ’m, I reckon,” the mountain man replied. “I catch 
’m here all the time that weigh three-four pounds, but I 
reckon this is the largest I ever hooked.” 

Jack spent the next couple of hours convincing Gregg he 
should enter the trout in a local contest, but behind that 
thought was a yen to get the monster out of sight for a few 
days until he could work that stretch of water himself.

We arrived in Ethiopia (then Abyssinia) in September, 
1928, and disbanded in Tanganyika just a year later. We 
spent a month outfitting in, Addis Ababa, and we did all 
right there. We were entertained at the various foreign 
legations, but for luxurious hospitality Emperor Haile 
Selassie took top honors. He even had the royal house’s 
famous solid-gold dinner service set for us. 


‘7 hen we headed south on the last big caravan safari to 
cross Africa, we’d rounded up 60 natives as gunbearers, 
cooks, skinners, drivers, and helpers. We had no vehicles 
of any kind. Our supplies and all our equipment were 
packed on 35 camels, each toting 400 pounds, and an equal 
number of mules and horses, toting 160. Among the runty 
stock available in Addis Ababa, we had trouble finding a 
saddle animal capable of carrying White, but the emperor 
solved that by giving him the White Onion. 

We reached the Kenya border seven months later with 
little left of our caravan stock except the mules. All the 
horses and 28 of the camels were dead. That’s the kind of 
safari it was. 

We hired no guides or white hunters. Save for gunbearers 
and trackers, we were on our own. The most important 
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native in the party was our young interpreter, who spoke 
eight European languages and all the Abyssinian dialects. 
He later became Haile Selassie’s court interpreter. 

Of the five choice big-game trophies available in Africa— 
leopard, lion, buffalo, rhinc, and elephant—-we planned to 
have dealings with all save one. The museum had no need 
for elephants, so we took pains to avoid them, figuring we'd 
most likely get into enough trouble as it was. We were 
right about that. 

Excitement came early. We made camp one afternoon, 
setting up our tents in the center and scattering the 
natives and stock around them in a circle. I’d shot two 
oryx that morning and had spread the salted skins out 
in the sun to dry. 


I paced the distance afterward, and found they’d lain just 
21 feet from the tent in which we were having supper. 
It was full dark when we'd finished eating, and I went out to 
look at the skins. They’d vanished. I prowled around in the 
tall grass, blaming a skulking hyena, and finally found one 
skin that had been dragged to the edge of a thicket. I got 
a flashlight from my tent and went back to look for the 
other, and at the very spot where I'd stood two minutes be-

fore, the beam shone into a pair of eyes that gleamed like 
green coals. 

I yelled for a boy to bring my shotgun. He came running, 
and Babe, arriving at the same time, grabbed the gun. I 
held the light while be blasted the eyes with what we sup- 
posed was a charge of buckshot. It wasn’t until later, when 
we examined the unfired load in the other barrel, that we 
learned the native had brought birdshot loads. 

The range wasn’t more than 30 feet. At the shot there 
was a coughing snarl, then a big leopard went straight up 
like a tomcat stung with an air gun. He’d slunk into camp, 
dragged off the oryx skins while we were at supper just 
seven paces away, and had eaten one, salt and all, save for 
the tail and a scrap of pelt. 

There’s hardly a meaner customer in Africa than a 
wounded leopard, and I’m sure the only thing that pre- 
vented this one from attacking us was that the shot had 
blinded him. We heard him thrash in the grass, then move 
off, and we had no stomach for crowding close enough to 
finish the job with the shotgun. The snarling finally died 
away. We broke camp next morning and moved before 
daylight, seeking water. 


ame was far less plentiful in Abyssinia than we’d been 
led to believe. We had no trouble supplying the camp 
with meat, but many of the trophies we wanted were hard 
to come by. We finally knocked off the cow and calf rhino, 
and went after the giraffes—the rare reticulated sort. We 
set up a permanent camp and made preparations to stay 
as long as necessary, even digging wells. 
We were in that camp 46 days, but it was worth it, for 


when we left we took along five 
giraffe skins, including that of the 
17-foot bull. It took 10 boys to roll 
him over for skinning. 

I did my shooting with a .30/06, 
a converted Springfield sporter, and 
used 150-grain metal-jacketed bul- 
lets. I realize some eyebrows will 
go up at the mention of that load, 
but it happens to be my all-around 
favorite. I’ve used it consistently 
since 1912, when I killed a bull bison 
with it with one shot. It was a 
head-on hit, and the bullet entered 
the skull and ranged back between 
the hips. 


Ee killed almost 300 big-game 
specimens with that load, and 
lost just one cripple. That was an 
oryx I wanted for meat, but he got 
into a herd and I couldn't single 
him out. Using that load while get- 
ting specimens in the Kaibab, I 
once killed nine mule deer with nine 
shots. It’s accounted for nearly all 
the elk, black bears, caribou, moose, 
mountain sheep, goats, pronghorns, 
mountain lions, sea lions, and walrus 
I’ve taken, in addition to kudus, 
elands, cheetahs, wart hogs, and one 
lion. 

I know that load will get a big 
laugh from the experts, but I also 
know that for me it’s O.K. on the 
basis of actual experience. Give me 
a .30/06 and service 150-grain bullets 
and I’m ready for most trophy 
game, except, of course, such heavy- 
weights as elephants, rhinos, Afri- 
can buffaloes, and Alaska brown 
bears. 

One thing I'll admit. You have to 
place your shots, but in museum 
hunting that’s a prime requirement 
anyway. You pick your animal and 
shoot for sure when you're collecting 
a habitat group. 

We were having no luck hunting 
lions. They came around camp a few times, especially 
when we were in giraffe country. Sometimes they came 
close enough to terrorize the stock, and a couple of times 
the horses and mules broke free and staged a real stam- 
pede. We heard lions roaring on the veldt often enough, 
but in all the time it took ts to cover the distance from 
Addis Ababa to the Kenya border we neither photographed 
nor shot a single lion. 

One of our boys, a professional lion hunter, used some- 
thing I never heard of before or since. It was a lion call, 
consisting of a big clay jug and a tube of dry bamboo. He’d 
stick the tube inside the jug and blast out a perfect imita- 
tion of a lion’s roar. For proof that it worked, he showed 
us an ancient gun with the stock chewed half off by a 
wounded lion he said had charged him at close range. Lions 
answered his calls at daybreak and dusk, but he never was 
able to lure one within range for us. 

When I finally got a good look at a lion it was by acci- 
dent and under circumstances I’ve no wish to have repeated. 

Word had reached us of a water hole three days to the 
south that was frequented by an unusual concentration of 
zebras, giraffes, buffaloes, and other game. It sounded like 
a good place to take some pictures I wanted, so I left the 
main party and headed down the dry bed of the Sagon River 
with 10 boys and four camels. We found plenty of game 
sign, and my gunbearer, Syce, and I marched ahead to 
flush any lions or buffaloes that might be lying up ahead, 
in the way of our little caravan. 

All went well the first day, but the second afternocn we 
ran low on water. Two big canteens slung on one of the 
camels developed leaks, and when we made camp that night 
all the water we had was what I carried in my personal 
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Heading for the water hole, I lead the 10 boys and four camels down the dry river bed 


canteen plus a ration of half a cup apiece for the boys. 

I shot a lesser kudu, knowing how the boys loved meat, 
but they refused it, saying it was too salty and would aggra- 
vate their thirst. I held back the water, intending to dole it 
out the next day, but before dark the troupe gathered 
around, pleading and demanding, and declaring they'd all 
be dead of thirst by daybreak. I knew there was no danger 
of that, but I gave it to them anyway. 

We marched before dawn, without breakfast, to avoid 
the burning heat of the day, and we were a tormented and 
depressed little band. Even today I never see water spilling 
out of a faucet without recalling the blazing African sun 
and the agony of that forenoon. 


Bp mtg noon we were rounding a bend in the river bed 
when the natives suddenly let out yells of delight. A lit- 
tle cloud’of butterflies fluttered over a spot in the sand just 
ahead. There wasn’t a trace of moisture there, no hint of 
water, but the boys were beside themselves. They fell on 
their knees and started digging in the sand, and when they’d 
scooped out about three feet, muddy water began to seep 
into the hole. Soon we had all the clear water we needed. 
We lighted a fire, cooked the kudu, ate and drank our fill, 
and replenished the canteens. 

We were on our way again by midafternoon, Syce and I 
half an hour in the lead. We were taking a shortcut across 
a wide loop of the river, walking on a dry sandbar close to 
the bank, when we jumped the lion. Trees overhung the 
bank, and he was lying in a patch of shade. He must have 
been asleep, for we surprised him at 20 feet. He was the 
biggest lion I’ve ever seen, and when he bounded up he 
was so close to me I'd have fallen over him in a few 
more steps. 

Apparently I scared him as much as he scared me, for 
he whirled around and bounded across the river bed. I 
unslung my rifle in a hurry, and as the lion leaped the 
eight-foot bank I snapped a shot at his rear. It had no effect. 

Then my gunbearer showed one of the most amazing 
demonstrations of courage I’ve ever seen. Syce was a 
hunter in his own right. He had a very small shield made 
of rhino skin, and among Abyssinian warriors the size of 
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a man’s shield, in inverse ratio, 
denotes his bravery. In addition, 
Syce wore a ring of buffalo horn 
in one ear to show that he'd killed 
a buffalo single-handedly. He did 
it with an old blunderbuss too. 

It’s easy to rate the prowess of 
these Abyssinian hunters by not- 
ing the ornaments they wear. A 
man who’s killed a lion sports a 
bracelet of elephant ivory. If he’s 
killed two he wears a bracelet of 
double width, grooved around the 
center. A visor of rhino skin tied 
around the head and turned up in 
front means that the wearer has 
bumped off a rhino. Elephant kill- 
ers proclaim their valor by wear- 
ing a hoop of gold in one ear. 

Syce ran to me after I'd fired at 
the lion, kicked off his sandals, and 
pantomimed to show what he in- 
tended to do. He proposed to creep 
up the bank anc show himself. 
Then, if the lion was waiting just 
beyond, he would draw the charge, 
tumble back down the bank, and 
give me a chance to shoot. In 
other words, he wished to become 
a human decoy for my benefit. 

I realized that he’d seen me kill 
antelope and other game consis- 
tently, and that he felt I wouldn't 
miss the lion. I appreciated the 
compliment, but I didn’t care much 
for his plan. Just the same, I hated 
to give up the lion without having 
a decent try at him. So I backed 
away as far as the riverbank 
would permit, to give myself all 
the room I could get, and Syce padded off. 

He climbed the bank as silently as a shadow and poked 
his head over. Then he stood up. By that time I was-° 
praying the lion wasn’t there. Syce climbed a low tree, 
looked around, and wagged his head to me. No lion. Evi- 
dently my first crack at the African trophy I wanted most 
of all had been a clean miss. 

That night we camped a short distance back from the 
water hole in one of the best game areas I saw in Abyssinia. 
There was enough water there to support hippos and 
crocodiles, and I had a field day taking pictures. It wasn’t 
until we got into Tanganyika, however, that I got a second 
chance at a lion. 

In Tanganyika we found lions as plentiful and easy to 
approach as they’d been scarce and wary in Abyssinia. I 
photographed one pride of nine, the biggest group I saw. 
One day we shot an ostrich for lion bait, and I set up my 
camera just 30 feet away from where we tied it down. 
George and Babe covered me from two different angles. 

Six female lions and one male walked out of a near-by 
donga to feed on the ostrich, and they paid no more at- 
tention to me than to the thornbush I stood beside. For an 
hour I didn’t dare move a hand except to crank the camera, 
and I did that sparingly. 


didn’t want to shoot any of those lions, since they’d been 

so co-operative about modeling for me, but we still 
needed lions for the museum. So we moved camp, and by 
luck I stumbled on a magnificent black-maned specimen 
lying out in the open. I just walked up to within 50 yards 
and drilled him with one shot from the .30/06. That did it, 
but it wasn’t quite the end of the episode. 

Four or five other lions were lying near by, and as I shot 
they jumped up and ran—all but one gaunt female. She 
looked at me defiantly for some minutes, then lay down in 
the dry grass with just her eyes and ears showing, lashed 
her tail, and put on quite a show. When I tried to move 
close she came on menacingly. 

She was neither big enough nor good enough for a place 
in our exhibit, so we yelled, jumped up and down, waved 
our hats, and tried to bluff her off. But she continued to 





hang around, growling and threatening, and each time we 
headed for the dead male she came for us. It took an hour 
to drive her away. 

In Tanganyika we saw as many as 60 big cats a day, 
and we took the six we needed in a week, choosing them 
as carefully as a woman shopping for a fur coat. 

But it wasn’t a lion that brought the safari to a climax 
for me. It was a buffalo, and he came near to bringing it 
to a finish as well. 

We ran into some excelient buffalo country in Tanganyika 
not far south of the Kenya border. The black brutes were 
all over the place. We saw several sizable groups, stam- 
peded one big herd, and looked at some good heads, all 
without getting a shot. Then one morning George Carey 
and I spotted a lone bull ambling across a grassy opening 
and heading for a thicket. 

He had massive horns and looked sullen and truculent, 
and as we watched him I said to George, “That fellow’s a 
widow maker.”’ I was nearer right than I knew. 


Brom g and I had drawn lots at breakfast, and the shoot- 
ing for that day had gone to him. We'd waited a long 
time for this chance and George was eager, but he re- 
strained himself until the bull was within 70 yards. Then 
he squeezed off a. heavy bullet from his 9.3 mm. Mauser. 
As it hit the shoulder, a bit high, the buffalo wheeled and 
ran. George fired again, and yelled for me to back him up. 

I was carrying the .30/06, this time loaded with 220-grain 
solids. I drove one at the buffalo and it dropped him to his 
knees, but he got up and plowed into a small thicket. I 
fired three more at him, and I saw dust spank up from his 
black hide each time. But when he kept going, rushed 
across a lane of high grass, and vanished in a strip of 
jungle, I knew I hadn’t done him any great harm. 

What we did next may have been stupid, but we wanted 
that buffalo badly. He was close to a must for us at that 
point. So when we looked at the trail and found he was 
bleeding heavily, we told each other he was as good as 
dead. He had six bullets in him by that time, and at least 
two of them-—George’s and my first—were in vital spots. 
We decided to go after him. 

George took the lead, the two gunbearers next, and I 
brought up the rear—not the safest position by any means. 
We got down on our hands and knees and crawled into 
the jungle, following the bloody spoor. In half an hour we 
covered less than 200 yards. Sweat streamed off us, and in 
the stillness we heard only the pounding of our hearts. 

Then I saw a patch of black in the dense green wall ahead, 
and I came up on one knee and shot twice. The buffalo 
went crashing away. I was sure he was carrying two more 
bullets, but if they’d hurt him he showed no sign of it. 

He was still somewhere in front of us, on his feet, and 
able to run. But it was too late for us to back out, so we 
crept forward once more. At the end of another half hour

the blood sign faded out, and we stopped for a brief council. 

Then, since he was sure the buffalo had gone to the left, 
George eased off in that direction and the two bearers 
inched along behind him. For some reason, I waited at the 
fork, watching and listening. Suddenly I heard a low moan- 
ing, somewhere to my right—and close. 

I whipped my head around to see the buffalo standing 
at the edge of a thicket 50 feet away, his horns and muzzle 
thrust belligerently out of the brush. Evidently he’d been 
standing there, camouflaged by the light and shadow of the 
jungle, while we held our whispered conference. 

Why hadn’t he attacked? The only explanation I can 
think of is that by that time he was a very sick bull, too 
badly hurt to take the initiative unless we prodded him into 
it. But he still had plenty of punch left, as he proved in 
the next few minutes. 

I didn’t wait for him to make the first move. He was 
standing with his head high, and I held on the side of it, 
meaning to drive the bullet in under the eye, up beneath the 
boss made by those great horns, and into the brain. But 
in the thick cover I misjudged his position, and though the 
bullet hit where I intended, it ranged back along his cheek 
and came out behind the ear, inflicting litthe more than a 
deep flesh wound. 

The shot touched him off like a match put to a powder 
keg. He reared up, pivoted, and went crashing through the 
brush after George and the bearers. He’d had them spotted 
all along, and must have blamed them for this fresh hurt. 

George, tangled in vines and wait-a-bit thorns, never got 
his rifle up. It was over almost as soon as it began, but for 
two or three seconds, George said later, he was sure his 
time had come. 

I still had the bull in sight as he rushed them, and I 
sent my next shot at his heart. He spun in mid-air when it 
hit him, and the tracks showed he was only eight feet from 
the three men when he turned. 


H° wanted me now, and came on with such fury that no 
one would have believed he had nine heavy bullets 
under his hide. I held my fire. I’d made all the mistakes 
I could afford; this shot had to stop him. 

I measured the distance with a flick of my eyes and held 
the rifle on him. Four paces away he lowered his head, and 
as those terrible, curved, black horns went down I poured 
my 220-grain into the top of his neck, just as a matador 
drives in his sword. Then I jumped sideways so fast I went 
out from under my helmet. 

It clattered to the ground and the bull’s forefeet came 
down on it. He could have slewed around and had me on his 
horns with one lunge, but he was too far gone. He stood 
goring and pawing blindly at the ground, then slowly col- 
lapsed, going to his knees and rolling over on his side. 

I was still waiting to make sure he was dead when I 
heard George call, his voice strained with foreboding, “John, 
are you still there?” 

I yelled back, then stepped out into the trail and sat down 
as heavily as the buffalo had fallen. 

His head is over my fireplace in the Chicago suburbs. I 
still call him the widow maker, for it was no fault of his 
that he failed to live up to the name. THE END

TEXAS FIST FIGHT

veranda of Tarpon Inn at Port Aransas, Texas, brood- 

ing over my bad luck. This was the big fishing trip of 
the season for me, the one I'd planned and saved for all 
summer, and it was a bust. For two days, the last two of 
my visit to this famous fishing spot, I’d been skunked. It 
wasn’t the weather or the water or the scarcity of fish. Con- 
ditions were O.K., but I simply couldn’t connect. Somehow 
I always missed being in the right place at the right time. 

“Why don’t you go down the point and cast a spoon for a 
while?” asked Bill Ellis, the inn’s manager, as he ‘settled 
into a chair beside me. ‘Sometimes the pike start striking 
there this time of day.” 

Ordinarily I welcome angling suggestions from Bill be- 
cause he’s been around Mustang Island a long time and 
knows his stuff about local fishing. But that afternoon I 
was feeling too low to care—until it dawned on me he was 
talking about pike. 

I felt a flicker of returning eagerness. Pike? No other 
fish he might have mentioned would have got a rise out of 
me, but I'd have given my right arm for a crack at a pike 
and I told Bill so. 

I'd never seen one, but ever since I was a kid I’d read 
stories and looked at pictures of Florida’s fabulous snook, 
or robalo, and I knew that every year a few schools make 
their way up the Texas coast from Mexico. In Texas we call 
them pike, and everyone who does any Gulf fishing regards 


| couldn’t have felt sorrier for myself as I sat on the long 
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them as rare prizes—both on the end of a line and on the 
table. 

Bill knew he’d struck a responsive chord, for a good pike 
run is an event in Port Aransas. I was there at the time 
when these runs reach their peak—in September and 
October—but when I prodded him for details he admitted 
there was no evidence such a run was in progress. He 
urged me to try until sunset, which wasn’t far off, and 
offered to drive me to the point. Reluctantly I got up and 
reached for my lightweight 54-foot casting rod. 


few minutes later we were at Kline’s Point on the land- 

ward side of the island, a little sandy beach on the 
fringe of a wasteland of sand dunes, salt grass, and tide- 
water debris. Bill helped me pick out a few spoons and 
surface plugs we thought might turn the trick if there were 
snook about, then wished me luck and took off. 

I threaded the end of my 12-pound-test nylon line through 
the rod guides, tied on a wire leader, and rigged up with a 
plain No. 7 spoon. Then I waded across a narrow stretch 
of water to the rock jetty which protects the foundations of 
the channel marker at the edge of the powerful tide. 

The channel is Aransas Pass, the cut that runs between 
Mustang and St. Joseph Islands. It’s the only opening 
through the Texas barrier islands for miles, and serves as a 
deep waterway for ocean-going vessels (continued on page 79)

float surprised us by ducking under the surface again. 

“He’s still hooked!”” somebody yelled, and we paddled 
out after the tank. It was moving swiftly 10 feet below the 
surface, indistinct in the glare of the afternoon sun. Then 
it surfaced and circled back to the pier. The tank banged 
against the concrete pilings. If the line snagged on the 
jagged concrete, something would have to break. 

But the fish cleared the pier and headed steadily for 
deep water.

dorsal fin and cut into Mack’s forearm, forcing him to 
release a little line. Then it swung directly toward me. Its 
gaping mouth was frightening at such close range. I 
lurched backward. 

I really didn’t think the monster would attack, but its 
tremendous size was unnerving. I kicked upward and was 
relieved to see that the fish was slowly diving, not even re- 
motely interested in me. 

When I came up beside the raft, Mack was fighting to 
hold the yellow float.

to. Following the line down, we found the fish with its 
head stuck under a mushroom formation of coral, exactly 
the size and shape of an old-fashioned dining table. The 
fish had fouled the line round the coral pedestal, and Mack’s 
forceful hand-lining had whipsawed the steel cable deep 
into the flat top of the mushroom. 

Mack released the line from the incision in the top. Then, 
standing on the mushroom, he guided the line around the 
coral stem until it once more ran directly from fish to 
surface.

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flies about 1907, nearly half a cen- 

tury ago. After I'd played with 
them for five years, I started reading 
some of the wet-fly writings of Louis 
Rhead—angler, author, and artist—and 
decided to become a serious and scien- 
tific wet-fly fisherman. 

Rhead and I corresponded quite a bit 
and, as my enthusiasm mounted, I of- 
fered a selection of wet flies for sale in 
the sporting-goods store I then oper- 
ated. These feathered hooks, however, 
intrigued me more than they did my 
custome::. Worms were the favored 
trout bait with local anglers. And why 
would a sensible trout take an artificial 
fly when he could get red meat? 

So I personally used up most of the 
wet flies I'd stocked—which now strikes 
me as the happiest of business de- 
velopments. 

My early efforts with wet flies were 
crude, consisting mainly of flipping the 
fly to a likely spot with casts no longer 
than could be handled with the rod 
alone. Except to compensate for a bit 
of slack or when playing a fish, I never 
touched the line with my left hand. 
This untutored system of flipping out 
about a rod’s length of line and moving 
the rod to retrieve it was standard 
among the few wet-fly fishermen I saw 
in those days. Such niceties as shooting 
out long casts from slack line held in 
the left hand, and hand-twist retrieves, 
were yet to come. 


| started fishing for trout with wet 


et this method caught lots of trout. 

I did so well, in fact-——-including a 
nice one on the first cast I ever made 
with a wet fly—that my thoughts ran to 
“Boy, this is the sport, and it sure is 
easy.” I was sold for keeps. Oversold, 
as I later discovered. 

That short-line dabbling still catches 
trout, of course. Wher it works, it’s 
splendid. But I soon drew days when it 
didn’t work at all. Occasionally I got

discouraged and went back to natural 
baits. It was then that I began reading 
and experimenting, acting on the con- 
viction that I could find ways to catch 
fish consistently with wet flies. 

Now, after nearly 50 years of trial 
and error, I think I can explain by ex- 
ample a lot of the puzzles in the sport. 

Let’s go, as I did, to a New Jersey 
stream. We'd fished for four hours with 
dry flies, wet flies, and artificial nymphs 
without catching a keeper trout. While 
eating lunch on a bank overlooking a 
fast, deep run, I thought I saw some 
trout working just under the surface. 
It was in the middle of spring and the 
water was high, but it 


the dropper partly submerged, a fish 
unmistakably flashed up for a look. I 
hadn’t been imagining things. 

I changed to a heavier No. 8 end fly 
and tried again. This quick-sinking ar- 
tificial went down and held firmly in 
the current, allowing me more control 
of the dropper above it. I jiggled the 
dropper, skipped it over the surface, 
and then let it sink. A trout took it 
on the way down. For the rest of that 
particular day, a teasing dropper fly 
fished just below the surface was the 
very thing. It’s a method that can be 
repeated over and over with good re- 
sults—-when conditions are right for it. 


hat suggests for comparison a trip 

when it took another approach to do 
the job. We were fishing a fairly large 
lake in Quebec. For a few days the 
first wet-fly system I learned—a short 
cast and retrieve with nothing but rod 
action—was a great success. Casting 
two flies at once, we often hooked dou- 
bles this way, and these, unlike the fish 
in the New Jersey stream, hit the in- 
stant the flies touched the water, even 
took them out of the air on occasion. 

This was rare sport and we naturally 
played the system for all it was worth 
—until the next morning, that is, when 
it failed to produce a single strike. 
After spending most of the day experi- 
menting, we learned that the trout had 
moved to a gravel bottom in about 12 
ft. of water. They wouldn’t come up. 
The way to catch them was to sink a 
fly right down into their refuge. 

At first we guessed at the time it 
took our flies to sink from surface to 
bottom. Eventually we started counting 
when our flies began to sink and strik- 
ing blindly when we reached the “magic 
number.” The fish were taking so gently 
that you couldn’t see or feel their 
strikes on your line, but automatic

WATER WONDERLAND 


Your kind of fishing . . . your family’s 
choice of fun go together perfectly on 
a Michigan vacation. Alone, you can whip 
a cool, shaded stream for flashing trout. 
Together, you may bask in the sun as you 
boat fish for bass, bluegill or perch. The 
sandy shoreline of four Great Lakes, 11,037 
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strikes by the numbers were connecting 
quite regularly. After this action tap- 
ered off, we let our flies go all the way 
| to the bottom and rest there for several 
minutes. Then we retrieved them with 
|short jerks. The trout had a tough 
| time resisting the sight of the fly aris- 
|ing from the bottom and swimming 
jerkily away. And there’s another gen- 
erally useful stunt for wet-fly fishing. 

Those Quebec trout caught in deep 
water were taken with a slow, hand- 
twist retrieve, which is a system of 

| stripping in a few inches of line at a 
| time by fingering it into the palm of 
| your free hand. That’s a good, standard 
wet-fly retrieve, too, but it suggests the 
trip that taught me to vary it as re- 
| quired. 

I was fishing a lake in the Adiron- 
dacks of New York, a narrow one ‘that 
flooded the channel of the small stream 
that poured into it some distance above 
me. The headwaters varied from 10 to 
100 ft. wide and all the trout seemed 
to be in the middle of the hard-bottom 
stream channel, avoiding the muddy 
bottom on either side of it. 

I had the advantage of knowing these 
waters well or I wouldn’t have caught 
a fish with any system. It was a waste 
of time to fish anywhere but over that 
channel, for example, and the water 
was a dirty-red color that would have 

| turned back an angler accustomed only 
|to clear and sparkling trout - waters. 
Actually, however, it was pure and 
drinkable. The color was soaked from 
| the tangled growth of the evergreen 
forest the stream passed through. 


inety percent of the time a simple 

flip and rod retrieve with two or 
three flies on the leader produced here. 
| This particular day it didn’t. I let the 
flies sink a bit without scoring and then 
worked them clear down to the bottom 
with about the same results: A few 
inconsequential trout but nothing worth 
dirtying a frying pan for. 

I'd been using a slow, hand-twist 

retrieve in the latter stages of my 
probing, so I let my next cast sink to 
the bottom and rest there a full five 
minutes. Then I brought it in about as 
| fast as I could roll my wrist, perhaps 
| 120 short jerks a minute. This retrieve 
| got me a solid strike and a 14-in. brook 
| trout. Three retrieves later I had an- 
other by the same system and figured I 
could credit the catch to the timely use 
of a good system rather than good 
fortune. I was right. I quit with eight 
fine brookies, and perhaps I'd have 
| hooked more if I hadn’t been forced 
| to rest my weary wrist from time to 
} time. My left wrist, I mean, the one 
| used to make the fly-darting retrieves 
| that were required that day. 

Then, at a pond in the mountains of 
the West, I learned that the right fly, 
depth, and retrieve do not always fill 
the bill. Sometimes you need a line 
and leader that perform just right. 

I started after the big rainbows in 
this pond with the advance advice from 
a friend that a Woolly Worm was the 
best artificial and that the line must 
float. Even then I started off wrong— 
using a wet-fly line that refused to float 
after I had caught one fish and washed 








off the dressing I'd rubbed on it to im- 
provise a floating line. Between scold- 
ing myself for not bringing a high- 
floating, dry-fly line and drying out the 
line I had, I wasted most of that day. 


ext day I was back with a properly 

made and treated line, and the fish, 
luckily, were in a taking mood. The 
pay-off combination was to cast out, 
let the sinking Woolly Worm pull the 
leader under right up to the end of the 
line (no farther!) and then retrieve 
with a slow and gentle hand-twist. 
That’s the way those rainbows wanted 
it. That way or not at all. Thus I 
learned that little details are vital in 
generally successful wet-fly fishing. 
They often make more difference than 
the big issues. 

And an experience in the Catskill 
Mountains of New York taught me 
how to gauge the subtle strikes you 
often get on wet flies. I was fishing 
a pretty run of quick water, the kind 
of ruffled, rock-bottom stretch found 
on good trout streams all over the coun- 
try. My leader was rigged with a 
Royal Coachman dropper and a Light 
Cahill as an end fly, one of my favorite 
starting line-ups. Because the water 
was gin-clear and the few natural flies 
I saw were small, both my artificials 
were little 14’s. 

At first the flies refused to sink, an 
attitude the trout rejected, so I doused 
them, leader and all, in the muddiest 
backwash hole I could find. They went 
under then, the Coachman drifting so 
that its white wings were just visible 
under the surface and the end fly out 
of sight. 

Several times I saw the Coachman 
disappear or pause unnaturally, but the 
pauses were slight and there was no 
other indication of a strike, so I did 
nothing about it for some time. Finally, 
still fishless, I decided to yank at the 
next of those pauses, which happened 
to be on the next cast. I raised the rod 
in a hesitant strike and was fast to a 
good fish, As more such experiences 
followed, I acquired the truth of an- 
other wet-fly matter: Trout often 
mouth the fly and reject it so quickly 
and gently that you must either be 
alert to respond or miss them. (Of all 
the 20 fish I hooked that day, I felt 
only two of them when they hit.) 

Then, on a clear Eastern stream some 
years later, I learned to use a dry fly 
as an aid to my wet-fly fishing. I was 
at the foot of a riffle of fast water about 
4 ft. deep, puzzling out a new approach 
after having worked the run thoroughly 
with down and across-stream casts 
that hadn’t produced. 

My final approach with my wet flies, 
one I often use with dry flies and bait 
as well, was a cast up and quartering 
across the stream. Sure enough, the 
end fly and dropper started drawing 
strikes when they drifted down deep 
after these upstream casts. The trouble 
was that I couldn’t gauge the strikes 
well enough to hook the fish. I felt six 
of them in the next 15 minutes and 
perhaps had as many more strikes that 
I never knew about. Yet my responding 
yanks didn’t catch a single fish with the 
fly in his mouth. 





What I needed, I reasoned, was a 
floater of some kind to signal the 
strikes. So I tied on a bushy, high- 
riding dry fly as a dropper. It rode 
the surface jauntily when I cast up- 
stream again, and the first time it 
paused and wavered, I struck. Quicker 
than you can read this, I was hooked 
to a plump, scrappy rainbow that had 
taken the sunken end fly. More fell to 
the same upstream cast. I had another 
sound wet-fly strategy, an ace-in-the- 
hole to show when I’m having tough 
luck otherwise. 

My final thought is of the many long, 
quiet pools I slaved over unrewarded 
until I formed the last-resort habit of 
circling down to the tail of the pool, 
casting upstream, and letting my fly 
sink deep. That’s all. Just get it down, 
flirting with the bottom, if need be, and 
let it drift. Watch like a hawk then. 
Chances are there’ll be a trout mouth- 
ing your wet fly before it washes down 
to you.—Ray Bergman.

has never depended on her for a living. 


We'd been drifting along slowly with | § 


the sluggish current one early summer 
evening, Warren working with his fly | 
rod and I with my casting rod, prod- 
ding the shoreline for either panfish or | 
bass. 

The high, thin sizzle of mosquitoes | 
was growing louder by the minute 
when Warren pointed to a towering elm 
which leaned over the slough just 
ahead. “I’ve caught some big ones 
under that tree,” he said. “There’s a 
good-size cave under the roots. Fish it 
easy.” 

I flipped my bait an inch too far and 
it tangled with one of the roots. I had 
to tug three or four times before it 
came free. Warren gave the oars a 
strong shove and we swept past the 
tree. 

“What’s wrong?” I asked. 

“You goofed.” 

“You don’t mean a bass would be 
scared by that, do you?” 

“Big bass are just like trout,’’ Warren 
said. “At least you have to fish ’em 
that way. If he wasn’t easy to scare, he 
wouldn’t be big.” 

Since that time, I have fished with a 
handful of men who concentrated on 
lunkers, and although they didn’t spell 
it out in just those words, they all 
followed the same rule—treat a big 
bass with the same delicacy as you do 
a big trout. 

The fish you're after is just as 
aggressive as he was when he was a 
two-pounder—perhaps more so. But 
he’s infinitely more wary. Accidentally | 
snag a branch, or haul a fistful of weeds | 
or trash away from shore and through | 
his lair, and he will lie there, gill caps | 
slowly pulsing, tail gently fanning, and 
let you wear your arm out. Drag a bait 
right past his nose and he'll ignore it. 
Drop one right on top of him and he’ll 
flash in a tight circle and hide under a 
stump. But he won’t hit.

an oar, let your shadow drift across his 
hiding place—do any one of the thou- 
sand little careless things that mean 
absolutely nothing when you're fishing 
for one and two-pounders, and you're 
out of business with the big fellows. 

A big bass is a solitary rascal. You 
won't find him up against the shoreline 
at twilight, slashing through schools of 
minnows in competition with the 10- 
inchers. You won't find him in the in- 
lets, racing the one-pounders for the 
worms, the minnows, and the bugs that 
come tumbling down. 


big bass finds a rock, a stump, a 
pile of brush, or a cave under the 
| root of a tree which has the added fea- 
| ture of a constant food supply. This is 
| his base of operations, his kingdom. He 
will defend it against all intruders and 
feed on any fish, frog, crawfish, or in- 
sect that’s an easy target. 

Naturally, these places attract even 
casual bass fishermen, but you will 
nevertheless reap a rich harvest from 
them, because few fishermen exercise 
the necessary caution or take the trou- 
ble to be thorough. 

Not every rock or stump shelters a 
monster bass, but those that produce 
one lunker will repeat with surprising 
regularity. There’s a cottonwood tree 
near my home which has yielded four 
| to seven big fellows a year for the last 
| five years. Apparently there’s a short- 
| age of bass houses with steady meals, 
| and as soon as you remove one tenant, 
| another moves right in. 
| By far the most overlooked and 

underfished big-bass fishing hole is in 
| the thickest weeds of the lake or stream 
| —the kind of place “‘nobody in his right 
| mind’ would try to fish. An old-time 
|riverman, a Frenchman with an eye 
| for the skillet, brought this to my at- 
| tention quite by accident. 

| One afternoon in early September I 
| was having a picnic with the 10 and 12- 
inchers along the edge of a three-acre 
bed of coontail moss. They were 
murdering a little yellow bluegill pop- 
per. As I inched along, dropping my 
bug into the little coves and bays at the 
fringes of the weed bed, I noticed an 
|elderly Frenchman several hundred 
| yards downstream. He rowed furiously 
to the edge of the weed bed and then, 
with a push pole, continued some 30 
| yards into the heaviest moss. There he 
| sat, apparently just waiting and watch- 
| ing. 

I knew he was a “‘pole-and-liner” and 
| guessed that he wanted to see a fly 
rod in action. I couldn’t resist showing 
| off and immediately performed the 
| whole repertoife of fly-rod maneuvers. 
Time and again, the bass came sailing 
| out from under the moss, smashed the 
| bug, and danced toward the boat on 

their tails. I imagined him burning 
| with envy. 

Suddenly he produced a long, heavy 
| pole with about three feet of stout cord 
|at the tip and a frog dangling from 
| the cord. He lowered it toward a tiny 

open spot in the moss and began to 
splash the frog up and down very 
gingerly. He was at it for less than a 
minute when the moss erupted. With a 
‘single quick motion, the old fellow 





hoisted a four-pound bass and dumped 
it into his flatboat. 

Then he quietly poled his boat an- 
other 20 or 30 yards into the moss and 
sat down to wait for the disturbance to 
die down. 

The 10 and 12-inchers lost their ap- 
peal. I headed for another pond where 
the coontail grew just as thick and 
where I might catch a bass to match 
my new standard. 

Whether you look for your lunkers 
under stumps, behind rocks, or in the 
depths of the weed banks, the same gen- 
eral rules apply. First, you have to 
approach with the utmost caution. 
Make even the slightest disturbance 
and you'll have to wait 10 or 15 minutes 
before starting to fish. Otherwise, your 
efforts will be pointless. 

If you manage not to spook them, 
remembrr that most big bass are in 
places where food is quite plentiful. 
Fish accordingly. Make your bait an 
easy target. Tantalize them until they 
can no longer resist. 

When fishing the moss, drop your 
bass bug in the center of an open spot 
and let it sit for perhaps a minute. 
Twitch it ever so slightly. Make it 
quiver. Then let it rest. Tug it gently. 
Snap your rod tip and make the bug 
bounce as if it were attempting to rise 
off the water. 

After you're certain that anything 
underneath has had time to hit the 
bug, leave it there three minutes longer. 
Then give the bug a tiny twitch—and 
brace yourself. 

If you’re trying to lure a slab-sided 
bruiser from under a stump, sunken 
log, or from behind an underwater 
boulder, work every bait as if you were 
trying to win a prize for the world’s 
slowest retrieve. Don’t reel in a fraction 
of an inch faster than is necessary to 
retain a little action on the part of the 
bait. 


| Berane use a pork chunk on a 
weedless single hook as an opening 
bid. The chances of getting hung up 
on a weed or snag then are rather re- 
mote. 

If that doesn’t work, switch to your 
fly rod and start nagging at him. Drift 
bugs past him, a twitch at a time. 
Change to a wet fly and inch it past his 
nose. 

Run slowly through your favorite 
surface lures, your plunkers, your 
underwater plugs. Cover all the water 
within 20 feet of the spot where you 
think a lunker might find a likely place 
to hide. 

If nothing works, let him rest for 
four or five minutes. Then drop a pork 
chunk or a_ spinner-fly combination 
right in his lair. Put all your skill into 
the retrieve—all the delicacy, the slow 
motion, and the tantalizing action you 
can muster. 

Annoying? Exasperating? Nerve- 
racking? You bet your life it is. But 
when that jet-propelled streak of 
mighty indignation slams your bait— 
when you're hooked solidly to the 
lunging lunker you set out to get— 
you'll feel a thrill you’d never get in a 
hundred years of toying with the teen- 
agers you used to call bass. THE END

An hour later, casting fruitlessly for 
bass, Frank and I saw a johnboat close 
up against a drowned treetop. Two 
men, using small minnows and bait 
rods, were catching crappies at a rate 
to make your eyes bug. They took five 
while we were working around them. 
and four of the five would have weighed 
better than a pound apiece. I went on 
bass fishing, but my heart wasn’t in it. 
I'd rather catch a five-pound bigmouth 
than a one-pound crappie, but I'd rather 
catch the crappie than nothing. 

We had fried crappies for lunch, 
rolled in batter and fried golden brown. 
That did it. ““You can do what you like 
this afternoon,” I told Frank. “Me, I’m 
switching to crappies.” 

“Tl go along,” he said. 

After lunch Frank cranked up his 
outboard and we roared toward the far 
shore of Kentucky Lake, with rain 
slashing at our faces. There, in a long, 
narrow cove, we found shelter and quiet 
water. We dropped anchor alongside 
a half-submerged treetop, rigged our 
fly rods with a couple of split shot on 
the leaders, hooked on small minnows, 
and made the crappies an offer. 

There were more takers than there 
are bones in a shad. My minnow 
gyrated down six or eight feet to a 
snug little pocket at the edge of an 
underwater brush heap, and I felt a 
cautious tapping. I slacked off a little 
more line, waited for a steady tug, and 
socked the hook into him, but not too 
hard. He came out fighting and gave 
me the usual crappie business, brisk 
and scrappy for his weight, but short- 
lived. On heavy tackle the perform- 
ance wouldn’t have been worth rowing 
across the cove for, but on a fly rod it 
was lively fun. He cartwheeled and 
clawed the water for half a minute and 
made a couple of quick dashes toward 
shelter, but the steady pressure of the 
little rod was too much for him. He 
came away from home reluctantly, 
curved off in a run, then quit. 

There was 11 inches and more than a 
pound of fish to him, and he had the 
glum, down-in-the-mouth expression 
that’s the hallmark of the crappie clan. 

“This is gonna be good,” I said. 
Frank was wrangling a crappie of his 
own in and out of the treetop. I coaxed 
up another by the time his was in the 
boat, and for two hours we had all the 
action a pair of frustrated bass fisher- 
men could ask for. We quit with a 
string of 30 crappies, half our limit, 
and when we headed back to the dock, 
I didn’t care much whether the black 
bass in those parts ever ended their 
hunger strike. When I got home I 
wrote the Governor of Kentucky, com- 
plimenting his state for not having 
let a visiting fisherman all the way 
down. My commission as a colonel 
came the next week. 

That honor is not the only thing I 
owe to the humble crappie, for he has 
given me pleasure many times, in many 
places, and at all seasons of year. 

To begin with he’s a better fish than 
his reputation might lead you to think.

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|and that makes him near kin to the 
| bluegill, the goggle-eye, and the black 
bass. 

There are a few things any fish has 
to have to get top billing in my book. 
First his kind must be abundant where 
I seek him. I like something to show 
for my time. Then I want him to have 
a ready appetite. And once he’s hooked, 
I want him to fight back—the harder 
the better. Finally, I want him good 
to eat. 

Measured by these standards, the 
crappie does all right. Take the busi- 
ness of being plentiful. He’s hard to 
beat there. Anywhere in the country 
the waters that suit him teem with him, 
and there is little danger of fishing him 
out. Some of the best crappie lakes of 
the South are crowded with boats most 
ot the year, and catches of 20 to 30a 
day are common, yet the crappies are 
still swarming. There’s a reason. Most 
folks think the cottontail rabbit is fairly 
successful at multiplying, but he’s a 
piker beside this broad-beamed sunfish. 
Fishery workers have found that a one- 
pound female crappie will release as 
|} many as 140,000 eggs at one spawn- 
jing, and a half-pounder may produce 
|} up to 60,000. 
| Crappies are of two sorts, the black 
| 
| 
| 





and the white. Despite those names, 
color is not a reliable guide in distin- 
guishing one from the other, since the 
| males of both species get fairly dark 
| at times, especially in spawning season. 
| If you want to be technical about it, 
it’s easy to tell them apart by counting 
the spines of the dorsal fin. The black 
has seven or eight, the white only five 
or six. So far as behavior is concerned, 
| they are one and the same fish. They’re 
found in the same places, look alike, 
bite alike, and taste alike. There is 
| some difference in their range, how- 
lever. In general, the white crappie 
tends to be more abundant in the 
South, the black in the North. 


— if he had no other claim to 
4 fame, Old Sourpuss would deserve 
recognition for his long list of colorful 


local monikers. In the North they call 
him calico bass, or maybe speckled, or 
strawberry, bass. In the deep South 
he’s the chinquapin perch. Tennessee 
and Kentucky fishermen know him as 
the croppie, rather than the crappie, 
and in Kentucky he also is fancifully 
called the new-light and Campbellite. 
Indiana and [Illinois dub him paper- 
mouth or tinmouth. There are places 
in the South where he is the freckle, 
and others where he’s the lamplighter. 
Cane-pole fishermen are likely to refer 
to him as the goggle-eye, a name which 
rightly belongs to the rock bass. In 
many sections he’s a perch of one kind 
or another—white perch, freckled 
perch, speckled perch, strawberry 
perch, or even bridge perch. Along the 
Ohio River they call him the bachelor, 
and in some places he is the slab. 
Originally a native of the Eastern 
part of the country, crappies have 
proven themselves such excellent pond 
fish that they’ve been introduced and 
stocked until today there is hardly a 
state without them. Basically, they are 
fish of lakes, ponds, and backwaters 





behind dams, doing best in big water, 
not likely to be found in streams ex- 
cept on their spring runs, when they 
sometimes move up from the impound- 
ments. The black crappie seems to 
prefer a hard bottom, and he demands 
clear, cool water. The white will settle 
for a mud bottom and warmer water, 
and so is more likely to be found in 
sloughs, bayous, and even in slow 
rivers. 

Many Northern lakes furnish first- 
rate crappie fishing, but Old Down-in- 
the-Mouth is most abundant in the 
South. The best crappie waters I have 
fished are Kentucky Lake, the huge 
impoundment that sprawls 184 miles 
across western Kentucky and Tennes- 
see, and Reelfoot, the mysterious, 
cypress-shaded lake made by an earth- 
quake ».n the Tennessee side of the 
Mississippi 150 years ago. Crappies 
are so plentiful in Reelfoot Lake that 
Tennessee is the only state that permits 
them to be taken for sale. 


ost fishermen believe crappies grow 

biggest in the South. Those in Ken- 
tucky Lake, for one, run exceptionally 
large. However, Minnesota holds a 
record for size that, so far as I know, 
has never been matched. According tc 
the records of the Department of Con- 
servation, a crappie that weighed an 
even five pounds was taken from 
Minnesota’s Vermilion River in 1940. 
If that fish was accurately weighed and 
reported, it was a once-in-a-lifetime 
whopper. Minnesota also claims a 44- 
pounder, which is about as big as any 
Southern crappie I know about. Even 
a four-pounder is decidedly rare. 
Crappies from one to two pounds are 
not uncommon in the South, but the 
average is below a pound, and in many 
states the fisherman who takes home a 
string of half-pounders is well satisfied. 

The heaviest runs and the best fishing 
come early in spring, in connection with 
spawning activities. Like all sunfishes, 
the crappies are nest builders, the male 
making a redd in moderately shallow 
water and mounting guard until the 
spawn hatches. Preparatory to spawn- 
ing, from March to June, the fish con- 
gregate in big schools along shores, 
banks, and bars, wherever suitable cov- 
er and water of the right depth can be 
found. Then they feed heavily. When 
these spring runs are under way, catch- 
ing a string of crappies is likely to be 
about as easy as netting goldfish in a 
dime-store tank—but a lot more fun. 

Summer fishing is less rewarding, 
because hot weather drives the fish into 
deeper water, but often it’s very good 
if you put your offering down there. 

Another run occurs in the fall, not 
as heavy as the spring gathering but 
offering lively sport. And in winter 
Mr. Dourface still has his appetite. In 
the South, where the lakes do not 
freeze, crappie fishing stays fairly good 
the year around, while in the North the 
crappies school under the ice, and 
winter anglers depend on them for ex- 
cellent sport. 

Slabsides is fond of shelter and fond 
of company. So if you are familiar 
with the lake bottom, you know about 
where to look for him, and if you find 








one, you're fairly certain to find more. 

A submerged treetop is to a crappie 
what a brier patch is to a cottontail. 
But if he can’t find a treetop he likes, 
he’ll settle for a drowned clump of 
brush, a log, a stump, or a snag of any 
kind. Lacking those, he accepts a weed 
bed as better than nothing, or he may 
shelter under a dock or boathouse. 

It’s not usually worth-while to fish 
for him in the open, but I saw it work 
on a rainy April “morning on Reelfoot 
Lake. A pair of crappie fishermen were 
hauling in one hefty fish after another 
in what looked like open water about 50 
yards from a small iskand of cypress. 

“You anchored over a good snag?” 
I inquired. 

“Nope,” the weather-beaten character 
in the stern replied. ‘‘These crappies 
keep schooling up under the boat.” 

He was telling the truth, too. As 
a homespun authority of the South 
once said, “Ol’ goggle-eye just naturally 
likes dark, sinful places.” 

His fondness for the company of his 
own kind is carried to extremes, too. 
He’s almost never found by himself 


except at spawning time. Let a couple | 


of crappies take up residence in an 
underwater thicket and soon there’ll 


be 10 or maybe 50. Once a fisherman 


finds a ‘‘crappie bed,” he’s almost cer- 
tain of a catch. More than once I’ve 
seen a good string taken around a 
single treetop, without moving the boat. 
Almost all crappies, the country over, 
are caught with live minnows. Con- 
servation authorities in Tennessee esti- 
mate that the state’s bait dealers sell 
more than $1,000,000 worth of minnows 
a year and that more than half that 
investment goes into crappie bait. 
Unlike his kinsmen, the sunfish and 
the bream, the bulldog-faced crappie 
has a boundless appetite for fish smaller 
than himself. A minnow not much 
more than two inches long is almost 
sure to tempt him beyond resistance. 
However, he also feeds on _ insects, 
aquatic nymphs, and crawfish, and now 
and then he’s caught on worms, 
crickets, grasshoppers, grubs, or other 
common panfish baits. There are 


crappie fishermen in the South who | 


swear by catalpa worms, the messy 
but dependable mainstay of bream ad- 


dicts, and others who claim to do | 


equally well with cockroaches. But my 
experience indicates that the crappie 
likes minnows best of all. 


he crappie can also be taken on al- 

most any artificial that resembles a 
small minnow. Casting plugs are too 
much for him, although he occasionally 
overestimates himself and takes a 
smash at one. Midget spoons and spin- 
ners, feather jigs, streamer flies, buck- 
tails, squirreltails, and little strips of 
pork rind are all crappie producers. 
Sparse streamers rigged with a spin- 
ner are especially good. Trolling with 


small spoons is likely to pay off in | 


spring fishing. On Southern waters 


crappies are sometimes caught on cast- | 


ing gear by tying a spinner, a small 
feather jig, or other light lure onto a 
couple of feet of leader behind a plug. 
If it looks like a minnow, it will interest 
the crappie.

Because, however you take him, this 
bantamweight has one big advantage on 
his side—his delicate mouth. He’s not 
known as the papermouth without good 
reason. Play rough with him, and be- 
fore you know what's happening he 
goes his way and leaves you to go 
yours. That fragile mouth makes him 
about as hard to handle, inch for inch 
and ounce for ounce, as the bream, the 
rock bass, or any other fish in his class. 

There’s nothing exclusive or aristo- 
cratic about this commoner of the weed 
jungles. He puts on no airs, makes no 
false claims. He’s everybody’s fish, the 
darling of the crowd, around when you 
want him, obliging in appetite, honest 
in battle, and top-flight on the platter. 
What more can you want? Even if I’d 
never been made a Kentucky colonel, 
I'd still love the crappie. THE END

headed to and from Corpus Christi 
seven miles away on the Texas main- 
land. It’s also a funnel through which 
three great bays empty their tidewaters 
into the Gulf of Mexico. 

The terrific force of the outgoing tide 
was a little frightening as I balanced 
precariously among the rock pile’s 
upended boulders. A step too far into 
that current and I'd likely never be 
seen again. While I’ve fished safer 
places, I’ve found few that interest me 
more. 

It was nearly sunset, and the rays of 
the low sun slanted against the tower- 
ing sides of foreign ships as they 
plowed majestically out to sea. I be- 
gan casting and retrieving, almost 
mechanically, and watched the sturdy 
pilot boat running up and down the 
channel guiding the floating giants. The 
gulls and pelicans, on their last fishing 
excursions of the day, cruised on a 
steady breeze and the stragglers of the 
shrimping fleet and a few small cruisers 
were wallowing in the channel chop, 
their masthead running lights making 
circles against the darkening sky. 

But there were no fish. Gradually I 
relaxed, stopped casting, and finally 
called it a day when the sun was just 
balanced on the rim of the world. 
Wading back to the beach, I slowly 
looked over the scene before me. 

The point is actually the rounded 
corner of Mustang Island and the 
beacon tower, standing grotesquely on 
tripod legs a few yards off the point, is 
connected to the beach by the jetty. 
Behind the jetty lies a little sheltered 
backwater. 

An elderly fisherman, pant legs rolled 
to his bony knees, was fishing this 
peaceful but unpromising spot, and I 
waded over to pass the time of day. As 
I neared him I saw that his rod was 
heavy and his tackie ill-matched. He 
was fishing bottom with dead bait on 
a hook that was much too big for any- 
thing that could float itself in that 
depth of water—-or so I thought. A 
silhouetted caricature of eternal 
optimism, he fished unconcernedly and 
with an air about him of leisurely ex- 
pectancy. 

I'd almost reached him when I saw 
his rod snap into an arc. He fumbled 
at his reel, then began cranking fu- 
riously as he waded backward up the 
shore. A few moments later he beached 
a small fish, and I ran to see what it 
was. The first glance raised my hackles; 
the fish was a pike—a small one, but 
unquestionably a pike. 

I swung around and looked over the 
water. Near the end of the jetty was a 
break in the rocks, and there the placid 
backwater ended abruptly in a boiling 
surge as the full force of the outrush- 
ing tide drove through. A hunch hit 
me. 

I waded out above my knees and cast 
my spoon into this caldron. Tensely, 
I retrieved. Nothing. Another cast, and 
a third. I was beginning to lose the 
edge of hope that had spurred me to 
try again when my spoon was jolted 
hard. For a split second both the fish

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and I paused in surprise, then the line 
sliced off in a tight curve. 

I set the drag on the light service 
reel and struck. The water’s surface 
foamed, opened up, and a fish was in 
the air. I had a moment of panic when 
I saw him, and wondered how much 
of a beating my slender glass rod and 
low-test line could take. 

I backed up, but line continued to 
streak off the reel. The fish came out 
again, this time in a low, greyhound 
leap. I saw him clearly—a big fish, and 
a snook. After several minutes of 
surging fight he reluctantly came my 
way, and when I had him almost at 
my feet I reached for the gaff on my 
belt. He spotted me at the same time 
and reversed his field, stripping line 
again as he ran toward the jagged 
rocks. 

But by then I’d discovered he could 
be stopped and turned with a cautious 
thumb. Within a few minutes I gaffed 
him and liftec my first Texas pike clear 
| of the water. There was enough day- 
| light left for me to admire him—a long, 
rakish fish with a predatory look about 
| him that was emphasized by his under- 
| shot jaw. His tail was broad and his 
body thick—a 10-pounder, I estimated, 
| as I carried him ashore. Leaving him 
on the beach, I went back to my posi- 
| tion for a few more casts despite the 
| hastening dusk. Within a minute or 
| two I had another pike in the air twice, 
but he tore the hook out. A third fish 
struck on the next cast, and he jumped 
|} and threw the spoon before I could re- 
act. A few casts later I felt a savage 
strike but couldn’t set the hooks. 

The night was rapidly becoming too 
dark to see where I was casting, and 
the action had been so furious I hadn't 
noticed the twinges of hunger in my 
middle. But as minutes ticked by with- 





| out further results, I remembered that 
| the inn’s dining hall would close soon 


and that I’d have to hurry if I wanted 


| my supper. I happily picked up my one 


big fish and headed back to report my 


| success to Bill. 


He was impressed; he said mine was 
the largest pike taken that season. 
After supper I drove back to the point 


| to clean the fish. 


i i three-quarters moon had risen 
and was casting a good light over the 
| point and its surroundings. I squatted 


| at the edge of the water, ready to gut 


| the snook, and looked across the 
| channel. The tide was still racing out, 
and the same churning eddy lay just in- 
side the break in the jetty. I listened 
to the tense, subdued rush of water, and 
imagined that I heard an extra-heavy 
splash now and then. For a moment I 
hung undecided, but it was too much 
for me. Dropping knife and fish, I ran 
to my car for my gear and headband 
flashlight. Then I waded thigh-deep 
into the dark water. 

Before I got the first cast out, the 
beam of my light caught a sousing 
splash from a feeding fish. I shot the 
spoon toward it, but I was too eager. 





I got a backlash. Quickly unsnarling 
the line, I twitched the spoon loose from 
the rocks among which it had settled 
and began a fast retrieve. 

I never completed it. Before the lure 
had moved a dozen feet something tried 
to tear it off the leader. I snapped up 
the rod tip and instantly a big snook 
appeared in the light’s beam, his eyes 
gleaming red for a moment before he 
crashed back into the water. But in 
five minutes I put him alongside my 
other prize on the beach, and hurried 
back into the water. The pike were in 
at last, I was in the middle of the first 
big run. 

For the next 15 minutes my casts 
were unproductive, and I relaxed and 
lighted a cigarette. The solitude of the 
moonlit scene captured my imagina-

tion. I was completely alone. My world 
was the singing current, the calm night, 
the backwater’s gentle ripple, the 
steady blink of the red light atop the 
beacon tower, and the hungry forms 
that lurked unseen through the violent 
eddy. 

My peaceful mood was rudely shat- 
tered when, on the next leisurely re- 
trieve, the rod was almost torn out of 
my hands by a ferocious strike. I stood 
frozen with surprise at the force of 
the blow and at the power of the fish 
that was stripping my reel in a scream- 
ing run. The cigarette fell from my 
lips and hissed out in the water. 

As the fish bored on, I was sure I'd 
never land him; my tackle wouldn't 
take that much abuse. In desperation 
I cracked down on the drag and saw 
the line lift. The rod whipped violently. 
Then, amazingly, the fish stopped. I 
waited. I cautiously raised the rod and 
felt him shake his head. He seemed 
massive. When I eased off the pres- 
sure he ran a few more yards, and 
stopped again. Then he wouldn’t move, 
and I couldn’t budge him. My heart 
sank. 

Next the taut line signaled news that 
turned my despair to desperation. I 
could feel vibrations from the wire

from highways. I asked him to tell 
me more. 

“You won't find three to five-pounders 
like you used to,” he said, “but you'll 
take plenty up to 15 and 16 inches.” 

Al was referring to the New York 
State Conservation Department’s Adi- 
rondack  trout-restoration program 
which got under way five years ago. 
It’s been carried out on two fronts. One 
was the stocking of suitable rivers, 
brooks, and lakes with native brookies. 
The other was the reclamation (by use 
of rotenone) of ponds that had become 
contaminated with undesirable fish— 
chiefly perch, pike, pickerel, and carp— 
introduced by careless bait fishermen. 
These ponds then were stocked with 
trout, and now fishing in them with 
minnows or any fish, dead or alive, is 
prohibited. 

Wherever possible, stocking was done 
by truck or packhorse, but since many 
choice fishing spots in the Adirondacks 
}are inaccessible, aerial stocking has 
| been extensive. Since 1950 over 1,000,- 
| 000 trout have been dropped into the 
| area’s waters from the air, and the sur- 
vival rate has been remarkably high. 

“By now,” Al said, “the fishing in 
some of those ponds is worth writing 
home about, only people who find it out 
don’t write home—or even tell their 
friends.” 

Al backed up his talk by promising to 
| take Steinhoff and me into Big Cherry 
Patch Pond next morning. The pond 
isn’t more than half a mile by well- 
marked trail off a stretch of state high- 
way 86 that runs from Lake Placid to 
Wilmington, but because the pond can’t 
be seen from the road, thousands of an- 
glers drive by it every summer looking 
for places to fish. 

The three of us met in Lake Placid 
at dawn. Al! inflated his rubber raft at 
a gasoline station, piled it on top of the 
car, and we breezed over the highway 
until we came to a little white culvert 
over a brook. We pulled to the side and 
parked. 

The hike into Big Cherry Patch was 
surprisingly easy. Al carried his raft 
hanging from one shoulder, Steinhoff 
lugged the paddles and lunch, while I 
brought up the rear with rods and 
camera. Soon we came to a big beaver 
dam which backs up a long, sluggish 
| channel through a swamp. Al told us 
| the lake was at the other end of it. 
| We launched the raft, climbed in, and 
| in minutes were paddling through coun- 
| try that looked a million miles from 
| anywhere. Ducks rose ahead of us, and 
| somewhere near by an unseen beaver 

slapped his tail on the water—an alarm 
signaling our presence to wildlife all 
around. Finally the pond came into 
view around a bend. It was wild and 
beautiful, and surrounded by firs and 
mountain peaks. “A friend of mine took 
|}nine speckled trout here the other 
| morning,” Al teld us as we glided out 
|}onto the pond. “They ran 12 to 15 
inches, and the bunch weighed 11% 
pounds.” 
| Halfway up the pond the swampy 
south shore gave way to huge boulders, 








and near them trout were making mul- 
titudes of rings on the surface. Stein- 
hoff, who’d rigged his spinning rod 
with a small, shiny wobbling spoon, 
sent it sailing toward the rocks. Sec- 
onds later he let out a yell, and I looked 
just in time to see a big brookie turn 
away from his lure and dive for the 
bottom with a great splash. “Did you 
see that follow-in?” Steinhoff cried. 

“Yes,” I replied, “but they don’t 
count.” 

Al, a dry-fly man, started off with 
a big Fanwing Royal Coachman and 
began placing beautiful casts over the 
rises. I tied on a wet cast of three flies 
—Parmachene Belle, Professor, and a 
Black Gnat for the tail. Then the trout 
proceeded to make monkeys out of us 
by playing all around our offerings 
without taking. By the end of the day 
we'd hooked nothing but a few seven- 
inch babies, which we put back. But 
we'd seen plenty of good trout, enough 
to take me back there next day. This 
time I was alone. 

It was, a beautiful, cloudless morn- 
ing. Mists rose wraithlike over the 
pond, and it looked like the sort of day 
trout should be jumping. But not a 
fish was stirring so far as I could see. 
I tried everything in the book. No dice. 
Not even a follow or a rise. Then I 
remembered a trick I'd read about in 
Ray Bergman’s book, Trout. It con- 
sists of dragging pond bottoms with a 
worm. I thought I'd try it. 

It was then well into the afternoon, 
and the pond’s surface was ruffled with 
a light west wind. I went ashore and 
dug for worms, but couldn’t find any. 
However, I spotted some juicy white 
grubs in a rotting log, and, taking a 
handful, I went back to the boat. 


| ae drift across the pond produced 


a heavy strike—and a scrappy trout. 
I was beginning to think I’d found the 
only way to take sizable trout from Big 
Cherry Patch when I saw a young fel- 
low slip a canoe into the water. He 
paddled to the south shore, where the 
bottom is lined with weeds and a small, 
cold stream enters the pond. 

He rigged up with a live crawfish, 
began casting over the grass, and in no 
time had a trout flopping in his canoe. 
He stayed right in that one spot and 
took several natives well over a foot 
long before he quit. 

I’d used up all the grubs when I no- 
ticed a rise start close to the reeds on 
the far shore. I slipped the boat over 
and saw myriads of little gray flies 
hovering over the water there. I had 
nothing in my fly book that looked like 
them, so I tied on a No. 16 Fanwing 
Royal Coachman. I cast to a muskrat 
channel through the reeds, and instant- 
ly the fly was sucked under. From then 
until just before dark the Fanwing took 
a trout on about every tenth cast. 

I caught a rise on Big Cherry Patch 
on another visit I made to it and took 
some nice natives on dry flies. Though 
it’s full of trout, it’s highly tempera- 
mental water. When you fish it you 
can expect anything from complete 
blanks to limit catches, 

My next trip was to West Canada 
Lake, one of the most remote in the

There are only two ways 
to get to it. One is by hiking over an 
18-mile trail, the other is by flying with 
a bush pilot.

Edith and Martin Goldberg of 
Maplewood, New Jersey, who were 
staying at Steinhoff’s, got interested 
and invited me to go in with them as 
their guest. 

We met Herb Helms, the bush pilot, 
at Long Lake and took off at dawn.

We rowed quietly along the rocky 
shore toward rising trout 500 yards out 
from the dock. Martin placed a dry 
fly over them and it disappeared at | 
once, but the taker was no great 
shakes. Edith took its pint-size mate 
on a wet fly. I got one about the same 

| size—-a seven-incher. We put the fish | 
back and rowed to where trout were | 
making some impressive rings on the 
calm surface. 

Again Martin had the first fly on the 
water and took a beautifully marked, 
nine-inch native. This was better, but 
far from the 12 to 18-inchers Helms and 
Lawrence said were common in the} 
lake. 








hile we fished over the rise, taking | 

small trout now and then, ominous 

black clouds gathered over the moun- 

tains, and soon little rings that weren’t 

made by fish appeared on the water. It 

was raining. An icy front stole down 

from the northeast and, as so often 

happens in the Adirondacks even in 

midsummer, it was suddenly foggy and | 

cold. Edith began to shiver, my hands 

| were red, and Martin was blue around 
| the lips. It was time to work towards 
| Jim Lawrence’s warm, dr y cabin at the 

other end of the lake. 

On the way I cast a big streamer | 
toward the shore of a sheltered cove, | 
and let it sink to the bottom. Then I} 
gave the line a series of little jerks and | 
got a strike that sent my blood pres- | 
sure soaring. Surprised, I muffed the 
| strike and lost the fish. I reeled in. 
Then I saw him just under the surface 
—a good, big native trout obviously 
looking for the fly. Before I could lift 
my line and put the fly back over him, 
he dived from sight. A few minutes 
later Martin had a follow-in by a trout 
that would have gone 16 inches. Then 
it began to rain heavily, and there was 
| nothing to do but quit and row to the 
dock. 

Jim Lawrence broke the bad news 
as we landed. Helms couldn’t come for | 
| us, but would let us know by the fire | 
| phone the minute he could. We had no 
| food, no sleeping bags, and no tent, but |

Jim and his wife graciously invited us 
to share their supper and let us sleep 
in a little loft above their cabin. Edith, 
who'd seen the deep claw marks made 
by bears trying to break in the cabin, 
didn’t sleep very soundly that night. 
Early next morning Helms phoned he 
was coming, and we heard the drone of 
his little plane before we'd finished 
breakfast.

There are several lakes deep in the 
Adirondacks, like West Canada and 
near-by Brook Trout Lake, that are 
easily reached by plane, and there are 
many others, like Big Cherry Patch, 
only a short walk from the road.

good 200 yards above the dam.

= | front of a floating birch felled by 
| beavers when I heard him cry, “Oh, 
boy!”’ I looked just in time to see the 
water tear apart in front of him. 

“Look out,” I yelled, ‘“‘you’ve hooked 
a beaver.” But I knew better. A big

and I'd surely stop that beast in its 
great tracks. The rifle’s report blasted 
the silence wide open. The bear went 
down as though struck by an express 
train. I’d done it! 

Then, after a split second, came one 
of those unbelievable things that are 
somehow common to grizzly hunting. 
The beast came to its feet in a brown 
flash. Pulling to full height, paws 
hanging loosely like a waiting fighter, 
ears laid back and hackles up, the ani- 
mal swung its snarling face back and 
forth, trying to catch our scent or sight. 

It was incredible. I was sure that 
180-grain Hornady spire-point bullet 
had gone into his boiler room, yet there 
he stood, poised and ready for battle. 

Then the uncertainties came, aug- 
mented by Doc Jacobs’ near tragedy. 
Had I only nicked the animal? Was 
the rifle off 2? Would I have to finish the 
fight at close range? 

I knew what to expect. Once, years 
before, I had cornered a grizzly in 
similar cover, where he couldn’t escape 
undetected. After a long wait, that one 
had come out fighting. Twice, while 
trying to hold on the bounding form, I 
had missed. The third shot, with one 
left in the .300 Magnum, had pulverized 
his heart. That was too close. The 
reaction came later, and I literally 
shook for 10 minutes. 

Now my “dead” grizzly swayed 
powerfully back and forth, searching 
out his enemy. I heard Gordy urge 
“shoot again.” 

Unconvinced that I’d made a poor 
shot, I held to the same area and fired 
again. Once more the beast went down. 

“You missed him a foot to the left! 
I saw dirt fly.” 

As if untouched the beast plunged 
to its feet, coming half its length above 
the brush. In that second he spotted 
his tormentor. I had only two more 
loads in the Magnum. He was certain 
to charge.

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ators pull this cold water out of the 
lake’s bottom, churn it full of air, and 
dump it into the river below the power- 
house. 

The terrific suction also pulls through 
many small fish, grinds them to bits, 
and thrusts the particles into the mill- 
race—and also into the maws of trout 
waiting there. Any small fish that 
manage to get through the machinery 
in one piece are so badly shaken up by 
the time they wash out into the spill- 
way that they wobble crazily enough 
to make easy targets for feeding rain- 
bows. 

Jack had already figured that one 
out. He had a pocketful of his favorite 
spinning lures—spoons that act like 
punch-drunk perch—-and they seemed 
like the very thing he needed. He tied 
on one with red and white stripes, while 
I selected one from my own kit to 
match it. 

“None of these lakes have ever been 
stocked with rainbows,” I said. 

“The only way they could have got 
in here is out of Burton Lake through 
the powerhouse turbines,”’ Jack replied. 

Standing almost waist-deep in the 
water, I looked behind me and saw that 
the watermark on the trees ashore was 
just level with my eyes. The opened 
sluice gates raise the water four feet.

he the first 10 minutes I cast with 
my ears stuck way out, listening for 
the rush of water that would most cer- 
tainly drown us if we couldn’t make 
that steep bank in a hurry.

I vhecked the trout’s first rush for the 
snarled branches of a treetop. He 
turned against the slow current, leav- 
ing a wake behind him like the boil of 
a bold spring. Then he broke through 
the surface, and I almost lost my foot- 
ing in the belt-deep water. I’ve taken 
bigger trout on the West Coast and in 
Alaska, but this was the largest I'd 
ever seen in Southern mountain waters. 
Jack heard me floundering and looked 
back. 

“Sounds like you’ve hooked a boss 
crocodile,” he yelped.

pert fisherman—one who relies on nat- 
ural baits and makes no excuses for it. 
Sam fishes almost entirely with a spin- 
ning outfit, and it’s reported that he 
wears out one a year catching fish. 

He doesn’t specialize in any particu- 





lar species, but he prefers largemouths 
—hbig ones. He showed me his record of 
one year’s catch. I won't repeat it, be- 
cause you'll think we’re both lying. But | 
ask any of his West Plains fishing part- 
ners; they’ll back him up. | 

Sam listened to our tales of woe and | 
agreed that both the weather and fish- | 
ing had been lousy. “Since the bass | 
fishing’s all fouled up, how’d you like 
to catch some trout?” he asked. 

This was as natural a fool question 
as I’ve ever heard. Of course I'd like 
to catch trout, but I didn’t believe there 
were any within several hundred miles. 
If so, they were little runts not worth 
messing around with. At least that was 
what I told him. 

Sam just grinned, slow and easy-like. 
“You haven't been around for a while. 
There’s been some changes made,” he 
said. 

“You mean someone has planted trout | 
in these little spring branches? I’ve 
seen ’em. They don’t amount to much,” 
I replied. 

“No,” said Sam. “These are big ones 
and they’re in the river.” 

“I don’t believe it,’’ I said. “Even if 
I did, it’s too hot for bass and twice too 
hot for trout.” 

Of course he knew all along I was 
going with him. 

It was cool and pleasant at 3 a.m. the 
next day as we made the hour-long 
drive to the river over rocky, oak- 
covered hills. Sam spent the time tell- 
ing me the facts of life as regards 
North Fork trout. 

The two big dams in that area, Nor- 
fork and Bull Shoals, have water sev- 
eral hundred feet deep right behind 
them. The surface water in these im- 
pounded lakes is quite warm—too warm 
even for bass at this time—but 200 feet 
down is a cool layer that flows through 
the power plant and om downstream. 
Just below the dam the water is around 
56°—ideal for fast-growing trout—and 
it keeps cool for four or five miles. 
Until it warms up downriver, it pro- 
vides an unusual and comparatively un- 
known brand of trout fishing. 

We parked the car on a plateau 100 
feet above the river and a quarter of a 
mile downstream from Norfork Dam. 
The air was still and cool. The river 
was in shadow, as the sun was behind 
the high, rocky bluff to the east. 

‘Might not be so good,” Sam said. 
“No wind—no riffle on the water.” 

During the week, the power plant is 
in operation and the added flow of water 
downstream ruffles the surface enough 
to act as a curtain for fishermen, though 
the deeper water makes it harder to 
locate fish. But this was Sunday and 
the plant wasn’t in operation. Only a 
small amount of water was permitted to 
flow through the dam because of the 
drought-caused shortage. This meant

you and the fish might as well be in 
the same room. 

Sam picked up his can of bait and 
we headed down the bank. As he broke 
through the fringe of growth that hid 
the river Sam let out a grunt of relief. 
“It’s going to be all right,’ he said. 

A heavy layer of fog hung just over 
the river like a blanket of gray, caused, 
I suppose, by the cooling of moisture- 
laden air just above the stream. 

At stream level we moved into the 
fog, walking over gravel bars that are 
flooded when the river runs full. Sam 
stopped at the edge of bigger water. 
Just how big it was, I couldn't tell, for 
it blended into a foggy nothingness a 
bare 30 feet away. 

“This is a pretty good spot,” he ex- 
plained. ‘‘You fish here. I'll move down- 
stream to the next hole. Cast your bait 
out there.’’ He waved his arms toward 
what I guessed was the upper part of 
the hole. ‘Let it go to bottom and just 
wait. If you don’t get a strike in a few 
minutes move it in 10 feet and let it 
settle again.” 


e divided the bait into two cans. I'd 
thought all along he’d been toting 
worms, which are the preferred trout 
bait in Oregon, but these were crawfish 
medium in size and golden in color. 
They waved feelers and claws menac- 
ingly. 

“Will trout hit those?’ I asked, eye- 
ing the armor-plated baits. 

“Sure,” replied Sam. “There’s no 
better bait for any kind of fresh-water 
fish. See.” 

He handed one to me. It was soft as 
sponge rubber. Sam explained, “Grow- 
ing crawfish have to shed their shells 
about once a month. That’s when the 
fish love ’em.” 

Later I discovered how right Sam 
was when he stated that all kinds of 
fish go for “soft craws.” The reason 
why more people don’t use them and 
make serious inroads on fish popula- 
tions is that soft crawfish are hard to 
find. 

Sam Freel is probably as good at 
free-hand, catch-as-catch-can, crawdad 
collecting as anybody, and I spent a 
couple of lively afternoons learning the 
art under his guidance. According to 
Sam, crawfish preparing to shed get 
close to shore and take refuge under a 
rock. They know how vulnerable they 
are in their soft condition. 

To catch them, you wade along lifting 
rocks and making frantic grabs as they 
race out in reverse and head for deep 
water. Mixed in with the soft ones— 
in fact, mostly—-you find them in the 
hard-shell stage. The latter have sharp 
pincers and bad tempers. Small hard- 
shells can pinch hard enough to make 
you yelp; big ones will have you bleed- 
ing. Within an hour I had half a dozen 
minor wounds. Sam, though, was catch- 
ing, keeping, and throwing back with- 
out injury. Snakes present another 
small hazard——thrashing around in shal- 
low water near shore seems to disturb 
them. Most are harmless water snakes, 
but they may startle you into dropping 
your crawfish, falling down, or doing 
something equally foolish.

you've caught a batch of soft craws. 
| As Sam remarked, ‘“They’d rather die 
than anything. Best bet, if you can bull- 
doze your wife into permitting it, is to 
let ’em die and then refrigerate them.” 
I picked out a soft crawfish a couple 
of inches long, threaded it on tail-first, 
and flipped it out into the fog. The soft 
mist swallowed it, but a little splash 
advised me it had landed in the water. 
I closed the bail on my spinning reel 
and waited five minutes. Nothing hap- 
pened. I yawned and was wishing I 
was back in bed when the first brown 
| hit. Ten minutes later I slid a three- 
pounder out on the gravel bank. 

As far as I could tell, these browns 
were no different from our Oregon va- 
riety and should be equally susceptible 

| to the same artificials. Brown trout in 

the Pacific Northwest seem to like flies 
about as well as anything, but are 
choosy about how and what they’re 
served. However, recent years have 
seen a growing popularity of spinning 
equipment, and a large percentage of 
the big fish—five to 15 pounds—are be- 
ing taken on spinning lures. 

I'd have liked to try a fly in this fog- 
shrouded pool, but I had nothing but 
spinning equipment with me. This in- 
cluded half a dozen lures for which 
Oregon browns had shown a fondness 
and one old reliable, a copper wobbler, 
which had caught so many fish there 
was talk of having it outlawed. 

I tied on this copper killer and tossed 
it out, quartering, I hoped, whatever 

| current there might be. A splash in- 
| formed me it was in water and I began 





__| a blind retrieve, judging the movement 


| of the lure by feel. Nothing happened, 
so I tried again. The wobbler had bare- 
lly turned and headed for home when 
something smacked it. I could feel and 
hear the fish make one jump and then 
| settle down to in-fighting which didn’t 
last long. This one was a rainbow, nine 
or 10 inches long and predominantly 
| silver-colored. Only the faintest tinge 
| of pink shaded its sides. I released it 
carefully. The Arkansas minimum 
length is 10 inches. 


Rs minutes later a brown that was 
twin to the first hit the lure, hooked 
himself, and was off and running be- 
fore I had time to figure out what hap- 
pened. It fought hard. I only got one 
good look at it before it charged back 
| into the mist, wound the line around 
some obstruction, and broke off. 

I was satisfied then that these hill- 
billy trout could be taken on spinning 
lures and I was reasonably sure that 
flies would meet with equal success— 
all of which made me wonder why Sam 
Freel preferred bait. 

Having been born and raised in that 
country, I should have known the an- 
swer at once, but had to ponder it 
awhile. The answer, of course, is that 
most anglers here simply like to use 
bait. Several years ago I was crappie 
| fishing in Norfork Lake with a friend 
and was outcatching him two to one 
| with a spinner-and-fly combination, but 
he stuck to his minnows notwithstand- 
ing. 
| This liking for bait probably goes 
| back a long way, perhaps to the time 


when people thought of fishing as a 
means to get something to eat and used 
the most logical lures — natural fish 
foods. Today baitfishing still accounts 
for most of the catches in this section, 
even among those species that take ar- 
tificials readily. 

When a new fish comes along, such 
as these recently introduced trout, 
Ozark folk try their own tested methods 
of fishing. Since these are more or less 
basic they usually work, and the local 
people worry very little about what 
other trout fishermen might think of 
their methods. 


other try. The top of Norfork Dam 
was now showing through the upper 
fringe of the fog. I flipped a juicy- 
looking crawfish out into the hole. 
Nothing happened as I worked it slow- 
ly in. I cast again and started that 
“let it sink, then move it in” business. 
On the third let-it-sink a fish struck and 
busted the fog wide open. I saw it 
dimly as it smashed its way out of the 
water in a clumsy rolling jump. From 
then on it alternately dogged it on the 
bottom and tried to run off downstream 
with my outfit. Finally it gave up and 
let me bring it in—a four-pound brown. 

Sam came up just then with three 
browns that looked bigger than mine. 
He said he’d put back several smaller 
ones. I started to reach for another 
crawfish. 

“No use in that,’’ Sam said. ‘Fish- 
ing’s all done.” He motioned toward 
the pool from which the last wisps of 
fog were just fading. Without this 
opaque cover, the pool showed still and 
transparent. A couple of trout in the 
center seemed suspended in air as they 
lazily waved their fins and watched us. 
I flipped the crawfish into the pool 
and the fish scooted out of sight among 
the rocks. 

The following Sunday we moved over 
to Bull Shoals Dam and tried the trout 
there. That was an entirely different 
situation. There was no fog this time, 
but we didn’t need it. We fished off the 
downstream face of the dam from a 
runway some 45 feet above the water. 
Water conditions were like those we’d 
found below Norfork, because the power 
plant was not in operation, but we were 
so far above the water, which was in 
deep shadow, that the fish couldn’t see 
us. 

There were a dozen or so anglers 
about. Some were using minnows, some 
worms, but we were the only ones with 
soft craws. We began hooking fish 
right off the bat, and each time it was 
necessary to walk the fish across the 
face of the dam, climb down, and walk 
another 100 yards downstream to a 
spot where we could get to the water 
and land it. We let small fish get off 
the hook. They weren’t worth the walk 
—especially after we had a couple of 
big browns on the stringer. 

The worm fishermen were taking 
trout regularly, mostly rainbows under 
15 inches, but those with minnows 
weren’t doing much. 

I tried artificials here but was unable 
to work them properly from such a 
height. However, I have no doubt that 


I decided then to give soft craws an-

have not the faintest idea, but the 
rumor is kicking around all over the 
United States.

Be that as it may, the fine new Model 
88 is interesting and revolutionary, the 
first new lever-action rifle for high- 
power cartridges that has come out in 
half a century or more.

The Winchester 
Model 86 was a black-powder action, 
and the much later Winchester Model 
71 for the potent .348 cartridge is 
simply a slightly revised edition of the 
old Model 86 made of modern heat- 
treated alloy steel. The Winchester 
Model 64 deer rifle is just another 
version of the old Model 94, which was 
designed in very early smokeless- 
powder days and which was first in- 
troduced for the black-powder .32/40 
and .38/55 cartridges. 

The present-day Marlin big-game 
rifles are simply modernizations of old 
and basic Marlin designs, and the Model 
99 Savage is a slight modification of an 
action that came out not far from 60 
years ago.

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pretty much stayed put marking time. 

But the new Model 88 Winchester is 
quite a job. Many have criticized the 
lever actions because they have two- 
piece stocks and do not get the sup- 
port of the solid one-piece stock. Many 
have also criticized them because their 
breech bolts do not lock at the head 
and as a consequence the cases stretch 
at high pressure as the breech bolts set 
back. High pressures the gun nut loves 
simply cannot be used in lever actions. 

At first glance the Model 88 looks as 
if a Model 99 Savage had been 
frightened by a Model 70 Winchester. 
It has the streamline receiver end of 
the Model 99, and much the same curved 
lever; but the stock and the barrel look 
like those on the Model 70. 


he most interesting thing about the 

action is that for most purposes it is 
essentially a bolt action, in that the 
breech bolt has a separate head with 
three locking lugs which turn into re- 
cesses in the receiver, with 30 percent 
more locking area than in the Model 
70 Winchester. This is exactly what 
gives such bolt actions as the Mauser, 
the Springfield, the Winchester Model 
70, and the Remington Model 721 such 
an advantage. The bolts lock at the 
head and the cartridge cases do not 
stretch. The breech bolt of the Model 
88 has some camming action to get a 
sticky case going, too. Action is very 
fast, since the lever has a 40 percent 
shorter travel than that of the famous 
old Model 94. Bolt face is recessed. 
Ejector is of the plunger type. 

The .308 is a right hot little cartridge, 
but I had no extraction difficulties. I 
loaded up some of the fired .308 cases. 
They seated easily. The Model 88 can 
be used by the handloader. 

The safety is of the trigger-guard, 
crossbolt variety. The detachable box 
magazine is of pressed steel and holds 
five cartridges staggered as in the 
Mauser-type magazine. Barrel has a 
dovetail slot for a folding front leaf 
sight with white triangle and wide U. 
The design is excellent, for an open 
sight. 

Light barrel has a fore-end screw— 
a pious idea, as those who have jockeyed 
around with Model 70 Winchesters 
know. The screw acts like a bedding 
device, for with it tension on the barrel

can be increased or slacked off, and by 
experimenting the rifle owner can tell 
what degree of tension gives him the 
best accuracy. 

Stock has nondetachable sling swivels 
and a funny-looking hook effect at the 
comb. I do not care for the line there, 
and I'll cut it away with a rasp if I 
ever have a Model 88. However, lama 
very conventional fellow and anything 
out of the ordinary scares the wits out 
of me. Many like this line, and this is 
a free world. 


B’ the proof of the rifle is in the 


shooting, and this one _ shoots 
astonishingly well. I suspected it would 
when I tried a 100-yd. prone group with 
iron sights and sling. I then sent an 
SOS to Owen Tytegraff of Redfield Gun- 
sight Corp. for a mount. Owen had 
never laid eyes on an 88, but he cooked 
up a base from specifications and sent 
it to me. It fitted fine. Base is held to 
receiver by four screws, but unlike the 
Model 70 and other bolt actions it has 
no shoulder to stop recoil. It worked 
fine, though. Rifle is also 
i ; tapped and drilled for re- 
ng as: ceiver sights. 

I put a 4X Supra scope 
on it, shot the rifle on a 
100-yd. indoor range. For 
whatever the reason, best 
accuracy was obtained 
with the 110-gr. .30 cali- 
ber Western spire-point 
bullet. With that I was 
within 1%4 in. The barrel 
seemed to walk a bit 
when it heated up, and I 
believe I could have got 
the rifle to shoot better 
if I had done some ex- 
perimenting with the 
bedding. With the 150 
and the 180-gr. Silver- 
tips I’d get a slightly 
wild one with every five- 


shot group, but even at that the groups 
would run 2 in. or close to it. One shot 
was really wild—about 3 in. right and 
low. In this case I either let go a 
powerful flinch or ran into a deformed 
bullet. Groups from 180-gr. fodder 
were 2 in. below those fired with 150-gr. 
bullets. Those with the 110-gr. bullets 
landed about % in. above the 150 gr. 
This at 100 yd. 

I didn’t get to shoot the rifle much or 
to do much experimenting with it. My 
feeling is that it will shoot just as well 
as a bolt-action sporter of equivalent 
weight. Trigger pull is on the creepy 
side but not a bit bad. Fact is I rather 
liked it. Novel trigger is part of guard 
and lever. 

Rifle is quite light. With Redfield’s 
mount and the Supra scope but with 
magazine empty it weighed only 8 lb., 
and without scope and mount only 7. 
Stock dimensions are: drop at comb 
15% in., and at heel 244; length of pull, 
13 in. 

All in all, I think this light, stream- 
line, revolutionary little lever action 
will go over well. At first it looks a 
bit odd, but the more I saw it the more 
I liked its appearance. The thing grows 
on one. 

Checkering is good, for a factory 
rifle. Composition buttplate and grip 
cap are good-looking. Fore-end and 
22-in. barrel with ramp front sight are 
in good proportion. 

A great many hunters, particularly 
the woods hunters of the East, have 
never taken the bolt action to their

Unlike the Mauser action, it does not 
lock up close to the head of the car- 
tridge. Instead it has four lugs way 
back toward the bolt handle. This, I 
should think, might result in some case 
stretching when high-pressure loads are 
used. Bolt has four gas-escape vents in 
the body of the bolt itself, vents which 
push the gas across and away. Trigger 
pull on the rifle is superb and trigger

gr. bullet on top of a caseful of shotgun 
powder. However, the recessed bolt 
face has the same type of ejector as the 
Remington Model 721 action and a 
small extractor that doesn’t get as good 
a hold on the rim of the case as the 
Mauser type extractor. The magazine 
loads from the bottom. 

If Weatherby adopts the new action 
for his .378 it will be in modified form, 
he writes. Meantime Model 1917 En- 
field actions, which are both plentiful 
and cheap, can be altered to handle the 
new cartridge, and the Brevex Magnum 
Mauser actions for the .416 Rigby, im- 
ported by Tradewinds, Inc., Tacoma 1, 
Wash., would be ideal for it. 

As a game cartridge the new .378 
should be terrific. A bullet weighing 
300 gr. is a lot of bullet and 3,000 f.p.s. 
is a lot of velocity. Combine the two, 
and when something gets hit it’s going 
to fall down. Roy Weatherby has al- 
ready given the new cartridge a good 
tryout on game. He shot elephant and 
other large stuff with it when he was 
in Kenya in 1953. With it one should 
be able to collapse the largest Alaska 
brown bears or big northern moose in 
their tracks with one shot, and it should 
be very useful on the big stuff in 
Africa. 

The lightweight experimental rifle 
kicked like a mule, but again it is not 
the .378 which Weatherby is going to 
put out. Any rifle for that cartridge 
should weigh complete 10% to 11 Ib. 
It should have a stock with absolutely 
no drop at heel, and a heavy enough 
fore-end so the shooter’s left hand can 
take up some of the recoil. Fixed up 
like that. it shouldn’t kick too bad.— 
Jack O’Connor.

Recently the concern sent me a cata- 
logue printed in highly literate English. 
Since Norma plans to sell its ammuni- 
tion all over the world and presumably 
is in business to make a buck or a krone 
or whatever a Norwegian makes, let’s 
take a look at the Norma line. 

Of the handgun cartridges only one is 
American in origin—.32 A.C.P., which 
in Europe is known as the 7.65 mm. 
Browning. Two, the .30 and 9 mm. 
Luger, are German. And one, the 9 mm. 
Browning Long, was designed in Bel- 
gium for an automatic pistol designed 
by an American.

Of the rifle cartridges the .220 Swift, 
the .257 Roberts, the .250/3000 Savage, 
the .270, and the .30/06 are American. 
The 6.5 and 7.7 mm. Arisaka are Japa- 
nese but probably designed for the 
American market, where many thou- 
sands of more or less orphaned Jap 
rifles are kicking around. 

The 6.5 Mannlicher-Schoenauer is 
Austrian, and the 6.5 x 55 is for the 
Swedish Mauser and the Norwegian 
Krag rifles. The 8 x 58-R is for the 
Danish Krag. The .300 H. & H. Mag- 
num and the .303 British are, of course, 
of British origin. 

The rest of the cartridges are all Ger- 
man—the 8 x 57 J and JS, the 8 x 57 
J and JRS, the 8 x 60 and the 8 x 60-S, 
the 9.3 x 57, the 9.3 x 62, the 9.3 x 72-R, 
and the 9.3 x 74-R. In European desig- 
nation the first numeral is the bore 
diameter, the second the case length. 
J designates the German infantry car- 
tridge. R means rimmed and §S stands 
for spitzer, or sharp point. 

Norma makes the cases for the 
Weatherby ammunition used in the 
Weatherby series of rifles. Outfit also 
exports excellent bullets jacketed with 
mi:d steel and makes unnecked .30/06 
and .300 Magnum cases for the wild- 
catters to play with. Incidentally, Nor- 
ma cases meant for the American mar- 
ket are primed with Boxer-type primers. 
They can be reloaded with standard 
American tools and primed with Ameri- 
can large-rifle-size primers. 


Featherweight Husqvarna 


M™: a citizen who’s lugged a 10-lb. 
rifle back to camp after a tough 
day in the hills has wished he had a 
614-lb. .30/06—a desire which for many 
years has been a bit on the improbable 
side. The new Husqvarna lightweight 
weighs just that! 

The rifle is built on the modified 
Mauser action used on the heavier 
Crown Grade rifles. It wears‘a light 
2014-in. barrel and a light cheekpiece 
stock with sling swivels and a snobble 
fore-end. The Husqvarna action has a 
hinged floorplate with release in the for- 
ward portion of the trigger guard and a 
slide (shotgun type) safety that locks 
both bolt and trigger bar. Little rifle 
is equipped with ramp front sight and 
open rear sight dovetailed into the bar- 
rel. Receiver is tapped and drilled for 
receiver sights and also for top scope 
mount. 

With its light weight and good han- 
dling qualities it should be a dandy 
little woods and saddle rifle. Sample is 
in .30/06 with a 1-12 twist barrel, but 
.270’s with 1-10 twist barrels will be 
coming through. 

Using old World War II caliber .30 
M-2 ammunition made at Denver, Colo., 
I got 2% to 3-in. groups with the tiny 
Husqvarna. With the Hornady 150-gr. 
soft-points and 54 gr. of No. 4320 pow- 
der, groups stayed well under 2 in. This 
was with a 4X hunting scope with Red- 
field Jr. mount. It speaks well for the 
workmanship on the little rifle, for even 
with no attempt to tune the rifle up, ac- 
curacy is plenty good for any big-game 
hunting one would want to do. 





MY SHARE OF MOOSE

I yank-slammed the bolt as fast as I 
could and fired again from halfway to 
my shoulder, but this time I tipped the 
barrel higher. He was about 10 feet 
above me on the slope, charging fast, 
head low, when I fired again. He col- 
lapsed at the shot, and as he slid by me 
his front feet skidded from under him 
and knocked me sprawling. When I 
picked myself up, slightly shaky, he 
was in his death struggle. 

My first shot hadn’t touched him. The 
second, as he started toward me, hit 
about six inches above his nose; and the 
last shot, the one that saved me from 
being steam-rollered, had taken him 
between the eyes. 

While that was an unusual incident, 
it does demonstrate that a bull moose 
can be dangerous. Mighty dangerous, 
in fact. Ordinarily, when a bull hears, 
sees, or smells a man, he scrams as fast 
as his legs can carry him. But I’m sure 
this bull was out to get me. 

Although a bull ordinarily won't at- 
tack a man, it’s a different story with a 
cow that has newborn calves. I'd a 
whole lot rather run into a flock of 
grizzly bears than a mad cow moose. 

I used to walk the seven miles be- 
tween my two trapping cabins on 
Savage River, on the north side of the 
Alaska Range. In the spring the easiest 
traveling was on dry-gravel sloughs 
that adjoin the river. For some reason 
most of the cow moose in the region 
seemed to gather along those sloughs 
to have their calves. At least a dozen 
times I have walked around a corner 
and found myself face to face with a 
cow moose and freshly born calves. 
Sometimes the calves were still wet. 
The cow invariably would take one 
look and start for me, grunting, her 
mane on end and her ugly head shaking 
back and forth. They’re horrible-look- 
ing at that time of year anyway, be- 
cause they’re shedding. She’d get 
close, stand on her hind legs, and run 
at me, striking with her front hoofs. 

Seeing the calves, I didn’t want to 
shoot, and I never had to kill the cow, 
but it was close a number of times. I 
had to dodge out from directly beneath 
two of those animals. If I hadn't 
jumped, they’d have flattened me sure. 
Then I got out of there—fast. 

Frequently the calves walk right up 
to you when they’re young. I'd a lot 
rather fool with grizzly cubs. After 
two or three weeks, the lady moose 
loses a lot of that fiercely protective 
instinct, and will usually take off when 
someone approaches. But when the 
calves are fresh-born—look out. 

I’ve seen and killed my share of 
moose in the 40 years I’ve been in 
Alaska. When I first came to the 
territery, market hunting was big busi- 
ness, and I spent 10 years at it. During 
that time I killed and sold about 60 
moose, mostly to the Alaska Road Com- 
mission while they were building the 
Richardson Highway through the Alas- 
ka Range. All game meat—Dall sheep, 
caribou, or moose—brought me two 
bits a pound, delivered to the Road 
Commission camps. When I brought

in, say, 800 pounds of moose meat I 
had quite a chunk of money. 

During those years I got a good idea 
of the actual weights of Alaska moose. 
I’ve heard a great deal of talk about 
moose weighing a ton and other fan- 
tastic figures, but if they grow that 
big I’ve never seen one. When I was 
market hunting, I was curious about 
how much weight a moose lost in being 
dressed out, so I took a pair of accurate 
beam scales with me one day and 
weighed a very big bull I killed. 

The front quarters weighed 236 

pounds each, the hindquarters 182 and 
190 pounds, making a total of 844 
pounds. The head, with antlers (which 
incidentally had a fairly large, 60-inch 
spread) weighed 115 pounds. The hide 
came to 120 pounds, and I sacked up the 
entrails and weighed them in at 300 
pounds. That gives a total weight of 
| 1,379 pounds, without blood. The blood 
| in a moose weighs at least 25 pounds, 
conservatively, so that brings the total 
to at least 1,400 pounds, live weight. 
| And he was a very big moose. Per- 
| sonally, I don’t believe the stories I’ve 
| heard about 2,000- -pound moose. 

Since my market-hunting days I’ve 
killed about 25 bulls, bringing my life- 
| time total to about 85 moose. In killing 
| that many I’ve learned a few interesting 
| things about this largest member of 
| the North American deer family. 

Starting around the first of Sep- 
tember, when the Alaska moose season 
opens, it’s a fairly simple matter to call 
up a big bull. They come to a call more 
easily as the season progresses, so that 
after September 15 there’s practically 
nothing to it. However, the young bulls 





won't pay much attention to a call. 


Fe that I have used for years, imi- 
tating the big adult bulls, is fairly 
easily described. I remember the word, 
Europe, and as I call, pronounce it 
“eeeeeeerrrrroooooOOOOOOPP.” I use 
a birch-bark horn about a foot long, six 
inches in diameter at the bell and 
about 2% inches at the smaller end. 
The outside of the bark is on the inside 
of the horn. For some reason the sound 





is different when the outside of the 
bark is turned in. I think the loose 


| bark and fibers give resonance to the 
| call. 


I hold my fingers over my nose, 
which gives the sound kind of a grunt- 
ing quality. Start the ‘‘eeeeee’”’ part at 


|} a low pitch, and end with ‘“ooo0OOO- 


OOPP” in a very abrupt rise in pitch. 

Usually I give that call three or four 
times, wait a few minutes, then give a 
cow call, which is a little harder to 
describe. It goes “EEEeeee,” starting 
at a high pitch, descending, and end- 
ing with a sound like a combination 


| cough and sneeze—it can’t be spelled. 


Either of these two calls in still air 
will carry more than two miles to a 
moose—his hearing is twice as acute as 
aman’s. A young bull calls occasional- 
| ly in the fall, sounding somewhat like 
a cow, but the call doesn’t carry far. 

For years I made the mistake of 
| remaining perfectly quiet when a bull 
got close to me as I called, expecting 
him to come closer, but now I get much 
| better results by making as much 
| racket as I can. I clatter a couple of

pieces of caribou or moose antlers to- 
gether, strike a willow bush with a 
heavy stick, or even chop at a dead tree 
with an ax. The more noise—of the 
right kind—the better. If all is quiet, 
a bull often gets suspicious, circles to 
get your wind, and is gone before you 
see him. A moose’s eyesight isn’t so 
good, but his sense of smell is tops, and 
so is his hearing. 

I prefer to make a small blind 10 or 
12 feet up in a tree near a lake where 
moose feed. If I don’t get a bull the 
first day I call, I do the second. It’s 
foolish to stomp all around the country 
hunting moose when they’ll come right 
to you. 


get tired of people telling me they’ve 

killed a moose with such a “gamy” 
flavor they can’t eat it. It’s “gamy”’ all 
right. Anyone who hunts moose should 
know something about their breeding 
cycle. 

Here’s what happens. In Alaska, 
about September 15 is the beginning of 
the season I call the “walking time” 
for moose. The breeding bulls (I don’t 
think they breed until they’re at least 
three years old) start traveling and 
looking. They aren’t breeding at that 
time, but they travel for miles. I had 
a 45X telescope mounted on a stand 
at my cabin, and I’ve seen bulls 10 
miles off, traveling into every patch of 
trees or brush they could find, looking 
for cows. 

' The walking time lasts from the mid- 
dle of September until breeding starts 
about the last week of the month. I 
have been within 25 yards of cows when 
a bull found them during this period. 
The bull runs to a cow and starts lick- 
ing her body all over. He curries her 
along one side, around the head, and 
down the other side, all the while ob- 
viously excited and nervous. Soon the 
cow urinates, and the bull immediately 
stops licking her and starts to swallow 
the urine. Often, in the stomachs of 
breeding bulls, you'll find as much as 
two or three gallons of cow urine and 
little else. Naturally the urine in the 
stomachs of these big bulls flavors the 
meat strongly. Also, the liver swells 
and becomes light-brown and almost 
like a honeycomb. I’ve offered such a 
liver to my dogs, but they won’t eat it. 
I don’t blame them. “Gamy”’ flavor! 
I call it spoiled meat. If you try to 
cook it, it’ll drive you out of the house. 

I have killed two and three-year-old 
bulls as late as the first of October 
and found them to be perfect eating, 
but I won’t even consider shooting a 
full-grown bull after the middle of Sep- 
tember. Before that date, however, a 
big bull is as fine eating as prime breef, 
and I’m not exaggerating. 

During this walking time the young- 
er bulls, two and three years old, fol- 
low the old boys as they travel across 
country. The big fellows hook every 
willow they come to and make passes 
at little spruce trees, all the time 
grunting and fussing loudly. Every 
time they turn and look cross-eyed at 
one of the young bulls—‘“students” I 
call ’em—the youngster reels back and 
acts as if he were about to be hit. 
Nevertheless they follow the old “mas-

you’re looking at. 

During the 1953 moose season I saw 
a bull that was the best I’ve seen in 
Alaska. There were eight other bulls 
and a cow with him. Any one of the 
eight other bulls would have been a big 
animal in most places—four of them 
probably had 60-inch spreads——-but he 
dwarfed the largest of them. I was less 
than 500 yards away, above him, and I 
estimated he had a 75-inch spread. As 
I watched, he lay down in the middle 
of a small meadow and went to sleep. 
His rack didn’t look particularly large 
until he stood alongside one of the other 
bulls, or until I had a rear view of it. 

It would have been a simple matter 
to go down and shoot him, but I wasn’t 
interested in a trophy. Besides, it was 
near the middle of September, and I 
wasn’t sure the meat would be good. 
So I ‘et him go. Since then, I’ve 
thought a lot about that bull. 

Moose have increased steadily in the 
interior of Alaska since I arrived here 
in 1915. They’ve even moved north of 
the Brooks Range and are now found 
in fair numbers along the Colville River 
—-I counted 135 as I flew over a 50-mile 
stretch of the Colville four years ago, 
and I’m sure I didn’t see them all. 

Philip Smith, of the U. S. Geological 
Survey, told me there were no moose 
and very few caribou on the arctic slope 
when he worked there from 1924 to 
1926. Now, both are there in fair num- 
bers. 

Many years ago, Windy Wagner and 
Russian Pete, trapping partners on the 
Kenai Peninsula, were traveling by dog 
team about three miles from their cabin 
when they saw a bull moose. Windy 
suggested that he break one of the 
moose’s legs and then drive it down to 
the cabin before killing it. Pete said 
that was a fine idea. It looked as if it 
would be easier than hauling the meat. 


bS 'fory had no trouble breaking one 
of the animal’s front legs. He then 
made himself a club from the limb of 
a tree, planning to haze the crippled 
animal toward the cabin. 

But things didn’t go as _ planned. 
Windy was soon legging it as fast as 
he could, the angry moose close behind 
him, heading away from the cabin. 

“Hey!” shouted Russian Pete. “You 
go wrong way, Windy. Turn round. 
Chase moose to cabin.” 

“Shoot him! Shoot him, you crazy 
Russian,” screamed Windy, as he 
dodged around trees and floundered 
through the deep snow on his awkward 
snowshoes, the moose almost breathing 
down his neck. 

That went on for some time, the pa- 
tient Russian shouting advice and wait- 
ing for Windy to drive the moose in 
the right direction, while Windy kept 
screaming at Pete to shoot the moose 
and forget about driving him to the 
cabin. 

When Pete finally shot the moose, 
Windy collapsed, exhausted, about 10 
feet in front of the dying animal. 

“Lordy, you never know what one of 
these critters is goin’ to do,” he told 
Pete when he finally got his wind back.

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Any Animal That Walks? 


Question: I’ve heard of a guy in Alaska who 
shoots elk, deer, bear, and moose—with only a 
.22 rifle. A friend and I disagree on whether 
it can be done. Can you please shed some light 


| on this question?—Pat Wilmot, Wis. 


Answer: It’s entirely possible to kill any 
animal that walks with one shot from a .22. 
However, it’s not so easy to get that shot into 
exactly the right place. As a matter of fact 
many people do hunt deer and larger game with 
.22 rifles, but they wound many animals that get 


| away only to die a slow and painful death. 


In Mexico some years ago a cowboy who 
had a .22 with him had a chance to shoot up 
All of them got away wounded, but 
The buzzards had got to 
them. 

I quite agree that hitting an animal in the 
right place is more important than what you 
hit it with, but there is a limit. It is simply 
not sensible, sporting, or humane to attempt 
to hunt large animals with a .22. For that mat- 
ter, under ideal circumstances one could prob- 
ably kill most big-game animals with a pocket- 
knife, but I wouldn't recommend it, because 
those ideal circumstances don’t arise very 
often.--J.0'C. 


8 mm. Handloading 


Question: I am reloading for an 8 mm. 170-gr. 
bullet with No. 2400 powder. How many grains 
of powder do I need to match the factory-loaded 
bullet? How much powder do I need using 
No. 2400 or No. 3031 for a 150-gr. bullet? Does 
powder lose its strength with age?—E. A. 
Gadreault, Mass. 


Answer: I strongly advise you not to attempt 
to load a full-power load in the 8 mm. with No. 
2400 powder. That is very quick-burning, suit- 
able for small-capacity cases and for midrange 
loads in large-capacity cases. You couldn't 
approach factory ballistics with No. 2400. 

With the 170-gr. Speer bullet, 47 gr. of du 
Pont No. 3031 give a muzzle velocity of 2,726 
feet per second with safe and moderate pres- 
sures. Probably with the 150-gr. bullet one 
would be justified in using 49 gr. of the same 
powder, for a velocity of around 2,900 f.p.s. 

Powder does not lose its strength with age. 
—J.O’C.

Pump Gun Shoots Low 


Question: I have a 20 gauge pump gun, 
with a single-turn Poly-Choke, which I use on 
It seems to shoot a little low 
and I get a lot of cripples. Is it actually pos- 
sible for a shotgun to shoot low, or is it the 


| way I handle it?—W. L. Summers, Okla. 


Answer: If you have a tendency to “aim” 
that gun by using the bead on the Poly-Choke 
as the front sight and the receiver as the rear 
sight, you'll shoot low, because to an “aimer”’ 
adding a variable-choke device is like putting 


|a higher front sight on a rifle. 


I suggest that you determine whether you 


really do shoot low by putting a large bullseye 
at what you call quail range—say 25 yd. Then 
throw your gun up and shoot quickly, as you do 
in the field. Note where the pattern centers. If 
you find that it consistently centers low, you can 
raise the center of your pattern by getting a 
gunsmith to dowel and glue a strip of wood 
to the comb so that you'll see more barrel, and 
your gun will shoot where you look. Actually 
a quail gun should shoot a bit high, because a 
quail is almost always a rising target.—J.O’C. 


Handgun on Jackrabbits 


Question: I'm having trouble with Texas 
jackrabbits. The .22 Long Rifle load I use in 
my Smith & Wesson K-.22 revolver with 4-in. 
barrel just doesn’t seem to stop them unless, of 
course, I get a head or heart shot, and I’m not 
good enough to count on that with any regular- 
ity. Could I safely convert this handgun to 
take .22 Hornet ammunition?—Charles H. Ham- 
ner, Tex. 


Answer: No, I don’t think it would be pos- 
sible at all to convert a K-.22 to take the 
Hornet; the frame and cylinder simply are not 
Strong enough. About the most potent medicine 
you can use is the .22 Long Rifle hollow-point 
high-speed bullet. 

In the past gunsmiths have converted a few 
Colt single-action revolvers and, I believe, a 
few heavy-frame Colt New Service revolvers to 
take the .22 Hornet cartridge. But I suspect 
they used special heat-treated alloy-steel cylin- 
ders and special barrels. 

I seriously doubt if such a revolver would be 
much of a bargain anyway. There would be a 
considerable velocity loss in even a 6-in. barrel. 
Furthermore, the problem of hitting game with 
a handgun at anything approximating rifle range 
still remains considerable.—J.O’C. 


Rifle Shoots High 


have a .30/06 rifle that has 
always shot high. I've had the iron sights set 
as low as possible and it continues to shoot 
high. What can I do to bring it down?—Tim 
Valdez, Colo. 


Question: I 


Answer: You can make a rifle shoot lower 
by raising the front sight or lowering the rear 
sight, which amounts to the same thing. If 
your rear sight is down as far as it'll go and 
the gun still shoots high, the only thing to do 
is get a higher front sight. 

I suggest, though, that you first have a gun- 
smith check the bedding. It may be that the 
fore-end has warped and is bearing up hard 
against the underside of the barrel, causing the 
gun to shoot high.—J.O’C. 


Improved .30/06 


Question: I have a .30/06 rifie and would like 
to know if I can use the Improved .30/06 car- 
tridge.—Robert Walkama, Minn. 


Answer: The Improved .30/06 is made by 
firing an ordinary .30/06 cartridge in a so-called 
Improved chamber. A reamer has been run 
into a regular .30/06 chamber to give it less 
taper and a sharper shoulder. Then when a 
regular .30/06 case is fired the pliable brass 
swells out to fit the chamber. The result is an 
Improved case. A regular .30/06 cartridge can 
be fired in an Improved chamber, but the Im- 
proved .30/06 case obviously cannot be fired in a 
regular chamber. 

Ballistic tests have also shown that an ‘“im- 
proved” .30/06 cartridge is not precisely an im- 
provement.—J.O’C.

Then we cut a stout pine pole and— 
again following an artist’s concept— 
slung the limp and awkward carcass 
between us. After 10 paces I knew I 
wasn’t going to reach the truck that 
way, and Lanny confessed it seemed 
quite a load to him. We wound up by 
dragging that doe two miles downhill 





through the brush and down trees. 
When, with a final effort, I helped 
Lanny swing his prize onto the truck’s 
tail gate, I was through for the day. 

“We might as well strike camp and 
get your deer home where you can take 
care of it properly,’ I said. “It’s only 
a three-hour drive, and after that work- 
out I’m not going to be doing any more 
hunting today.

When I reached the spot, he was 
lying on his back with all four feet in 
the air. The 180-grain Silvertip had 
punched through both his shoulders, 
completely scrambling his lungs. His 
antlers had a total of 12 points and 
he weighed 180 pounds when I got him 
to the freezer plant next day. 

I don’t know why people try to 
make a mystery of deer hunting. 
There’s really nothing to it: you just 
go where the deer are and shoot them. 
Sometimes it takes a while to find the 
right place, that’s all. THE END

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WHAT’S NEW IN AIRBOATS 


his is meant mainly to bring you 

up to date on air-driven craft. 

Since my last article on the subject 

a couple of years ago, boats propelled 

by airplane-type propellers have been 

improved considerably. It’s all good 

news, particularly to sportsmen, and 

promises to give these unique craft 

the boost in popularity they have long 
deserved. 

One good thing, for instance, is the 
new outboard-type air-drive motors. 
This application of the air drive isn’t 
meant to give your boat the speed and 
spectacular performance of the true 
airboat, but enough advantages are 
gained to be worth while. 

These air-drive outboard motors, as 
you likely know, are self-contained 
units which clamp to the transom in 
regular outboard fashion. They’re light, 
a smaller model weighing 39 Ib., a 
larger 56 Ib. Another make, a more 
powerful job offered on a partially to- 
order basis, weighs only 75 lb. Since 
the propeller and its guard are remov- 
able, carrying or stowing is no problem. 
An owner could use this type when it

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would be an advantage, and his regular 
motor at other times. 

The smaller, advertised model is said 
to drive conventional boats as fast as 
seven miles per hour, and the larger to 
11 m.p.h. The 75-pound one, used on a 
big marsh-type boat with two men 
aboard, did about 18 miles. With a 
smaller, lighter hull it would un- 
doubtedly do better. 

Such speeds fall far short of what 
regular inboard-type airboats with their 
powerful engines can do. These boats 
have an ordinary speed of 35 m.p.h., 
and between 40 and 50 is quite common. 
Some unusually powerful boats will 
clock 70 or better. 

What’s important, though, is that the 
rather slow speeds of the air-drive 
outboard boats are entirely satisfactory 
for many fishing and hunting purposes. 
After all, they’re nothing new or un- 
tried. Air-drive outboards of sorts have 
been in use for some years. Lately it’s 
been possible to have one built, but 
generally it was a matter of making 
your own. Being ingenious, you used 
some small, light, air-cooled motor, 
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usually the power head of a chainsaw, 
to turn a small, special-shaped air pro- 
peller, planning the whole thing as a 
removable unit for clamping to a boat’s 
transom. Now, though, buying beats 
building. The ready-to-use ones are 
very reasonably priced and are a per- 
fected application of the idea. 


| Seas speed and other important points, 
an outboard-powered airboat should 
compare favorably with another new 
type of air-driven craft that is gaining 
favor in some parts of the country. This 
is the low-powered airboat with a suit- 
able, perhaps specially designed, hull 
and a power plant and drive which are 
more or less permanently installed. 
Air-cooled motors are used, usually be- 
ing the low-power marine or industrial 
type (from 215 to 15 horsepower) to 
turn a special propeller designed for 
such low power. These afford about the 
same speed as underwater drives of 
comparable horsepower. 

From this you can see that in waters 
which are deep enough so that the 
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underwater drive of the conventional 
outboard or inboard-powered boat can 
be used satisfactorily, nothing is to be 
gained by using a low-powered airboat. 
| And, to my mind, this also applies 
| pretty much to all the regular or higher- 
| powered types we will discuss later. 


} P shallow water or marsh, though, it’s 
a different matter. Airboats really 
come into their own there, often being 
}used where a conventional boat and 
| drive would be a nuisance or perhaps 
couldn't be used at all. Outboard-driven 
and similarly low-powered airboats lack 
the power to push over or through ob- 
structions, but their speed isn’t seri- 
ously reduced when the water is very 
shallow. If the hull shape is proper, 
the boat will have that unusual ability 
of the air-drive type, to be faster in 
shallow water than in deep. Best of all, 
there are no underwater parts of the 
drive to worry about. The motor is air- 
cooled and the propeller is an air type. 
If it is one of the outboard air-drive ar- 
rangements we've been talking about. 
the motor swivels in regular outboard 
fashion and steers by the changed 
direction of the air blast. If it’s a type 
| with the engine permanently installed, 
| an air rudder will likely be used. All 
that’s in the water is the bottom of the 
boat. 

Whether it will stand the gaff of such 
| use, which includes driving over mud 
|and through grass and worse, will de- 
; pend largely on the boat’s construction 
—the strength of its planking and in- 
| side framing, and the shape of its bot- 
tom. Many boats designed for air drive, 
including those with permanently 
mounted but low-power engines, are 
planked with plywood, and a lot of these 
are being covered with Fiberglas. For 
really tough going, many are made of 
aluminum. Other boats have a com- 
bination of these materials. 
| The shape of the bottom 
right, too. If an air-drive outboard 
|motor is used, there’s no need to be 
fussy, but it is understandable that a 
| light, shallow hull will do better than 
one that sits deep in the water. 

As for a true airboat with a powerful 
engine, everything in connection with 
| it must be constructed to take the fast, 
hard running it will get. It should also 
be suited for particular conditions and 
|as I’ll explain, it’s easy to make mis- 
takes about that. 

In the cases of airboats that were un- 
satisfactory, someone went astray. 
| Seldom indeed can the principle of the 
| air drive itself be blamed. In some 
| cases the trouble was that an airboat 
| was of no advantage for the owner's 
particular use—-he should have stuck to 
| the conventional type. Just as often, it 
was because a wrong type of boat was 
chosen for the job. Or perhaps the type 
was right, but the planning or the 
building was not. 

You should remember that 
among these so-called “regular” air- 
boats, there are different types. Some 
are intended strictly for _ sheltered, 
shallow water and marsh. Others are 
designed for deep, open water. Some 
boats are extremes in either of these 
respects. Others can best be classed as 
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an all-purpose type, quite satisfactory | 
for marsh use and reasonably good on! 
open water. 

Most of the faulty ones have been | 
of the swamp type. Such boats are very | 
unsatisfactory, to say the least, on) 
rough waters. In fact, one way to 
flirt with an accident is to run this| 
sort of boat at speed across merely | 
the deep wake of a passing boat. An-| 
other way is to let it get out of control | 
in making a turn. All these boats | 
have shallow hulls with no real grip| 
on the water. In the least chop they | 
can jar your teeth out. If it gets very | 
choppy, you must slow down. 

For use in a swamp or in shallow | 
water, however, they are safe and will 
do all that is claimed for them. They 
have speeds of 40 m.p.h. and better, and | 
shallow water, shoals, and even bare} 
patches of mud don’t faze them. If 
the mud is wet and slick, they’ll drive 
right over it. Tall, rank rushes and} 
grass seldom stop them. 


f your conditions closely approach 

those for which these boats are in- 
tended, there’s no reason why a prop- 
erly designed and well-built airboat of 
this type shouldn’t be perfectly satis- 
factory. But unless you happen to live 
where these boats are used, so that 
perhaps you can copy a good one, 
proper building plans and instructions 
are indispensable. In the past they were 
unobtainable, but-now you can get sets | 
providing this general type of airboat. | 
The resulting boat may not be as ex-| 
treme as many of the native swamp | 
gliders, but for your use it may be more | 
practical. 

On the other hand, if you’ll be using | 
the boat on waters that get rough at | 
times, as well as on shallow water and | 
marsh, investigate the general-purpose 
boats. Boats in that class are used in 
many parts of the country, and in suit- 
able conditions they are entirely satis- 
factory. Most of them steer and handle 
more like conventional boats and they 
behave satisfactorily in fairly rough | 
water. | 

A typical boat, say one in the 14-foot | 
class with the usual 65-h.p. engine, 
can be expected to do up to 35 m.p.h. 
with one person aboard. Loading does 
not cut the speed down as much as you’d 
suppose. With, say, three persons you'll 
get about four miles less. In that case, 
however, there’s a noticeable difference 
when the boat is planing. If only one 
person is in the boat, it comes up on 
top and planes within a distance of 
about twice its length when the throttle 
is opened suddenly. And it will con- 
tinue to plane at speeds as low as 16 
m.p.h. With three passengers aboard, 
it takes a good 100 feet to get it 
planing, and a higher speed is needed 
to keep it planing. 

Plans can be had for this general 
type, too. Some sources even offer a 
choice of designs for them and for those 
to be used only on a marsh. Certainly, 
in requesting designs, you should de- 
scribe the conditions of use. None of 





these plans are so expensive as to in- | 
duce a company to give you wrong ad- 
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d you have a pair of skis worth twice the price 

of the kit. Skis are 7 ply moulded plywood, 67'2’ 
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some cases, what is called a frame kit 
can also be had. This gives you ready- 
cut side and bottom frames and usually 
the other parts of the framework as- 
sembly, so that it’s ready for putting 
on the planking and deck. Prices run 
from $10 to $25 and up. Boats of 12, 
14, and 16 feet in length are typical, 
in all the different types. Plywood 
is usually specified for the planking, 
and a covering of Fiberglas may be 
suggested. By the time this appears, 
plans for aluminum hulls may be avail- 
able. 

All plans include a bill of materials 
and complete building instructions. 
Everything in connection with the 
engine and drive, the rudder, etc., will 
be covered. Some concerns even make 
up certain of the units at a set cost, or 
they may sell you the parts required. 
A specially made propeller will be 
designated and is essential, but it can 
be ordered to suit the engine. 

Suitable engines will be suggested 
and instructions piven for converting. 
But you will be advised to find your 
own. The air-cooled aircraft type is 
used, of course, and naturally the size 
or power will depend on the particular 
boat. Typical for, say, a 14 x 5-foot 
boat is a 65-h.p. Continental. Invariably 
a used one is bought, and most builders 
find a suitable one by looking around 
airports. 

It is estimated that an airboat of 
the size and power just mentioned can 
be built for around $400 complete, if 
you do all the work yourself and are 
anxious to keep the cost down. This 
would include $150 for a used engine 
and about $60 for a suitable propeller. 
The mounting for the engine, the guard 
for the prop, the rudder, etc., could be 
made from the plans, using locally 
purchased materials and fittings. 

Different plans provide not only dif- 
ferent hull shapes but different engine 
and drive arrangements. But—again 
pointing to the wisdom of getting a type 
to suit your conditions—the mechanical 
features are generally worked out to 
suit the type of boat. And, as I’ve 
been explaining, the same applies to 
the hull. Boats meant largely for 
swamp use tend to have a scow shape. 
Those for more open waters or general- 
purpose use may have a pointed bow. 
They’re sure to have greater depth in 
the water, perhaps because of having 
some roundness to the bottom. And so 
on. 


he engine is always set up on a 

mount, so that its propeller swings 
clear. But some boats use a pusher- 
type propeller, others the tractor type. 
A swamp glider, for example, invari- 
ably has the former type. A boat in- 
tended for more open-water use is as 
apt to have the tractor type, which 
turns ahead of the engine. One pushes, 
the other pulls. In any case the pro- 
peller must have a proper guard—it’s 
a safety essential. 

Invariably an air rudder is depended 
on, but often, for open water, there’s 
a combination type consisting of a 
small, in-the-water blade that lifts 
when it strikes an obstruction, and a 
larger air rudder. At slow speeds an

notched jaws, webbed jaws, toothed 
jaws, offset jaws, rubber jaws, three 
jaws, triple clutch, detachable clutch, 
high grips, and square grips. 

There were folding traps which didn’t 
take up much more space when folded 
than the ordinary variety, and easy-set 
traps which were impossible to open 
unless you had both hands free, as I 
learned the hard way by spending a 
whole day with my thumbs in one of 
my own traps. That was one day I 
spent on the trap line when I would 
have preferred to have been in school. 

There were also killer traps, tree 
traps, choker traps, and king-size rat 
traps. 

With all this commercial skunk- 
taking equipment, it would hardly seem 
necessary to manufacture any of our 
own, but we did—figure-four deadfalls, 


| pole and spindle deadfalls, two kinds of 


spring-pole snares, and box traps, to 


| mention a few. 


There were many experiments with 
ways to kill trapped skunks without 
creating a stink, but most of those I 
tried smelled things up more or less— 
usually more. 

When I got older, I carried a .22 
rifle. Theoretically, a well-placed bullet 
will break a skunk’s neck and kill it 
without causing any scent. But my 
skunks usually moved at the wrong 
time, and since a hole in the neck 
decreased the value of the pelt, I 
usually shot them through the head. 
This results in the skunk throwing a 
little scent, but after all, “you can’t be 
a trapper, and smell like a rose,” as 
one of the boys told the schoolmarm. 

The last year I was in the eighth grade 
at Slam Bang, as we called our school, 
we got a new teacher. He wouldn't 
allow the pupils to bring rifles and shot- 
guns to school any more, so I bought a 
long-barreled .22 revolver with a 
shoulder holster, and carried it inside 
He hadn’t mentioned re- 


bout the age when I started slowing 
down when the girls chased me, I 
noticed that the young ladies didn’t try 
very hard to catch me during skunk 
season. Then an old, broken-down 
trapper who knew all about skunks 


| and women (he was a bachelor) taught 


me how to kill skunks and still be a 
lady-killer. He gave me a skunk lance, 
a tiny two-inch knife, needle-pointed 
and about a quarter of an inch wide, 
with both edges honed to a razor edge. 
It was fitted to a ferrule which could be 
attached to a 10-foot pole. I would 
carefully approach the trapped skunk, 
not making any sudden moves to fright- 
If he raised his tail, or aimed 
his rear end in my direction, I stopped. 
When his tail dropped, I advanced. 
When I got close enough, I placed the 
point of the lance against the hollow 
of the skunk’s throat and either thrust 
the knife into his jugular vein or 
stabbed him through the heart. Evi- 
dently the skunk never feels the keen 
blade, for he dies without throwing 
scent.

what I had caught, I got too close to 
the edge, and the bank gave way. Part 
way down, my foot caught in a root, 
and I did a half-flip, landing on my 
neck about four feet from a big, broad- 
striped skunk. I snapped the .22 out of 
its holster with a draw that would have 
been the envy of Wild Bill Hickok, but 
the skunk was already in firing posi- 
tion—and he fired. 

If you’ve ever taken a good deep 
breath from a jar of freshly ground 
horse-radish, you have some idea how 
I felt. My eyes burned as though they’d 
been scalded. I staggered around in 
agony for about 15 minutes before I 
could see anything, and my eyes hurt 
for a couple of days. 


nder certain circumstances, the 
fumes are lethal. A friend of mine 
ran a gray fox into a hole with his dogs, 
and plugged it in. That evening when 
we returned with a shovel and mattock, 
we were greeted with an overwhelming 
odor of skunk. We dug out the hole and 
found a dead fox and a live skunk com- 
pletely out of ammunition. Since there 
wasn’t a mark on the fox’s body when 
we skinned him, he had evidently been 
asphyxiated. 

Foxes, coyotes, and wolves kill a 
few skunks, but horned owls are the 
only creatures that habitually prey on 
them. The skunk’s artillery can’t be 
elevated for use as an anti-aircraft gun. 

One cold January I was hunting mink 
in a marsh along Lake Erie. Many 


| trees had fallen in the shallow water, 


making a tangle of brush that was a 
real mink paradise. When the dogs 
fallen 
tree I was sure they’d found one. 

I shoved a couple of No. 2 traps far 


| back in the hole and wadded my coat 


in the opening, so that if a mink passed 
the traps, he couldn’t get out. Making 
sure there were no other openings, I 
started thumping the tree with my ax. 


| In a little while I heard one trap snap, 
| and pretty soon the second one. 


Then 


I smelled skunk. I jerked my coat 


| away, but it was too late. 


The skunk was a short-stripe, and 
after killing it, I pounded the tree some 
When I was about ready to 
quit, a black skunk came out. Figur- 
ing there might be more, I chopped a 
hole in the trunk, and punched out two 
more, both broad-stripes. 

After I skinned my catch, I looked 
around to see how the skunks had got 
to the tree. There was ice in all direc- 
tions. The nearest land was 20 yards 
away so they must have swum. I 
don’t think they moved in after the ice 
formed, because they had made a good 
nest. 

Another time, while I was trapping 
marten in the Rocky Mountains, I 
caught a spotted skunk, or civet, as 
they’re known in the fur trade, in a 
marten trap I’d set on a spruce limb 
about eight feet above the ground. 
This high-climber, typical of his kind, 
was dark—nearly black—with irregular 
white markings on his back. These 
spotted skunks are smaller than the 
other varieties I’ve mentioned, but they 
smell as big as any of them.

Skunks will eat almost anything— 
fruit, vegetables, soft-shell nuts, small 
animals, including other skunks, birds, 
reptiles, and carrion-—but they prefer 
insects. 

A skunk will scratch at the front of a 
beehive and eat the bees that crawl out 
to investigate. He'll dig out nests of 
yellowjackets and devour grubs and 
adults alike. You often see little pockets 
dug in lawns and golf courses where 
they have been hunting grubs, and a 
young skunk that wandered into our 
bunkhouse at a logging camp and be- 
came a pet developed a fondness for | 
roaches. It practically rid us of these 
pests in a couple of weeks. 

In the Southwest. skunks are said to 
subsist largely on scorpions and rattle- 
snakes. I don’t know about the scor- 
pions, but I once saw a skunk kill a 
rattler. I first saw the animal gallop- 
ing in a circle a1.d thought it might be 
fest in some other trapper’s set. When 
I got closer, I saw that it was running 
around a rattlesnake about 18 inches 
long 

The snake had its head up, ready to 
strike, but it had to keep turning all 
the time to follow the skunk. When it 
lowered its head, the skunk would move 
closer; when the snake’s head was 
poised again, the skunk would retreat. 

Finally the rattler dropped its guard 
and tried to escape to the safety of a 
near-by clump of cactus. The instant 
it turned, the skunk pounced on it, bit- 
ing it behind the head. While the snake 
rolled and twisted, the skunk braced its 
legs wide apart and held on. It was all 
over in less than a minute. 


t’s hard to think of the skunk as a 

lightning-quick killer, but he belongs 
to the same deadly family as the weasel | 
and marten, and he could whip the aver- 
age tomcat without using his scent. 

When two skunks fight, they ap- 
parently rule out gas attacks by mutual 
agreement, and settle the matter by 
tooth and claw. I’ve never seen one of | 
these fights, but I have twice found | 
where they took place. Both battles | 
ended with the victor dining on the | 
loser. 

I have known a number of Indians | 
and a few white men who ate skunks. | 
I never tried them myself, but one In- | 
dian friend says they're delicious—‘“‘just | 
like fat puppy dogs.” 

Skunk oil has been recommended for | 
everything from waterproofing boots | 
to taking internally for asthma. I| 
used to sell quite a few gallons of it | 
to a herb doctor who used it in his 
medicine. 

An old hermit who lived in a anaate | 
along the Allegheny River claimed that | 
a mixture of skunk oil and skunk musk | 
applied to the chest hot every evening | 
would prevent colds, but nobody ever 
got close enough to find out if he had 
a cold or not.

TAKE THE RIGHT CLOTHES 


electing clothing for a midsummer 

camp isn’t always as simple as it 

sounds. It’s fairly easy, of course, 
when you visit the central or southern 
parts of the country where temperatures 
vary less and you have only one main 
problem—that of heat—-to solve. Then 
you must be careful not to dress too 
warmly, and this means that most if 
not all of your garments should be made 
of cotton. 

The picture changes when you camp 
in the popular timber and lake areas of 
the northern United States and south- 
ern Canada, because there you must 
cope with two extremes of weather. 
The thermometer may climb above 90 
degrees in daytime and drop as low as 
50 during the night. To meet these 
changes you need garments of more 
varied texture and weight. Some should 
be of cotton for mild days, others of 
wool for times of cold and chill. If you 
keep these geographical requirements 
in mind when you pick out and pack up 
your camping clothes, you'll remain 
comfortable when the weather shifts 
gears, and you won’t be overburdened 
with duffel. 

Underwear is a good place to start 
when you make a clothing check list. 
Begin with two suits of cotton, each 
consisting of separate shirts and shorts. 
These can suffice for a week’s outing 
in the central regions. If you plan to 
stay out longer, add another two sets. 
Should your itinerary include northern 
country, take two suits of cotton with 
one or two (depending on length of 
stay) of wool or part wool. The latter 
is especially welcome when a cold wave 
arrives or when you hike, paddle a 
canoe, or fish in a rain. 


y7 ool stays comfortdble to the skin 
when wet, and reduces risks of a 
bad cold. Also, you can wring out a wet 
woolen garment, put it back on, and 
find it actually warming. This ad- 
vantage is shared by all types of wool 
clothing-——underwear, shirts, pants, and 
socks. 
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Underwear for outdoor use should be 
of the two-piece style. Separate pieces 
are easier to wash and dry, you can 
wear either part alone in unusual cir- 
cumstances, and you needn’t strip com- 
pletely to change when part of the 
body is soaked. Cotton underwear 
should consist of sleeveless shirts and 
regular shorts, while the wool kind 
should have long sleeves dnd legs for 
better protection against cold and bugs. 
You can easily cut it shorter in camp 
if you like, but chances are you won't. 

Two outside shirts usually are enough 
for summer trips 
lasting up to a 
couple of weeks; 
you can take 
more if trans- 
portation is easy 
and laundering 
facilities are lim- 
ited. For central 
and southern re- 
gions, both can 
be cotton. Shirts 
made of open- 
mesh cloth are 
available for add- 
ed coolness. Some 
campers like the 
short-sleeved T 
shirt for hot- 
weather wear. 
These should be 
considered only 
when the risks of 
biting insects and 
sunburn are few. 
If mosquitoes and 
blackflies promise 
to be numerous, 
or if you burn 
badly under a 
hot sun, you 
need long-sleeved 
shirts made of 
solidly woven 
cloth. In any 
event, don’t pick 
short-sleeved ven- 
tilated sport types 
exclusively. 











Outdoor shirts need close-fitting col- 
lars for the same reasons. If the bugs 
don’t materialize and you aren't afraid 
of sunburn, you can easily leave the 
neck open and roll up the sleeves. Reg- 
ular button fronts leave more open 
gaps to admit annoying insects like 
mosquitoes than those closed by slide 
fasteners.

two cotton shirts and add one or two

number hinges on how long you camp. 
When it’s very cold you can wear both 
a cotton and a wool shirt. I’ve had as 
many as three shirts on at the same 
time during a midsummer hailstorm. 
You can do the same thing to provide 
more layers of cloth over back and 
arms than a mosquito can bite through. 
There can easily be times at camp when 
you have to choose between being too 
hot and being badly stung. 

Cotton pants will be satisfactory for 
most summer outings. Vary the weight 
according to latitude for maximum com- 
fort. Only in spring and fall and in 
high altitudes will it be necessary to 
wear wool trousers, because at the 
other times you have the woolen undies 
available. But if you expect to wade 
in lakes and streams, as happens in 
fishing and canoeing, take wool pants 
for greater comfort. 

I advise against riding breeches. 
They’re uncomfortable in a canoe or 
when you lounge about the fire. Select 
long pants, roomy enough for easy fit 
and without cuffs if possible; cuffs col- 
lect dirt, hold moisture, and may trip 
you when you walk. 

Pants should be made of strong cloth 
to wear well, and have a smooth surface 
that doesn’t pick up soiling and burrs. 
Also, the material should wash and dry 
easily, which rules out bulky fabrics 
like corduroy. Khaki, whipcord, mole- 
skin, poplin, twill, and denim are good. 
Denim in particular is recommended, 
because pants made of this material 
are well reinforced with strong seams 
and rivets and are cheap to buy. Get 
regular pants, though, not the Western 
cut with U-shaped crotch and tight 
legs. The latter are better suited for 
riding than they are for general camp 
wear. 


hoose and assort your socks as you 
did underwear and shirts—mostly 
cotton for southern wear, a few of wool 
for northern wading and hiking. If you 
expect to walk a lot, either kind should 
be rather heavy to cushion and protect 
the feet. Two pairs of socks should see 
you through a week in the woods, take 
four pairs for 10 to 14 days. Carry only 
socks that are in good condition; you 
don’t want them to wear through at the 
heels the first day. New socks that 
have been washed and tested for fit are 
advised. 

New socks are fine, but new shoes or 
boots aren't. Be sure your footgear is 
well broken in and that the fit is right. 
Then oil the leather thoroughly to keep 
it soft and comfortable. A low hiking 
shoe usually serves on camping trips in 
middle latitudes. For northern regions 
I prefer an all-leather moccasin boot 
of the popular upland-bird type. Tops 
should be 8 or 9 in. On all trips include 
a pair of light slipper moccasins to 
wear in hot weather, on smooth trails, 
while paddling, or while working or 
loafing about camp. 

If you visit a region containing poi- 
sonous snakes, you should wear high- 
top leather boots for leg protection. 
Choose light ones, because even a few 
extra ounces on each foot can increase 
fatigue materially on a long hike. The 
wool socks and pants legs you wear

Both southern and northern campers 
need some kind of jacket for cool or 
wet weather. The unlined type made of 
rain-resistant cotton is suggested for 
mild climates, a lined or wool garment 
for the north. Some outdoorsmen like 
a sweater with long sleeves, which 
makes a. comfortable sleeping garment 
and a wind and cold breaker when worn 
under your shirt. It also helps prevent 
mosquito bites, but since a sweater 
snags easily on rough brush, wear it 
on the inside, not outside your regular 
shirt. 

Ski caps with big visors are popular 
in all latitudes. They stick firmly on 
the head and protect the eyes from 
sun glare. But they can’t prevent rain 
running down the back of your neck. 
That is why many prefer a wide-brim 


| felt hat, even if it is not so cool on hot 


days. 

Some sort of rain gear shouli be con- 
sidered. It can be a water-resistant 
jacket, a poncho, a rain suit consisting 
of pants and shirt, or a long coat or 
slicker. Final selection depends on the 
region visited, the season, and whether 
your camp program will require you to 
expose yourself outdoors when it rains. 
But to be safe, every camp should con- 
tain at least one ample-coverage gar- 
ment like a rain suit or a slicker for 
bad-weather wear. 

Suspenders are more comfortable 
than a belt when you carry heavy gear 
in your pockets. If you wear a sheath 
knife, you need a belt to swing it from, 
so why not follow the example of 
many woodsmen and wear both kinds 
of trouser support? Add a couple of 
bandanna handkerchiefs; they have 
many uses such as protecting neck and 
throat from bugs and cold, pinch-hitting 
as head warmers while you sleep, and 
as bandages or slings. Take along a 
small clothing-repair kit; it need be no 
more than a needle, several lengths of 
stout thread, a piece of patching cloth, 
This kit 
occupies hardly any room in the outfit, 
but it can easily put back into service 
a damaged garment you otherwise 
couldn’t wear.—Maurice H. Decker.

| frequently burned-over second growth 


that’s crammed with acorns and other 
bobwhite goodies. 

The pointer spiked a ground-hugging 
single. Up it whirred with the startling 
blend of sound and motion you always 


|anticipate and yet are never quite 


braced for. I was all thumbs, but what- 
ever gods watch over buck-fevered 
hunters must have concluded I was ripe 
for a handout, for the bird tumbled. 

Max fetched enthusiastically and I 
noticed a curious yellow splotch on the 
bird’s neck. It turned out to be a 
small, plastic bow tie. 

“Quail license?”’ I queried. 

“Stocked bird,’ replied Armand. 
“That’s the way they mark them here.” 

“Stocked bird? Why the deuce would 


they put out quail when there are al- 
most too many native citizens?” 

Armand explained that these were 
released in order to get statistics for a 
Cape Cod quail study that biologist 
Tom Ripley was conducting for the 
state. One question studied was how 
pen-reared birds survived in compari- 
son with wild ones. 

There’s a lot of noisy rhubarbing be- 
tween some sportsmen about the value 
of stocking gamebirds, so Ripley’s in- 
vestigation was interesting. The re- 
sults are important not only to Cape 
Codders, but to upland-game fans 
everywhere. 

Twenty-five days before hunting sea- 
son banged open, Tom released 100 pen- 
reared birds, in batches of 20, into 
various types of quail-supporting cover. 
From then on, he kept tabs on these as 
well as on natural coveys near by. 

“It was no waltz,’ he told me. “We 
worked two dogs to a frazzle and really 
slaved. Everybdy shed a few pounds.” 

By the time gunners had tramped 
the cover, only 34 stocked birds were 
still geing concerns. About 10 were 
bagged in season. Came January and 
14 more had keeled over. In other 
words, 90 percent of the hothouse quail 
couldn’t stand the gaff for three 
months. . Yet, over the same course, 
native birds suffered a mere 39 percent 
mortality. 

Explanations of the pen-reared birds’ 
sorry performance are still tentative, 
but they are logical. 

“They just couldn’t seem to get or- 
ganized,’ Tom said. ‘‘They wandered 
all over the map, insecure as a pup in 
a new home. Before they finally learned 
to behave like wild quail, 66 of the 100 
were dead.” 


fee would-be quailers like myself, all 
this offers a lesson or two. Most 
important is that you shouldn’t expect 
miracles from stocking. If birds are 
turned loose near gunning season, some 
will wind up in game pockets, but even 
where cover is ideal, relatively few will 
carry over and develop into breeders. 
Where habitat is unsuitable, stocking 
appears to be an expensive snare and. 
delusion, except on a ‘put-and-take” 
basis. This is no slap at sportsmen who 
demand it, appreciating the beauty of 
quail in the field and on the end of a 
fork. But there is a better approach 
to enjoying both. Wildlife manage- 
ment biologists don’t claim to know it 
all, but they have learned enough to 
reach some conclusions. 

Nothing beats taking care of what is 
already there. However, shorter sea- 
sons and smaller bag limits are not 
cure-alls. In fact, gunning pressure is 
now generally discredited as a prime 
factor in the decline of gamebird popu- 
lation. If an area is running low on 
targets, the reason is probably sour 
habitat, and that can be remedied. 

Food patches can be planted 
farmers can be persuaded to leave 
cover in and around their fields. The 
result will be more birds, and if some 
amount of stocking seems desirable, it 
has a far better chance to succeed.

HOW TO TEACH RETRIEVING 


there was a law on the books re- 

quiring every hunter in the field to 
have a trained retriever with him, or at 
least a dog with enough know-how to 
serve as a game spotter. If there was, 
much of the game that is shot down 
every year but never found—now esti- 
mated at better than 20 percent of the 
kill—-would be recovered, and a great 
deal of needless slaughter would be 
prevented. 

One reason we don’t see more dogs in 
the field is that many owners are under 
the impression it’s hard to train dogs to 
retrieve. Another is that amateurs be- 
lieve that training, to be effective, must 
be of the so-called “forced” type, and 
that this breaks a dog’s spirit and ruins 
him. Both are misconceptions. 

Actually the kind of training a dog 
needs to do a competent job of retriev- 
ing is simple. All it calls for is knowl- 
edge of a few basic techniques, plus 
time and patience. So far as “forced’’ 
training is concerned, it boils down to 
the difference between harshness bor- 
dering on cruelty and reasonable firm- 
ness and persistence. 


[= always felt we’c all benefit if 


A= you could say that anything 
anyone does to divert dogs from 
their own desires or inclinations is a 
form of force. Dogs, like children, want 
to do as they please, and it takes a cer- 
tain degree of firmness to direct them 


otherwise. Some trainers carry that 
firmness to the point of pinching a dog’s 
ears and stepping on his feet—-extremes 
widely associated with “forced” train- 
ing. Such rough handling is rarely 
necessary. With most dogs, gentler pro- 
cedures produce the desired ends when 
they’re applied in the right manner. 

While I don’t approve of harshness, 
neither do I go in for what some call 
“play” training. Owners often ask me 
why it is their dogs retrieve beautifully 
in the back yard but chew up or ignore 
game in the field. 

This behavior often traces back to 
the dogs having been taught to retrieve 
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through play. They learn to play at it 
in the back yard, so naturally they play 
at it when afield. A well-trained dog 
will retrieve game as soon as possible 
after it is dropped, but a play-trained 
retriever may not feel like doing it 
right then. He may not be in a playful 
mood, with the result that another 
wounded duck or pheasant sneaks off in 
the bush only to run afoul of a fox, an 
owl, or a bobcat. I think gun dogs 
would like to do more for their owners 
than that, and they could if they were 
shown how. 

One of the greatest retrievers I’ve 
ever seen was Minka, a German shep- 
herd, trained in the British constabu- 
lary. 


She could and would retrieve al- 


most any object desired, and she liked 
to do it. Every time I saw her at work 
she was wagging her tail. At one of 
her exhibitions I saw her retrieve from 
a cold box a chilled beer bottle and then 
an egg. Following this she picked up 
from a pile of leaves one dry oak leaf 
that her spotter had touched, and she 
did it without making a tooth mark. 


he was hard-mouthed when neces- 

sary, soft-mouthed when the pick- 
up permitted. She shut down only when 
the resistance demanded it. I knew 
Minka when she was being trained, and 
I think the method used on her is as 
sound as any can be. I’ve used it many

times with good results, and so have 
other field trainers. Before I describe 
it, I’d like to say a word about the ap- 
plication of pain in training dogs. 

We communicate with dogs by pro- 
voking sensations in them which pro- 
duce responses. These sensations are 
either pleasant or unpleasant, and the 
responses they produce are respectively 
affirmative or negative. So far as the 
unpieasant, or painful, sensations are 
concerned, the important thing for 
trainers to remember is that they must 
be associated as quickly and as closely 
as possible with training errors and 
not with the trainer himself. Minka’s 
trainer knew this well. 

First, Minka was taught to sit on 
command. After that, her trainer sat 
himself in a comfortable chair and 
placed her by his left knee, seated, so 
that he could grasp her foreface in 
such a way that his left thumb and 
forefinger could press her upper lips 
against the teeth just behind her ca- 
nines. In his right hand he held the 
dummy that he was going to use in 
teaching her to retrieve. 

There are many types of dummies, 
ranging from gloves to dumb-bells, but 
the one used on Minka was a 10-in. 
length of broom handle through which 
finishing nails had been driven at vari- 
ous angles until they extended out 
about 1 in. The heads and points of 
the nails had been filed sharp, and the 
whole business was wrapped with yarn 
until the nail points were covered. 

Then the trainer gave Minka the 
command word—in this case “apport.” 
As he did so he pressed the dog’s lips 
against her teeth until she opened her 
mouth, immediately inserted the dum- 
my, and released the pressure. It was 
a four-step exercise: command, pain, 
object, no pain. At first the trainer 
didn’t try to make Minka hold the 
dummy for long, but had her return it 
to him quickly on command. Later, 
when the dog got accustomed to the 
dummy, he allowed her to hold it. 


might say at this point that words 

used in giving orders may be any 
a trainer chooses, but it’s best to use 
those that dogs seldom hear in general 
conversation. Also, if you use a glove 
or other form of dummy that has no 
nails in it and the dog starts to mouth 
or tooth it, apply pressure to the lips 
quickly. Release the pressure as soon 
as you sense the dog will hold the 
dummy without biting on it. This part 
of the exercise is most important, since 
it is the foundation on which the rest of 
the training is built. 

The next step in Minka’s training 
consisted of the trainer holding the 
dummy about 6 in. in front of her 
nose. He then gave the command word 
and immediately pushed her head for- 
ward toward the dummy by applying 
pressure behind the canine teeth. He 
didn’t give her a chance to reach out 
herself, but made certain she had the 
dummy in her mouth within three sec- 
onds following the command. 

It wasn’t until she was reaching out 
ahead of the lip-pressing action that 
she was ready for the next stage in the 
training program. In this the trainer

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placed the dummy on the ground slight- 
ly in front of Minka’s feet and made 
her reach for it by pushing her head 
down and applying pressure. Finally 
the trainer began tossing the dummy 
out ahead of the dog, again not giving 
her a chance to make the first few re- 
trieves. He led her right to it. 

I'd like to emphasize that in all these 
proceedings the pressure Minka’s train- 
er applied was never hard enough to 
be really painful or to bruise the dog’s 
lips—just sufficiently firm and steady 
to produce spontaneous responses to 
the command words. 


retrieve is an end in itself. But re- 
trieving knowledge can be put to uses 
beyond just picking up game. It can 
be used, for example, as a basis for 
teaching trailing and even attack and 
guard work. For attack and guard 
purposes, a dog merely is taught to re- 
trieve the moving hands or arms of an 
assailant. 

Once a dog has mastered the basic 
retrieving exercises, he’s ready for ad- 
vanced work. I’d suggest he be started 
on blind retrieving—locating and pick- 
ing up objects he can’t see. 

Place the dog in a sitting position, 
then toss the dummy into high grass or 
light cover. Say the command word, 
perhaps “fetch,” and keep your arm 
extended in the same direction it was 
when you made the toss, and keep 
pointing it that way. With some dogs 
it helps if you take a few steps in the 
same direction. 

If you send a dog down an open field 
on a blind retrieve and he starts moving 
in the wrong direction, whistle or call 
him to a stop, then take a few steps 
toward where the retrieve lies. Usually 
that will be enough to put him on the 
right course. Never hesitate to help a 
young dog solve any problem. 

By the time he’s learned all this, a 
dog is ready to be taught trailing. This 
usually is necessary for animals that 
are to be used on pheasants. For this 
training you may lay a trail by using 
either artificial scent, a wing-trussed, 
walking live pheasant, or a duck. Make 
the first few lessons easy. 

When you get to the point of break- 
ing the dog to field game, try to make 
sure that his first retrieves are dead 
birds. Or go with him and take the de- 
livery as soon as possible. Many young 
dogs have been ruined as retrievers by 
having their first few pick-ups wing- 
beat them. Once the dogs are fieldwise, 
they'll bring in the toughest pheasant, 
duck, or goose, but a sound wing beat- 
ing may make a pup either bird-shy or 
a bird chewer. 

Use live birds—ducks or pheasants— 
in the final stages of your retriever 
training. Truss the wings and feet 
with rubber bands, and spot the birds 
for open and blind retrieves. Leg truss- 
ing can be partially free so that the 
birds can hobble along the ground. 

No matter how long it takes to train 
your dog to retrieve properly, you'll 
profit by it. You’ll have fun doing it, 
you'll get all your game, and you'll have 
a fine companion in the field.—Mc- 
Dowell Lyon.
